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NAVAL SELECTION FOR PROMOTION. 

We are receiving by every mail expressions of opinion 
on the subject of selection and we have thus far received 
from three officers a statement of their objections to the 
scheme for obtaining an expression of naval opinion. It 
will be remembered that some years ago, in response to 
request, we took a vote on selection in the Army which 
was an eminent success. The Secretary of War, who was 
then William H. Taft, asked us to furnish him with a 
copy of the letters we received, without indicating identi- 
ties of the writers, of course; letters which came from 
officers of every rank, from major general to second lieu- 
tenant. 

Strange as it may seem, some of these most op- 
posed to selection those who had profited most by it. 
We have every reason to believe that in that case the 
yote in the Army, on a subject which was of vital in- 
terest to-every officer, had a decided, if not a deciding, in- 
fluence upon the action of the War Department. The 
ease is different in this present instance, inasmuch as it 
is an expression of opinion concerning the proper sub- 
ject for selection and not upon selection in the abstract. 

One of our correspondents questions the accuracy of 
the statement concerning the British method of obtaining 
a like result. The English sweepstakes is for money, 
each man entering betting on his judgment. It is ques- 
tioned whether the results of the sweepstakes have much 
influence on the Admiralty selections, which depend upon 
reports by admirals and captains on the different stations 
so far as they are influenced at all by Service opinion. 
It is doubted whether such a vote as is proposed would 
have any effect upon our board of selection. 

Another officer writes: “Congress has passed a law to 
select officers in a definite manner, after considering many 
other methods of selection, including those where all offi- 
cers have a voice in it. In the hearings before the House 
Naval Committee are to be found arguments for selec- 
tion by vote of officers, but Congress saw fit to disregard 
this argument. The Board of Rear Admirals has placed 
before it the names and the records of all officers eligible 
for promotion, and if Congress had intended to have this 
board furnished with the opinions of all officers down to 
the grade of lieutenant, as to who should be selected, it 
could easily have made this provision. In the latter 
case the result of the official vote could be confidential or 
not, as pleased the Congress.” 

Objection is also made to the idea of the expression of 
opinion by juniors of their seniors on the ground that 
they are likely to be influenced too much by personal 
popularity to give a fair test of professional ability. A 
competent officer, it is held, might be unpopular because 
he insisted upon the strict performance of duty. Many 
may vote on the hearsay reputations and not because they 
have any personal opinion. Officers holding positions 
directing public attention to them would have an advan- 
tage of others performing equally good or better service 
in a less conspicuous position. Again officers will be 
inclined to vote for those they are associated with, as the 
selection board is apt to do, for that matter; but the 
board is responsible and under oath while the anonymous 
voters are quit of responsibility. ; 

An officer writes: “You have no way to check the 
authenticity of your voting, you cannot force officers to 
vote and will not get a real consensus of opinion. The 
only object of the vote is to influence the board by 
knowledge which Congress “did not want it to have, 


Ramely, how all other officers would vote. Those whose 


votes you receive will have no records before them and 
will have no means of making comparisons of the efli- 
ciency of officers.” 

The question is asked as to why the grade of rear ad- 
miral is not included in the vote for selection. This is 
due to the fact that it was not included in the scheme 
as it was presented to us by an officer of the Navy, which 
we 2dopted. Probably it was omitted because captains 
may not think it necessary to express any opinion on the 
subject, having full opportunity to make their opinions 
known in other ways not possible to the majority ‘of 
officers, 

Comdr. W. W. Phelps, U.S.N., writes: “I desire to 
register an emphatic protest against any such business, 
as it is in my opinion subversive of discipline. It is not 
my business, nor am I qualified to elect my seniors for 
selection ; and I am of the belief that’any such method as 
proposed is as illegal as if direct influence were sought 
to be brought upon the Board of Rear Admirals. It is 
my belief that the method of election of officers so long 
somewhat prevalent in the Naval Militia has been a 
prime agent of inefficie.cy; and yet the editor of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL apparently backs a proposi- 
tion to introduce a similar influence into Navy promo- 
tions.” 

Whatever may be thought of this vote on selection it 
bears no analogy to the selection of officers by the Naval 
Militia, as it is a mere expression of opinion which 
does not in any way determine the choice of officers for 
selection. 
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NEW BRITISH AND FRENCH MINISTRIES. 


David Lloyd George formed his new ministry on 
Dec. 10 with a War Cabinet, composed of the follow- 
ing: Prime Minister, David Lloyd George; Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, Earl Curzon (Unionist), who also 
will be Government leader in the House of Lords; 
Arthur Henderson (Labor), Minister without portfolio; 
Lord Milner (Unionist), Minister without portfolio; 
Andrew Bonar Law (Unionist), Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, who has been asked by the Premier to act as 
leader in the House of Commons and also as member 
of the War Cabinet without being expected to attend 
regularly. Among the other ministers whose positions 
bring them more or less into the news of the day are: 
Lord High Chancellor—Sir Robert Bannatyne Finlay 
(Unionist); Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
Arthur J. Balfour (Unionist) ; Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Walter Hume Long (Unionist) ; Secretary 
of State for War, The Earl of Derby (Unionist) ; Sec- 
retary of State for India, Austen Chamberlain (Union- 
ist) ; President of the Board of Trade, Sir Albert Stan- 
ley; Minister of Labor, John Hodge (Labor); First 
Lord of the Admiralty, Sir Edward Carson (Unionist) ; 
Minister of Munitions, Dr. Christopher Addison (Lib- 
eral) ; Minister of Blockade, Lord Robert Cecil (Union- 
ist) ; Food Controller, Lord Devonport (Liberal). Lord 
Wimborne continues as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. It 
is worthy of note that Lloyd George objected to Premier 
Asquith sitting in the War Cabinet, and that was one 
of the chief differences between the two men. The repu- 
tation established by the Earl of Derby in his recruit- 
ing campaign as a man of marked initiative and re- 
source, speaks well for his future at the head of the 
War Department. 

The recent disturbances in France over the manner 
in which the Government has conducted the war brought 
about marked changes in the high command of the 
French army and navy, and in the cabinet on Dec. 13. 
General Nivelle, commander of the French troops at 
Verdun, has been appointed commander-in-chief of the 
armies of the North and Northeast. Vice Admiral du 
Fournet, commander of the allied fleet in Greek waters, 
has been replaced by Admiral Gaucher. Premier Briand 
has completed the reconstruction of the cabinet. The 
official list is as follows: Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister—Aristide Briand. Minister of Finance—Alexan- 
dre Ribot. War—General Hubert Lyautey. Marine— 
Rear Admiral Lacaze, National Manufacture (including 
munitions and transportation)—Albert Thomas. These 
five will form a Council of National Defense. General 
Joffre, as technical military adviser of the government, 
has been authorized to participate in the meetings of 
this council. 
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LETTERS ON ARMY TOPICS. 


On page 490 of this issue of the ARMY AND Navy Jovur- 
NAL we print a letter from Capt. Charles C. Farmer, jr., 
12th Cav., U.S.A., under the heading “What is the 
Matter with Our Army?’ In this he calls attention 
to what he regards as a too common fault in “dealing 
damnation round” where a little judicious praise might 
serve as a sugar coating to the bitter pill of criticism 
of ‘Service deficiencies. Captain Farmer lays stress on 
a civilian comment on the Army in which the speaker 
quoted “its own officers” as saying that it was “woefully 
behind” the Navy.: He adds to this an exposition of 
the traditional dislike among high officers in the Army 
to give words of praise to any officer or command under 
them. Kicks instead of ha’pence is the lot of the 
subaltern, the non-commissioned officer and the enlisted 
man, according to Captain Farmer’s veracious sketch of 
conditions in our Army. Our staff officers have created 
an ideal of an army in general and in particular that is 
so high it seems to be humanly impossible to attain 
under the present general system of too captious and 
discouraging criticism. - Most critics of existing faults 
or weaknesses in the cosmos content themselves with 
blunt, destructive. comment and suggest no remedy. 





Captain Farmer obviously belongs to the constructive 
school of critics, it would appear, from his frank state- 
ment that so far as he is concerned he is, hereafter, 
“going to recognize how much has been accomplished 
and commend the attempt. Where I am forced to criticize 
it will be done after I have at least tried to recognize 
all the good and all the barriers that have prevented the 
accomplishment of what is lacking.” If such a spirit 
and practice could reach up and down throughow: the 
Service we would be just so much nearer attaining the 
ideal now sought in vain. 

On page 491 we print a letter from Lieut. Colonel 
Johnson Hagood, C.A.C., U.S.A., urging the repeal of 
the “Manchu” law. Colonel Hagood points out with 
precision. of fact and a power of argument not to be 
controverted the unfortunate effect this law has had on 
the Service in general and particular, the most telling 
of his points being that “the Navy has no difficulty in 
distinguishing the difference between sea duty and shore 
duty” and that “if we must have a law let it be one 
that a man with the ordinary garden variety of mind 
can comprehend and apply.” The bill he incorporates 
in his letter as a substitute for all existing measures 
affecting this matter has the advantage of being simple 
in language and readily understood and puts the responsi- 
bility where it clearly belongs, on the President. It is 
a fortunate coincidence, and speaks well for the sound- 
ness of Colonel Hagood’s views, that General Scott in 
his annual report as Chief of Staff urges the rescinding 
of all existing laws. concerning detached service and 


that one be passed that “would authorize an officer 


entering upon adetail to serve out the four years of 
the detail and then require him to serve two years with 
troops before he becomes eligible for another detail.” 
General Scott is of the opinion that this would “reduce 
the cost of detached service by approximately fifty per 
cent.,” as well as making for efficiency and insuring 
against abuse. 
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There has been a very encouraging increase in the num- 
ber of enlistments in the Army during the month of De- 
cember. In the first ten days of December there were 
1,144 enlistments, which is the largest for that period 
since the troops have been sent to the border. In addi- 
tion to this it is believed that there will be an increase 
in the number of re-enlistments. This is due to the 
expiration of the four-year period under the old law. 
Those who enlisted under the old law will pass into the 
reserve during this month if they do not re-enlist. The 
Army is now 14,399 short of the first increment under the 
National Defense Act. While the War Department au- 
thorities are not positive in their predictions that by June 
30 the first increment will be secured, they are very much 
encouraged by the recent increases and are hopeful that 
with the assistance of the postmasters and other en- 
larged recruiting facilities the first increment will be 
secured. The other increments under the Defense Act 
are still a larger problem, however, which it is feared 
cannot be solved under the volunteer system. Doubt is 
expressed as to whether either the National Guard or 
the Regular Army can be brought up to the required 
strength under the Defense Act with the volunteer sys- 
tcm. An increase in pay may help solve the problem, but 
the result can ot be :uranteed even if Congress is will- 
ing greatly to increase the expenses of maintaining the 
Military Establishment.

It is generally believed that the question of the loca- 
tion of an armor plant will .arrow down to a contest 
between Birmingham, Ala., and Pittsburgh, Pa. These 
two locations are believed to come ne..-er to filling all the 
requirements fur an armor plate plant site than any other 
places seeking the plant. Up to a fe weeks ago no 
consideration was given to Pittsburgh. Just as the mat- 
tcr was about closed William H. Hollowa; came to Wash- 
ington with the map of a site on the Allegheny river, on 
what is kn wn the Ross farm. On this farm are to 
be found coal, oil, gas, limesto - and all material needed 
by an armor plant. It is located so ss to be easy of ac- 
cess to the Baltimore and Ohio and Pennsylvania rail- 
roads, and has water transportation by the Allegheny 
river. It is understood that Birmingham has a number 
of sites of similar character, but it is claimed that Pitts- 
burgh is a more desirable location on account cf the 
climate. It has a larger labor market. and better trans- 
portation faciliti than Birmingham. The Secretary of 
the Navy will appoint a board of technical experts to 
take up the industrial and economic questions presented 
by Pittsburgh, Birmingham and the other sites under 
consideration.

The best analysis of what “the Plattsburg 
means, and the best presentation of the results of that 
training from a professional soldier’s viewpoint we yet 
have seen, is to be found in the article on “The Military 
Training Camps,” by Major Merch B. Stewart, U.S.A,, 
in The Infantry Journal for November-December. Major 
Stewart points out the missionary value of such train- 
ing, he shows that its logical effect must be to give us 
greater solidarity as a nation, and he reveals facts as 
to the manner in which the citizen soldiers absorbed 
military training that may well make one wonder if 
through intensive training under competent officers the 
period of training for recruits may not be somewhat 
shortened. Another extremely suggestive article, not 
unrelated to “the Plattsburg idea” in its root matter, 
is “Administration and the Management of. Men,” by 
Col. David C. Shanks, U.S.A., an essay which shows 
there is a strong undercurrent of feeling in the Army 
that the methods of making both officers and men most 
effective can be improved ‘on in one service. Lieut. 
Robert Sears, 1st. Inf., describes “The Self-Contained- 
Base Range Finder”; and Lieut. Col. C. H. Martin, 
18th Inf., has a valuable paper on, “Rapid Transporta- 
tion of Infantry” that has already been reviewed in the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNnaL. From the French of Capt. 
Andre Laffargue there has been translated an article 
entitled “Advice to the Infantry Soldier” which in ad- 
dition to presenting the moral aspect of a soldier's life, 
gives what one may ¢all the complete technique of 
infantry methods of ‘fighting. in the present ‘war, that 
is, so far as the French methods are concerned. The 
pen-and-ink sketches accompanying it are not only 
admirable illustrations, but they are extremely spirited 
little war pictures.

* “We are the wealthiest Nation in the world, and the 
most prosperous one,” Secretary of Commerce Redfield 
says in his annual report, issued on Dec. 8. The Secre- 
tary points out that the balance of trade in favor of 
the United States on merchandise transactions for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1916, was $2,.135,775,355. The 
total of merchandise export ‘trade was $4,333,658,865, 
and of import trade $2,197,883,510. The American mer- 
chant marine, Secretary Redfield says, has never be- 
fore increased so fast as during the past two years. 
“In that time,” says tho report, “we have_ doubled our 
shipping in the foreign trad —from 1,076,152 gross 
tons to 2,191,715 gross tons. No other nation ever 
in so short a time so increased its shipping iu foreign 
trade. Under the Ship Registry Act admitting foreign 
built ships to American registry for foreign trade, 182 
vessels of 616,033 gross tons have been added to our 
merchant marine. On July 1, 1915, our shipyards were 
building or had under cortract seventy-six steel ves- 
sels of 310,089 gross tons. On Oct. 1, 1916, this had 
grown to 417 steel merchant vessels of 1,454,270 gross 
tons. This does not include work in progress or under 
contract on wooden ships in many: yards.

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Naval aviation training camps to be conducted under 
the direction of the Navy, to train would-be aviators 
who are anxious to learn to fly for the safety of their 
country, were advocated at the Navy Department this 
week by officers of the National Aerial Coast Patrol 
Commission, and the Aero.-Club of America, in a meet- 
ing called by Secretary Daniels, and presidcd over by 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt. Assistant Secretary of 
War William M. Ingraham was among those who at- 
tended the meeting. Its purpose was to lay plans for 
a co-ordination of the naval auxiliary reserves, includ- 
ing airplane units, power boat squadrons and naval 
reserve contingents. Important recommendations for 
naval auxiliary work next summer were suggested in 
regard to power crafts and naval ‘reserves: They were 
taken under advisement, but no announcements as to 
definite plans can be made until Mr. Roosevelt gives 
them out. With Assistant Secretary Roosevelt at the 
meeting were Rear Admiral Benson, Chief of - Naval 
Operations; Rear Admiral Palmer, Chief of the Bureaa 
of Navigation, Captains Hood, Chase, Marble and Mag- 
ruder, and Lieutenant Commander Galbraith and Licu- 
tenant Towers. : 





In response to an inquiry made through a House 
resolution passed at the previous session of Congress, 
Secretary of War Baker has informed Speaker Clark 
that 71,834 of the 163,800 National Guardsmen taken 
into the Federal service up to Aug. 31 were without 


previous military training, Rejections of enrolled 
guardsmen operated later to increase the number of 
raw recruits to approximately 60 per cent. of the 
force. Another aspect of the National Guard situation 
came from Quartermaster General Sharpe, U.S.A., who 
told the House Military Affairs Committee on Dec. 11 
of a $25,000,000 deficiency incurred by the War De- 
partment to equip and pay State troops now in the 
Federal service. If an average of 75,000 men are re- 
tained on the border until June 30, he said, the. de- 
ficiency will be $50,000,000. The universal training 
advocates are expected to use these figures in con- 
tending that prohibitive cost would be the result of 
the present system if the nation needed a great army.

Merehant ships built in the United States in the first 
eleven months of this year more than doubled in ton- 
nage the whole of last year’s output. The Bureau of 
Navigation has announced that 1,115 vessels have been 
turned out, with a gross: tonnage of-521,711. All but 
forty-nine were for the American flag. Domestic wood- 
en vessels numbered 936, with a tonnage of 127,276, and 
steel 130, with a 361,170 tonnage. The Atlantic and 
Gulf trade took .546 vessels,: the, Pacific .trade 263, the 
great lakes 114 and Western rivers 143... There now 
are building and under contract vessels’ with aggre- 
gate tonnage of- 1,200,000, the largest total ever re- 
ported in the country’s history,

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SECRETARY DANIELS EXPLAINS. 


Secretary of the Navy ‘Daniels issued the following 
statement on Dec. 8, in connection with his annual re- 
pert: 

“As it was absolutely impossible within the limits 

of my annual report to more than touch in the briefest 
possible way on any one subject, I was. unable to dis- 
cuss in detail the recommendations of the General 
Board, which. are printed as an appendix to my re- 
port, although I made plain the reasons which _com- 
pelled me to reduce the building program recommended 
by*the General Board for the..coming year, This, as 
has been explained in the report, was not a divergence 
of policy, but a matter of the practicable possibilities 
of construction. I agree thoroughly with the General 
Board that we should build this year as. great a part of 
our program as possible, and I think my recommenda- 
tions have reached the limit of that possibility, if, in- 
deed, I have not exceeded somewhat the practical ca- 
pacity of our shipyards. 
. “Taking up .the other recommendations, my _ report 
will show a hearty agreement in regard to the increased 
size of guns for ships, and indeed, instead of the 15- 
inch guns suggested, we are definitely certain of being 
able to provide a 16-inch, and an even heavier gun 
designed by the Bureau of Ordnance will, if it. passes 
successful trials, be installed. ; 

“Our new ships will embody the: general character- 
istics of armament which the General’ Board recom- 
mends. It has seemed impracticable to construct this 
year-all the - fleet auxiliaries . suggested, for .the,. same 
reasons which have prevented the building of the full 
number of the larger units recommended. I am in 
sympathy with the General Board’s suggestion as to 
the construction of these vessels, but I feel that every 
building’ way at our disposal must be used first for the 
more vitally important units of the fleet. I trust by 
the time the Culgoa, Celtic and Glacier will have 
reached their limit of usefulness, we will have ships 


to replace them. The Bridge will, of course, be in active 
commission before that time beyond any doubt. Should 
any sudden emergency arise requiring mine sweepers, 
we can, of course, do as England has done and improvise 
them from merchant ships, although it would be un- 
doubtedly better to have specially designed vessels of 
our own, and I trust it will be possible to construct 
them before long. 

“In regard to the recommendations on personnel, the 


- principal comment of the General Board was a favor- 


able review of what was done last year, and the only 
recommendation on which stress was laid was for ad- 
ditional legislation providing for an automatic increase 
in personnel, with the number of ships authorized, and 
the establishment of a definite ratio of twenty per 
cent. of the total authorized enlisted personnel, exclu- 
sive of .the hospital corps, for the Marine Corps. Per- 
sonnel legislation was handled last year as a separate 
proposition, and I have made no recommendations in 
my. annual report on ‘the subject because I believe that 
this should be. studied carefully, and, after the best 
possible system has been worked out, a bill introduced 
in Congress as a special measure in order that it 
may receive the careful and deliberate consideration 
required to prevent its being slighted in the haste to 
pass on to the many. other important recommendations 
which the Naval Appropriation bill will embody. It 
is my intention t» go carefully over the entife matter 
and to try to carry out to its logical conclnsion the 
good work made possible in the personnel legislation 
providing for promotion by selection, and for increase 
of officers and men. 

“I have suggested a liberal appropriation for aero- 
nautics, in’ accordance with the suggestions of the Gen- 
eral Board, coming: as near to the exact figure: named 
as I felt was possible. Reference is made in the Gen- 
eral Board’s report to their letter of June 24; 1916, 
which .deals with aeronautics in general in a very 
thorough way. This letter, which is very long, presents 
a detailed analysis of the qualities of aircraft, as com- 
pared with those of surface and submarine boats, tak- 
ing into consideration the information gained from 
abroad during the present war. Certain definite char- 
acteristics which the Board thinks should be incorpora- 
ted in all types of craft are outlined, and their applica- 
tion to the several services for which they are best 
fitted presented. These studies are, of course, of a con- 
fidential nature, and it.is not advisable to make them 
public. The Board, in this letter, further recommends 
the experimental development of. the essential parts 
of dirigibles, and the construction as early as possible 
of one small rigid dirigible, one small semi-rigid dirigible, 
and three non-rigid dirigibles. Certain general types of 
hydro-airplanes are also recommended for develop- 
ment, as a result of the Board’s study of the situation, 
and the eventual establishment of a coast patrol division 
of hydro-airplanes .in each -naval district, to be in- 
creased later as may prove to, be desirable, is also sug- 
gested, as well as the building of an experimental type 
of kite balloon for trial, So far as possible, these rec- 
ommendations of the General Board have already been 
carried out, but, as the Board itself notes in its report, 
satisfactory aircraft do not appear as yet to be available 
for the use of the fleet.. Much progress, however, has 
been made and is being made, and, as I have stated 
in my report, we hope soon .to overcome the. difficulties 
of securing proper aircraft from our manufacturers and 
to bein a’ position greatly to increase this arm of the 
service in a comparatively short time. ii 

“I have included in the estimates of the Bureau of 
Ordnance the $460,000 recommended by the General 
Board for guns and equipment for advance base land 
defenses; and. the high angle ‘fire long. range howitzers 
suggested will .be constructed-out of that fund. 

“Present” conditions. in. Santo Domingo and Haiti, 
of course, prevent the immediate carrying out of the 
recommendations in regard to the assembling of all 
of: our marines for drills and exercises at a home base, 
although the military. wisdom of such a plan as soon 
as possible is self-evident. 

“T am also in accord with the Board as to the neces- 
sity of providing nets for the protection “of anchorages 
and harbors, and a very liberal sum has been included 
in the estimates for that purpose. 

_ “These are practically all af the recommendations of 
the Board, with the exception of the water supply at 
Guantanamo, which is a very vexatious. question, and 
one about which the experts differ widely. I trust, 
however, that .a practical way of getting a. good. supply 
of water will be found. I fully appreciate the im- 


oe 


portance of the matter, and have recommended an ap- 
propriation of ‘$25,000 to undertake the. work.”

NAVY BATTLE PRACTICE AND GUNNERY. 


Secretary Daniels in urging before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, in his hearing Dec. 11, an in- 
crease in the appropriation for gunnery and engineering 
exercises from $135,000 to $205,000, reported steady 
improvement in the battle practice of the fleet during 
the last year. From ‘all quarters, he stated, come re- 
ports of enthusiastic and increased interest, which 
means better scores and better records. “At no time 
in the history of the Navy,” said Secretary Daniels, 
“has the entire personnel been so keen and alert to 
break former records, and the achievements of the year 
give promise ‘that each Succeeding performance of the 
fleet will equal and probably surpass the unprecedented 
acvomplishments of the last twelve months.” 

The following statement, prepared by the Director 
of Gunnery Exercises and Engineering Performances, 
and submitted by Secretary Daniels, shows how really 
wonderful the progress of this period has. been: “The 
iesults of the various forms of Battle Practices with 
guns and torpedoes, as reported herein, show a creditabie 
improvement over those of a similar character conducted 
last year. During the gunnery’ year 1916, twelve ves- 
sels of the battleship’ class, twenty-seven ‘vessels ‘of the 
destroyer class, twenty-four vessels’ of the submarine 
class, and twenty-one vessels of the cruiser and gunboat 
classes, completed all forms of gun:and torpedo. prac- 
tice prescribed for the year. All forms: of gun practice 
were completed by fourteen vessels of the battleship 
class and twenty-one vessels of the cruiser and- gun- 
boat classes. ‘Twenty-eight destroyers and twenty-five 
submarines completed all forms of torpedo: -practice. 
Thirty-four destroyers fired day battle practice with 
torpedoes and twenty-five ‘submarines. In all cases 
where vessels in conimission ‘failed:te complete all forms 
cf practice, satisfactory. reaséns*: were “given, and ~in- 
veived repairs or material changes compelling the vessel 
to go to a navy yard, and thus lose the: opportunity 
to fire, or their place in the active fleet being taken by 
newer vessels, placed on the reduced complement basis. 

“The general results are fully up to the expectations 
of the Department, and again ‘show that ‘stéady im- 
provement is the natural conséquence of a more con- 
centrated effort on the part of those responsible for per- 
sonnel and material. 

“The gun practice of the battleships: was carried out 
at. ranges far in -excess of any. heretofore prescribed, 
the closest comparison being that of the year 1914, 
when full’ charges were used as was done this year. 
The day individual practice was conducted at a mean 
range of over 15,000 yards, with the main battery guns 
in 1916, as compared with a mean range ‘of 10; yards 
with: the same guns in ‘1914. The percentage of hits 
was not only maintained, but showed.a slight increase 
in spite of over 50 per cent. increase in range. Prac- 
tically the same number of ships were’ fired in both 
years. The Department does not consider the rate 
of fire with the large caliber guns to be entirely- satis- 
factory, the tendeney being to wait the fall: of all the 
shots from each salvo, The orders for gunnery exer- 
cises this year intend that when a straddle or bracket 
has been established, the rate of fire should. be 
the maximum possible, and ‘the volume of. fire 
should include at least half the guns engaged and actu- 
ally firing. A comparison with 1915 is not made as 
reduced charges were used and consequently materially 
shorter sctual ranges prescribed. ee 

“A comparison of the results of the torpedo. defense 
practices of oné year with that of another is difficult, 
owing to the continual. change necéssary in’ thé’ orders 
for conducting the practice,’in ‘the désire to try’ out all 
possible methods of solving this difficult:problem. . The 
S-inch gun is gradually displacing all other calibers for 





“torpedo defense purposes, as the dreadnought type dis- 


places the pre-dreadnought in the active fleet. Greater 
efforts than éver must be’ made to render ‘this. form of 
firing more effective, and with the adoption of stand- 
ard methods of control, and its proper supervision, ‘the 
Department expects a material improvement: The’ in- 
troduction of day firing with the torpedo defense bat- 
tery should develop many weaknesses heretofore 
shrouded in the .cover of darkness, and with improved 
searchlights, and greater effort on the part of the per- 
sonnel, a considerable improvement should be had. 

“A marked improvement is noted in the battle torpedo 
praetice of the battleships for the last year over that of 
previous years. This: most’-important element of offen- 
sive strength is receiving the attention it deserves as 
indicated by the remarkable increase in the percentage 


. of hits at increased ranges. With increased accuracy 


and reliability due to greater experience and higher 
intelligence of the personnel, -results which have -been 
considered more or less problematical are now, the De- 
partment is pleased to note, matters of common accom- 
plishment. : 

“The torpedo practice of the destroyers showed a 
very material and satisfactory increase_in the :perform- 
ance of all ships. Nearly three times as many tor- 
pedoes were fired ity 1916 as’in’ 1915, and.-on the battle 
practice where 146 torpedoes were fired this” year, none 
were. lost, and the percentage of torpedoes performing 
properly showed a substantial increase due to greater 
skill of personnel, and is very gratifying to the Depart- 
ment. ; ; ' 

“The Destroyer Forces are maintaining a satisfactory 
improvement with their’ guns. The 4-inch gun as now 
mounted in the destroyers has established its superiority 
over the 38-inch gun, and the Department expects further 
material improvement, and an increased’ percentage of 
hits, in spite of the well-known difficulties under which 
destroyers use their guns. iS 

“The Submarines. also show a .very decided’ improve- 
ment, nearly twice as many torpedoes .being, firing this 
year as last, and the increase of 70 per cent.. of hits 
on the battle practice is deserving of more than. passing 
notice. It is realized that with the improvement in the 


‘ character of the material, a corresponding increase in 


efficiency would be expected. 

“The gun practice of the Cruiser and Gunboat Classes 
was carried out under orders similar to those of the 
other classes, and. quite different from that obtaining 
heretofore, but ‘being ‘a marked improvenient in that 
all classes of vessels now conduct gun practice unde? 
conditions simulating actual. battle.'' The. results are 
entirely ‘satisfactory, The Department having pre 
scribed orders for gun practice for vessels of the Train, 
this form of practice was carried out by all the auxili- 
aries having guns mounted, and equipped with Naval 
crews. As airesult of bringing all ‘classes: of vessels 
into the gunnery work of the year,. greater interest 
through the seryice is’ stimulated, and defects and weak- 
nesses as they develop from time to time’ can be dealt 
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with and corrected instead of waiting until

BUREAU OF NAVIGATION REPORT. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment, Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, U.S.N., in his 
annual report, recommends that the appointments al- 
lowed each Senator and each Member of the House of 

tepresentatives be increased, that the course at the 
Naval Academy be reduced to three years until the 
shortage is made up, and that the present first class be 
graduated on F, 1, 1917. This step he regards as of 
primary importance in order to propertly meet the 
wishes of Congress to provide an efficient first arm of 
defense, as expressed in the large program provided in 
the recent bill. 

The authorization by Congress of an enlisted strength 
of the Navy in emergency of 87,000 men, besides 6,000 
apprentice seamen closely approximates the Bureau’s 
preliminary estimate of 93,957 men required to fill the 





past year when the abnormal freight 
The percentage of American citizens 
personnel has materially increased. It 
when the Naval Auxiliary Reserve is put into opera- 
tion the entire enlisted personnel will be of American 
birth. There has been an almost incessant change in 
the personnel of officers of the Auxiliary Service, owing 
to almost daily resignations to accept employment in the 
merchant marine at a much higher rate of pay. This is 
true also of the men. It has been found necessary 
to increase the pay of all in the Naval Auxiliary Ser- 
vice with the exception of the masters. The unfortunate 
shortage of officers available for inspection and instruc- 
tion is gradually being overcome by utilizing ships in 
reserve and tired officers of the Navy. 

The Naval Militia, numbering 636 officers and 9,170 
men, has made notable progress during the year. It 
is a most valuable asset to the Navy, and its members 
who volunteer for the Service are zealous, intelligent 
and patriotic. The continued generous support of the 
Naval Militia and the National ‘Naval Volunteers by 
the Government is amply -justified by the attendant 
results in the increasing efficiency of the Naval Militia. 

The recruits taking part in the civilian training cruise 
represented the highest type of professional and _ busi- 
ness young men of the country, and almost without 
an exception they left the cruise in excellent health, 
the best of spirits, ardent friends of the Navy, and ad-

There were 7,489 observations of stars during the

Sixty asteroids were photographed, 
measured and reduced during the year. 
NAVY PAYMASTER GENERAL’S REPORT. 


Paymaster General Samuel McGowan, U.S.N., in his 
annual report describes in an interesting way the 
measures of preparedness taken by his bureau. It is 
prescribed that every fighting ship should be fully out- 
fitted at all times, providing that supplies of every kind 
shall be sufficient to last about the same length of time. 
The work of accumulating a reserve is well under way, 
the limit of progress being set by lack of stowage space. 
It will take nearly as long to provide the necessary 
storehouses as to secure the ships already appropriated 
for. An attempt is being made to ascertain sources of 
supply to meet the needs of the Navy. Card records 
show for each item the quantity ordinarily kept in ‘stock 
and ready for shipment within from two days to a 
maximum of thirty days. : 

There has been a notable advance in prices, especially 
for materials for which the European demand was 
abnormally heavy. Steel bars, for example, are 2% 
times as high as they were Jan. 1, 1915. Zinc advanced 
from 614 cents a pound to 27 cents in June, 1915, but 
is now about 9 cents. Other items have advanced in 
corresponding ratio. 4 

Contracts have been awarded during the past year In 
12 per cent. less time than during the last month of 
1915, although the volume of business has increased 
over 43-per cent. The British government has taken over 
about 2,500 British merchant ships for transports and 
for fleet supply. This and the withdrawal of the colliers 
of German and Italian ownership have raised the freight 
rates from the United States to English and French 
ports 1,300 per cent. on some items. In spite of the 
increase in coal rates, by arranging for frequent charter- 
ings during those months when it was to the advantage 
of owners to get their vessels to west coast ports, large 
quantities of coal were delivered at fairly reasonable 
rates. It finally became necessary, however, to replenish 
the stocks of fuel; and, rates being then abnormally 
high, Navy fuel ships were placed on the run to west 
coast stations, with the result that the cost of trans- 
portation was much lower than commercial costs would 
have been. Oil, taken in bulk from the contractor’s pipe 
line, cost the Government less than one-third of the price 
that would have been asked for the same oil delivered 
at the various fuel oil stations under the prevailing 
market prices. At the end of June, 1916, there was in 
storage more than half a million barrels. Navy tankers 
were used in delivering a large part of this. 

Standardizing of Navy specifications has progressed 
steadily until over 1,100 standard specifications are in 
foree. The fight for direct dealing between producer 
and consumer, which has been proceeding since the time 
of Gideon Welles, is still being waged. There is an 
alphabetical list of 8,000 bidders, to whom over 360,000 
copies of the weekly notice of purchases were distributed 
during the year, admission of any candidate to the 
bidding list being critically serutinized. In spite of the 
rise in the provision market the cost of subsistence 
for the year has been kept below what it was before 
the European war began. The cost of the Navy ration 
during 1915-16 averaged a little more than- one-half a 
cent less than 1913-14, making a saving of approximately 
$800,000. That this reduction has been had without 
lowering the standard of naval efficiency is shown by 
the statement of the Surgeon General of the Navy, who 
says: “I can assure you that no navy in the world is as 
well fed, as well clothed, its general welfare so thor- 
oughly looked out for as that of the United States; and 
I am glad to offer you and the entire personnel of your 
corps my heartiest congratulations for the large share 
you have had in producing this well-being and its re- 
sultant contentment.” 

The clothing factory at Charleston has, without diffi- 
culty, produced the articles it manufactures at a lowered 
cost to the enlisted men of the Navy, who have been 
furnished with clothing and small stores as near cost 
as possible. The regulations prescribing the articles on 
sale in ships’ stores have proved to be highly satisfactory. 
The separate purchasing offices formerly maintained in 
all navy yard cities have been in most cases abolished, 
the purchasing and disbursing duties being assigned, 
respectively, to the supply and disbursing departments 
of the yards. 

The payment of bills has been expedited, there being 
on hand June 30, 1916, but eleven unpaid bills, against 
e daily average a year ago of 978. The commissioning 
of fifteen assistant paymasters has filled the quota for 
the first time since 1912. The new men are now 
serving on board seagoing vessels. Two sessions of the 
Naval Pay Officers’ School have been ordered, one for 
accounting officers and another for disbursing officers. 
One Naval Militia accounting officer from Hawaii and 
thirteen from other parts of the country are undergoing 
inspection. A hurry call in August, 1913, for eleven 
officers of the Pay Corps to go to Haiti to serve as 
captains of the port and collectors of Customs was filled 
within seventy-two hours, in spite of the existence of 
thirteen vacancies in the corps. At least one was taken 
from every yard on the Atlantic coast. The general 
plan is to have all the work that is possible performed 
by responsible civilian experts, who stay as the officers 
come and go. 

The new cost system is designed to make it possible 
to know the real production cost separately from the 
expense due to idle equipment and to furnish information 
of value to administrative officers. Two essential steps 
Itve been taken toward completing the new system of 
cost accounting at navy yards—inventorying the plants 
and classifying the operating accounts. 

“There has been compiled a thirty-day provision list 
by which it is possible to find out in a moment the 
quantities of all items of provisions necessary for a 
given number of men for any length of time. By its use 
cargo lists of provisions can be made up in a few 


minutes for the entire complement of a fleet of any size 
without first canvassing individual vessels and then 
consolidating the replies into an elaborate tabulation, 
as was heretofore required. ‘These tables are now in 
use by supply officers afloat and ashore in meeting the 
needs of individual ships and of the fleet as a matter 
of peace time routine. A clothing list has also been 
compiled and printed, showing the requirements for from 
1,000 to 100,000 men for six months (summer and 
winter) after they have been originally outfitted. While 
this, like the provision list, was prepared primarily for 
logistic purposes, it, too, is in use daily throughout the 
Service and serves as an automatic requisition for 
the guidance of all concerned. Both of these lists show 
the cubic capacity required to stow any given quantity 
of the articles they cover, making it practicable to 
readily determine the capacity of merchant ships for 
delivering these supplies to the fleet.” . 

Information as to the stowage capdty of all fighting 
ships has been distributed to the Service. Sources of 
supply of fuel in time of war have been canvassed and 
plans for collier assignments and loading points have 
been tentatively adopted. The listing of ships suitable 
for fueling the fleet and for other purposes has steadily 
progressed, and the most expeditious rail and water 
routes from supply centers to delivery points and from 
naval magazines to tidewater have been determined upon. 
Plans for distributing and increasing the personnel of 
the supply and disbursing offices in time of emergency 
to provide for a three shift schedule are now being 
standardized.

REPORT OF THE SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 


In his annual report for the fiscal year 1916, Surgeon 
General -W. C. Braisted, U.S.N., states that during the 
past year there was an increase in the admission and 
death rates that was not the result of any alarming 
increase or epidemic of disease, there being only seven 
deaths from  tonsilitis, venereal diseases, malaria, 
mumps and bronchitis. The statistics regarding disease 
in the Navy for the last fifteen years are:

On the point of disease prevention in the Service, the 
Surgeon-General writes: “I doubt if the families, par- 
ents, or guardians of the young men who enter the 
Navy, realize how carefully guarded as to health con- 
ditions these young men are. No institution of private 
training is so zealous for the well-being of its charges, 
or so watchful for the preservation of its own good name 
as is the Navy. A constant pride is exhibited by our 
medical officers in maintaining health and sanitation 
on the ships or stations under their care, and coustant 
efforts are being exerted to provide further safeguards, 
The city or country practitioner is not called in to 
examine into the habits of life and knowledge of or re- 
gard to sanitary matters exhibited by his patients, nor 
does he so unsolicited. But with us half of our duties 
are those of the uninvited sanitarian, and if the in- 
dividual is neglectful not only of his own safety, but of 
the community good, advisory and, if necessary, dis- 
ciplinary measures are soon invoked.” 

The increase of deaths under the classification of 
drownings and burns increased over 1914, owing to the 
deplorable loss of the submarine F-4, with a loss of 
21 lives, while boiler explosions on the U.S.S. San Diego 
and Decatur account for the loss of eleven lives alone. 
Although drowning, tuberculosis, and pneumonia have 
been the three main causes of death for the past three 
years, Surgeon-General Braisted states, “I am glad to 
reiterate that upon analysis each one of these shows 
encouraging improvement over the preceding year.” 
Venereal diseases combined will, of course, head such a 
list by a wide margin, and there is only a slight change 
for the better in this respect. 

In view of the prevalence of diseases of the respira- 
tory organs, owing to overcrowding, imperfect ventila- 
tion and damp and cold conditions of winter months 
unavoidable under present service conditions, consider- 
able attention is given in the report to the study of the 
ventilation of ships. The report states on this point: 
“Happily it is noted that in battleships of the newer 
types respiratory affections appear less than on the 
older ships, and cruising conditions are particularly 
more favorable. The tendency of modern ship construc- 
tion is gradually taking cognizance of a better ideal 
of hygiene, and diseases of the respiratory tract will be 
the first to feel the betterment.” The report quotes 
from statements made by the fleet surgeon of the U.S.S. 
Wyoming, and the medical officers of the U.S.S. Arkan- 
sas, New York and Texas in this matter of sanitary condi- 
tions and measures afloat, the burden of the statements 
being that the chief trouble on shipboard is over-heating ; 
and a suggestion is made that the cutting off of all heat 
during several hours each night is a distinct sanitary 
gain. In the matter of tuberculosis, a most satisfactory 
condition is noted, for in spite of increased personnel 
the actual number of cases admitted is well below the 
lowest previous year, the number of deaths (36) being 
11 per cent of the total deaths of the Navy in 1915. 

That the campaign against typhoid is being waged 
successfully is shown by these facts: “The admissions 
are only appreciably higher than in 1914, eighteen as to 
thirteen ; rate per 1,000 and sick~days also little changed. 
There were five admissions and sick days from para- 
typhoid, as compared with nine admissions and 355 
sick days in 1914. One death from typhoid occurred, 
whereas none occurred in the previous year. With an 
average complement of 68,075, the one death in the last 
two years represents an incidence of 0.7 per 100,000, 
as compared with the figures prepared by the Journal 
of the American Medical Association for 1915 (based 
on the population of our larger cities) of 8.65 per 

00,000.” 


NAVY HOSPITAL SHIP. 


The hospital ship authorized by Congress, the first 
vessel of its kind to be built as such “from the keel up 


‘timate governmental relations with 


by this or any other nation,” is thus described in the 
report: “Plans for this ship, based on long experience 
with converted hospital ships and the experience of the 
European war, have been prepared by the Bureau_of 
Construction and Repair in collaboration with the Bu- 
reau of Medicine and Surgery. The ship will be an oil 
burner, designed for a capacity of something over 300 
patients in peace time, with a war capacity of over 500. 
The design incorporates the most advanced features of 
ship construction, including stabilizers, vacuum cleaning 
installation, etc. The hospital department will, in ad- 
dition to its medical, surgical, and contagious-disease 
divisions, inélude an up-to-date out-patient department 
for special examination and treatment of men in the 
fleet requiring special and temporary services. She will 
also carry in her hold regimental and field hospital 
medical equipment, including ambulances and_ other 
sanitary paraphernalia. When finally completed it is 
believed she will represent a model ship of this class 
for many years to come, and her usefulness may well 
be expected to continue during tue lifetime of those. who 
had a hand in her designing. It would be impracticable 
to describe the many advanced features of this ship in 
this report, but the methods of handling patients, their 
baggage, food, laundry and linen repair, the care of the 
dead, X-ray, chemical and biological laboratories, inte- 
rior transportation, vacuum cleaning, water cooling and 
distribution, and cther measures for the care, comfort, 
and welfare of the sick have required much thought, 
study, and perseverance. In preparing the plans the 
bureau is indebted to many of the medical officers of the 
service who have contributed to their opinions and ideas 
to the end that an efficient and useful adjunct to the 
fleet might be created. A representative of the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery has been in touch with the 
plans from the beginning, and it is hoped will be able to 
follow the ship through her construction to ultimate 
completion.” 


- SANITARY CONDITIONS AND PERSONNEL. 


Under the heading of Sanitary Conditions and Meas- 
ures Ashore the report covers conditions at the Naval 
Academy, the Naval Dispensary, the Naval hospitals, 
stations, training stations and navy yards. At Anna- 
polis there were 94 admissions and readmissions due to 
football, with a loss of 147 days, as compared with 42 
admissions and 100 days in 1914. It is pointed out that 
the removal of the. Naval Academy dairy to the farm 
at Gambrill’s Station has been a great improvement, and 
that the best results from the -use- of milk are seen 
during the summer when the new fourth class men have 
all the milk they can drink, the average gain of the 
new men being seven pounds per man from the entrance 
in June or July to the first of October. Our more in- 
Haiti has caused 
the Medical Department of the Navy an unusual amount 
of work in that island, and the officials have worked in 
co-operation with the local officers to improve the Hai- 
tian health laws, while plans have been made for a 
gradual rebuilding and equipment of the Haitian gen- 
eral hospital and medical school that will take five 
years to complete at a cost of about $100,000. .The total 
number of applicants for enlistment in the Navy and 
Marine Corps was 106,392, and the rejections 74,280, 

As a result of the salving of the F-4, some novel dis- 

coveries were made as to the condition of the bodies 
of the drowned crew, which has resulted in these ob- 
servations and suggestions being made in the report: 
“The resistance of teeth to ravages of decay gave val- 
uable evidence in establishing identity by crowns, fill- 
ings, etc., and eniphasizes the need of a careful entry 
of all such upon the health records. It was also noted 
that shoes survived most markedly and that the feet 
covered by the shoes were in an almost perfect state of 
preservation ; the nails were in all cases intact, hair still 
adherent, the skin intact and natural in color. * 
It has been suggested that metal tags, light in weight— 
aluminum, for instance—be attached to officers and men, 
especially those doing submarine work, and worn about 
the neck. Experience in this accident teaches that if 
worn about the neck they would have been useless, as 
all the skulls were separated from the bodies; but that 
if worn about the ankle they would have remained. 
It would be well to insist on a regulation requiring that 
the heels of all shoes be marked with the initials of 
the owner cut into the leather.” 

On the subject of personnel, the report says: “Under 
the provisions of the act of Aug. 29, the Medical Corps 
will, with the present strength of the personnel, consist 
of a corps of over medical officers, there being 6.5 
medical officers allowed for each 1, officers and en- 
listed men of the Navy and Marine Corps. For some 
time past the shortage of medical officers has been seri- 
ously felt, ships, stations, and hospitals being run on 
reduced complements, and the increase provided repre- 
sents the most urgent need of this corps. These of- 
ficers will be distributed one-half of 1 per cent in the 
grade of medical director with the rank of rear ad- 
miral; 4 per cent in thé grade of medical director with 
the rank of captain; 8 per cent in the grade of medical 
inspector with the rank of commander; the remaining 
8744 per cent being distributed in the lower grades. In 
the lower grades medical officers will be promoted with 
officers of the line with whom and next after whom they 
take precedence. The act provides for the first time 
medical officers with the rank of rear admiral, in ad- 
dition to the Surgeon General. The report also ex- 
presses the belief that the new provision for promotions 
and the establishment of the “much needed ratings” of 
petty officers and seaman, first class, will increase the 
numbers and quality of the men in the Hospital Corps.

THE DOCTORS FAVOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 


The American Medico-Psychological Association at 
its convention held in New Orleans, La., April 4-7, 
1916, adopted the following resolutions: 


Whereas, in the prevention of mental and nervous dis- 
eases the development in early life of a higher degree of men- 
tal and physical resistance is most important, and 

Whereas, military training promotes in the individual 
strength of muscular and bony tissues, improves organic func: 
tions, quickens perception, furnishes discipline in self-control, 
inculeates obedience and creates respect for authority; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, that the American Medico-Psychological Associa- 
tion strongly recommends universal military training and 
urges legislation to this end. 


These resolutions were promptly introduced into the 
literature of the National Association for Universal Mili- 
tary Training, and have received high praise from Sena- 
tor Chamberlain. The Association for Military Training 
reports that the movement for universal military train- 
ing has made gains by leaps and bounds during the past 
year. At the first National Defense Congress in Wash- 
ington, D. C., October, 1915, it was discussed in aD 
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academic way, and six weeks later was mentioned at the 
Congress in Chiergo. There were other for the moment 
more weighty and pressing considerations to absorb 
the attention of the delegates. By January, 1916, how- 
ever, sentiment was so crystallized in this direction 
that it was a frequent theme under discussion, and 
its importance was conceded with scarcely a dissenting 
voice.

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NAVAL COMMUNICATIONS REPORT. 


Owing to the change in the title, both of the U.S. 
Naval Radio Service, and the office of Superintendent 
since June 30, the annual report of that 
service for the ‘fiscal year 1916 appears for the first time 
as coming from the Director of Naval Communica- 
tions, Comdr. D. W. Todd, U.S.N,, having filled that 
position since June last, when he relieved Capt. W. H. 
G. Bullard, U.S.N. Captain Bullard was the Superin- 
tendent of Radio Service, however, during the period 
covered by this report, i. e., the fiscal year 1916. The 
work of the office is carried on under two general divis- 


ions, Government work and commercial work. The 
Government work is under the direct supervision of 
Lieut. Reed M. Fawell on the Atlantic coast, who is 
also the Assistant Superintendent of the Service, and 
of Lieut. Comdr. B. H. Dodd on the Pacific coast, who 
is also the representative on that coast of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering for all radio installations. The 
commercial work is under the supervision of Mr. Charles 
J. Pannill, expert radio aid. The changes in the name of 
the Service and its chief officer were made by a board 
ordered by the Secretary of the Navy May 1, 1916. 
This board recommended the changes noted above, and 
that the office of the Director of Naval Communica- 
tions be established in the Navy Department as soon 
as space could be made available. It is recommended 
in the report that civilians be employed in the com- 
mercial work of the Service to free the enlisted men 
for sea duty. The need of more radiomen for the Naval 
Service continues to be a handicap, but steps have 
been taken to provide for all contingencies. ‘The re- 
port suggests that it would be advisable for the Govern- 
ment to purchase all commercial shore stations en- 
gaged in “ship to shore’ work, as it is essential | to 
avoid interference and centralize control of traffic” since 
in time of war all such stations would be operated by 
the Government. If they were now under this control 
there would be no cessation in efficiency at the outbreak 
of war. A new “radio act” is being prepared which, it 
is hoped, will embody the above. 

The report gives brief summaries of the work done 
at the several stations, and prints a table showing that 
97,084 commercial messages were handled by the forty- 
eight radio stations of the service, and 628,997 official 
messages, making a grand total of 726,081 messages. The 
Washington, D. C., station handled the largest number, 
67,748, these being all official, San Diego, Cal., coming 
next with a total of 53,552. The smallest number, 401, 
was handled by the Pearl Harbor station. The revenue 
account shows a balance of $37,510.76, which represents 
the earnings of the service for the commercial work 
handled

HYDROGRAPHIC OFFICE. 


Capt. Thomas Snowden, U.S.N,, Hydrographer, in 
his annual report, dated Sept. 27, for the year ending 
June 30, 1916, states that the effort has been continued 
to make this country independent of foreign sources 
for hydrographic material, covering the entire world by 
its charts and sailing directions. By exchange with 
foreign sources it obtains much information of great 
value. In view of the success of the ice patrol in giving 
warning to vessels, no effort has seemed netessary to try 
to change the authorized trans-Atlantic lanes. There 
was appropriated for the year $216,077.70, and expended 
$212,308.06. Additional office space is required; an in- 
crease in the personnel, and increase in pay of some of 
the lower grades. Surveys by special Navy vessels have 
been under way with valuable results. Twenty Naval 
vessels not engaged in hydrographic surveying have fur- 
nished valuable information, Nine new charts were en- 
graved during the year and 188 photozincographed, be- 
sides 79 old charts heretofore printed from stone or 
zine. Navigational charts printed during the year num- 
bered 172,104; pilot charts, 217,147. a : 

The preparation of numerous volumes of sailing di- 
rections has engaged the attention exclusively of two 
nautical experts. Each day 344 reports of data affect- 
ing safe navigation were. distributed. The following 
table shows the mailing list, the number of addresses 
to which the publications are sent, and the editions:

A new shipbuilding plant, owned in part by New 
York capital, is to be located at Tacoma, Wash., where 
100 acres have been purchased as a site, says Shipping 
Illustrated. The new company is to be known as the 
Todd Shipbuilding and Drydock Company, with Wil- 
liam H. Todd as President, The plant will construct 
ships of all kinds, and be in a position to commence 
operations in about four months. Mr. Todd is president 
of the Todd Shipyards Corporation, of New York. It 
is reported that $1,000,000 has already been subscribed 
as a working basis for the company. Of this amount 
$500,000 was subscribed by bankers and business men 
of Tacoma, The remainder was contributed by the 
Todd. Shipyards Corporation, of New York, which owns 
the Seattle Construction and Dry Dock Company, the 





Robins Dry Dock Company of Brooklyn, and the Tiet- 
jen and Lang Dry Dock Company, of Hoboken. It was 
incorporated June: 14, 1916. It is said that the largest 
floating dry dock on the Pacific coast, now building at 
Eagle Harbor, will become part of the Taeoma plant. 
Ways are to be built permitting the simultaneous con- 
struction of seven steel steamships within a year. 





REPORT OF CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


Brigadier-General William Crozier, U.S.A., Chief of 
Ordnance of the Army, presents a very interesting report 
of the operations of his department during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1916. It appears that while his depart- 
ment has not suffered from abnormal losses of officers 
during the year, it is still embarrassed by previous 
losses. Assistance is obtained from men-trained in 
the manufacture of war material for European na- 
tions, but there is a lack of trained ability in the mat- 
ter of désign. It has been necessary to detail officers 
to the half a dozen depots required to supply the troops 
on the Mexican border. The enlisted force of the Ord- 
nance Department has been increased to provide as- 
sistance for regimental and post ordnance officers whose 
work has increased. 

The appropriations and allotments for the year were 
25,508,348.03, an increase from $19,125,343.53 of last 
year. Cash rewards to the amount of $1,545.44 have 
been paid to twenty-four employees submitting valuable 
suggestions. Of the 6,242 employees, 1,765 have been 
paid a total of $27,966.36 for injuries received, the 
average payment being $142.68. While the law for- 
bids a premium payment to workmen for output it 
does not prohibit the practice of piece work, which 
has prevailed to a large extent in the Ordnance Depart- 
ment for years, and is still pursued. The possibility 
of increasing the amount of piece work is under study, 
and in the meantime the premiums have ceased, to the 
expressed dissatisfaction of a number of employees. 

Reports received indicate that the automatic pistol 
is proving satisfactory in service, Since the provisions 
of the act of April 27, 1914, have been put into effect, 
6,342 rifles and 6,279,736 rounds of ammunition have 
been issued’ to 859 rifle clubs; 71 schools have drawn 
6,671 rifles, 2,508 carbines, and 843,610 rounds of am- 
munition therefor. The rifles are of the model of 1898; 
the carbines of the model of 1899 (both Krag-Jérgen- 
sens). It is expected that during the ensuing fiscal year 
a limited amount of Infantry eqripment, model of 1910, 
will be issued to the National .tuard. 

Radical changes are to be made in the saddle, and 
probably in the manner in which troopers carry their 
rifles. Owing to the limited funds saddles of the new 
model would be issued only for the replacement of such 
polo saddles that have become unserviceable. Issue of 
the range finders, 80-centimeter base, to all Infantry 
and Cavalry organizations of the Regular Army has 
now been completed; limited to four per regiment. The 
manufacture of a satisfactory design of small arms 
ammunition pack has been undertaken. The new de- 
sign of Cavalry fencing equipment has been adopted, and 
a new fencing outfit for the Infantry. Owing to the 
increased importance. of machine-gun fire, it has been 
considered necessary to discontinue the use of reloaded 
cases. Tests are still being made to determine the 
proper setting for the battle sight. Experiments are 
under way to determine the most suitable type of steel 
helmet, plastron and shield, such as are used in the 
European war. An aiming device similar to that in use 
in the French Army is to be used in lieu of the present 
design. . Sergeants are to be provided with a pouch to 
carry adhesive tape, foot powder, “housewife,” ete. 

It is being reported that the European belligerents 
are using armor-piercing bullets for penetration of vari- 
ous types of steel armor found in trenches. A satis- 
factory bullet of this type has been developed in this 
country. A limited number of gallery practice pistols, 
caliber .22, of the same weight and balance as the Service 
pistol, are being manufactured and are recommended 
for adoption after service test. Satisfactory designs 
have been perfected for rifle, hand and illuminating 
grenades, but no provision has been made for training 
men in their use, or for reserve supply. 

General Crozier says: “The European war has 
brought into sharp prominence the necessity, in a war 
of magnitude, for employing all the manufacturing re- 
sources of the Nation, both public and private, in the 
production of fighting material for the use of the 
armies .in the field; and it has also demonstrated that 
the failure to make preparation in advance for the use 
of private industry in the aid of Government factories 
gives rise to dangerous delay. In the military legis- 
lation of the session of Congress just past the neces- 
sity for this advance preparation has been realized and 
partially provided for.” This is all right so far ag it 
goes, it is added, but more is needed, and the inten- 
tions of Congress in this respect are offset by restric- 
tions upon the employment of appropriations in general 
for such patronage of private manufacturers as would 
of itself operate to prepare them for the Government’s 
use, or to keep in existence plants which have already 
fitted themselves for the manufacture of war material, 

The guns and mortars at the sea-coast fortifications 
have been maintained in a satisfactory state of efficiency. 
Owing to the increased demand for powder the Depart- 
ment can manufacture only 40 per cent of the amount 
of caliber .80 powder and cannon powder required. The 
dissatisfaction shown with the Benét-Mercier gun is 
ascribed to the lack of preper instruction in the use 
of this class of weapon, and prompted a demand for 
a machine gun of simpler construction, under the radi- 
cal assumption that a gun could be found that would 
require no great amount of special instruction for its 
use. In 1915 the Vickers gun was adopted as. the 
approved type, but no delivery of these guns has yet 
been had, owing to the interference of the European 
war, both with deliveries from abroad and with prepara- 
tion for the manufacture of this British gun in this 
country. An abundant capacity for the manufacture 
of Vickers guns will be available in this country within 
a few months. The report adds: “Tf it had, at any 
time up to the present, been decided to undertake the 
manufacture of additional guns, without waiting for 
the Vickers, they would have had to be Benét-Mercier 
and not Lewis guns, unless the most careful conclusions 
it had been practicable to obtain had been disregarded ; 
since it must be borne in mind that the considerable 
use of the Lewis gun by the British Army has given 
no comparative information as between it and the 
Benét-Mercier, which is used by the French, Russian, 
and Japanese armies.” There has not been sufficient 
time since the delivery of the 315 guns of the Lewis 
type purchased to report on their service performance. 

“Mechanics specially trained for the work have been 
sent to the Southern Department from the Springfield 
Armory to assist in the instruction of troops in the me- 
chanical manipulation of the Benét-Mercier and the 


Maxim guns, and as to the Lewis guns the policy was 
adopted of not issuing them to organizations until the 
personnel had been given training in their use. Schools 
were immediately started at San Antonio Arsenal, at 
Harlingen, at El Paso, and at such other places as were 
practicable, and employees of the Savage Arms Com- 
pany, from which the Lewis guns had been purchased, 
were employed by the Ordnance Department in connec- 
tion with the work. The results obtained, even in the 
limited time which has elapsed, are an encouragement 
to further effort, and the Lewis guns are en’ering the 
service with the advantage which their predecessors 
ought to have had but did not get. 
_ The tests of the three-inch gun and split-trail car- 
Triage, with approximately forty-five degrees traverse of 
the gun on the carriage, fifty degrees elevation variable 
recoil, ete., have been carried to a point where manu- 
facture. in quantity has been undertaken, The limber 
and caisson of this gun have now been tested over all 
classes of roads, including cobblestone, at speeds up to 
twelve miles per hour, for a distance of 3,000 miles, 
with practically no damage. Orders have been given 
to subject them to such violent treatment as to cause 
breakages, in order that the weakest points may be de- 
termined. The caisson is provided with springs be- 
tween the chest and the axle to. relieve the road shocks.” 
It has been decided to omit the 7.6-in. howitzer from 
the field-artillery scheme and make the 9.5-inch howit- 
zer, firing a 480-pound projectile, the next in size after 
the six-inch. As the 7.6-inch howitzer is of a power 
equal to the usual foreign equipment of from 8 to 8.5 
inches caliber, it will in case of need be very useful, 
and the pilot is being tested with a view to removing 
any difficulties encountered, and being prepared to manu- 
facture this type in quantity at any time. 


ORDNANCE WORK OF THE YEAR. 


Owing to increased appropriations there will be cor- 
respondingly more satisfactory progress in ordnance 
work. The approved Field Artillery project involves 
an Increase in the number of guns per thousand of 
Infantry and Cavalry of about 60 per cent. The in- 
crease in the allowance of ammunition per gun is ap- 
proximately 40 per cent, and the increase in the force 
for which equipment is to be procured is about 100 per 
cent, all as compared with the Greble Board report. 
The quantities of field artillery, and ammunition there- 
for, used in the present European war are so enormous 
that if there be any criticism of the approved project 
referred to it will be against its conservatism. 

The design and production of the 16-inch disappearing 
carriage, allowing for an elevation of 20 degrees, which 
is the first of its kind ever made, and which success- 
fully controls the forces resulting from a muzzle energy 
of 188,894,720 foot-pounds, constituted a very consid- 
erable engineering success. 

Owing to the increased cost of material and labor 
additional funds will be required to complete the work 
Congress has planned for. ‘This work has proceeded 
satisfactorily during the year, and service guns, mor- 
tars, and carriages have been maintained in a good state 
of efficiency. There has been encountered a rather seri- 
ous difficulty with the 14-inch disappearing carriage in 
that several elevating screws have been broken, The 
pilot carriage at the Sandy Hook Proving Ground was 
fired 189 rounds before this defect appeared, but sev- 
eral carriages emplaced in the fortifications of the Canal 
Zone had the screws broken on the first proof firing. 
This matter is under investigation and it is known that 
the difficulty can be cured. It is proposed to increase 
the elevation of these carriages to 20 degrees to correct 
the difficulty referred to. Considerable time will bé 
required fur this. 

A mof fication of sea-coast material of the old types 
has pregressed as far as funds will permit. The tests 
of the 12-inch disappearing carriage in which the maxi- 
mum elevation permitted has been increased to 15 de- 
grees have been satisfactorily completed, and the neces- 
sary parts for making this alteration to carriages in 
service are in process of manufacture. 

Two armored automobiles with revolving turrets 
mounting machine guns, weighing 8,500 pounds, are pre- 
ferred to the cars weighing in the neighborhood of 11,- 
500 pounds. Experiments are now under way with a 
still lighter type which should weigh not more than 
6,500 pounds, which, of course, will require that the 
crew shall be reduced, the size of the armored space re- 
duced, and the amount of ammunition carried lessened. 
This type, however, gives great mobility and will, it 
is believed, in spite of the cramped quarters, prove to 
serve a very useful purpose. With the appropriation of 
500,000 it is expected to make considerable progress 
during the year towards procurement of a supply of 
armored automobiles and shielded motorcycle outfits. 

There have been conducted at Fort Sill and at the 
Rock Island Arsenal tests of tractors and trucks for 
use in connection with heavy field artillery, in replace- 
ment of horses. The promise of success with the cater- 
pillar type of 45-horsepower tractor, hauling approxi- 
mately 16,000 pounds, made up of a 4.7-inch gun or 
6-inch howitzer, with a loaded ammunition limber and 
caisson, has been such that one battery of heavy artil- 
lery has already been equipped for experimental trial 
of this class of traction. The battery is also being 
furnished trucks for transporting one-half of the am- 
munition and for replacement of the battery and store 
wagons. In addition, the men who have heretofore been 
mounted on horses are to be transported on motor vehi- 
cles or motorcycles. The experiment was not extended 
to a greater number of organizations because of lack 
of funds at the time. 

The reports of Coast Artillery target practice indicate 
general satisfactory behavior of the ordnance material 
used. It is expected to obtain valuable data from the 
recording and analyzing of the results obtained from 
each lot of powder. All reports so far received indicate 
a marked improvement in the uniformity of pressures 
and velocities wherever single-section charges were used. 
High magazine temperatures in certain outlying posses- 
sions, partieularly in the Canal Zone, have led to a 
study being made of these conditions with a view to 
possible correction of established charges for the pre- 
vailing temperatures. Recent target practice indicates 
that the Field Artillery cannon, carriages and ammuni- 
tion are giving geueral satisfaction, The target prac- 
tice reports received are consolidated and classified to 
form a permanent and valuable record of the behavior 


.of the matériel. The inereased ammunition allowance 


will assist in the instruction of the personnel of the 
Field Artillery batteries, and -the student officers at the 
School of Fire. A sub-caliber gun using a projectile 
weighing 1.7 pounds-has been adopted for guns and 
howitzers of 3.8-in. caliber or larger. 

The amount of proof work completed during the year 
was greater than that of preceding years. About Aug.

Improvement in shop administration has resulted in 
a reduction in labor cost amounting since its adoption 
to approximately $1,865,966.89. . Furthermore, the sav- 
ings made by the utilization of surplus stock and scrap 
have aggregated during the past:four years, and since 
the opener of the stock fund, the sum of $1,-

Samples of two types of motorcycles with side car 
and machine-gun mount have been issued «for test. 
The necessary dies, etc., for. the manufacture of the 
bolo bayonet, model of 1915, have been completed and 
8,200 have been finished. A course of instruction has 
been inaugurated for the training of fourteen employees 
for detail as instructors or demonstrators of machine 
guns. Experiments have been conducted during the 
year which indicate that steel may be substituted for 
eupronickel in the manufacture of bullet jackets. In 
spite of a saving of $205,611.34 in the manufacture 
of small arms ammunition, due to improved shop man- 
agement, the total cost was $22.32 per thousand, as 
compared with $22.15 for the preceding year, due to 
the great increase in the cost of material. High ex- 
plosive shrapnel have not yet been manufactured satis- 
factorily in quantity, there being premature bursts of 
shrapnel head in flight.

REPORT OF MILITIA BUREAU. 


Col. G. W. McIver, Inf., U.S.A., as Acting Chief of 
the Militia Bureau, War Department,.in his report rela- 
tive to the Organized Militia and the National Guard of 
the United States for the period from July. 1, 1915, to 
Oct. 1, 1916, shows that while considerable progress has 
been made in some essentials, there is a vast amount of 
work to be perfected before the National Guard can rank 
as anything like a dependable force for war. Informa- 
tion as to the mobilization of the National Guard and its 
muster into the Federal service is little touched upon. 
A subsequent report is to give facts concerning these 
matters. We make the following extracts. from the re- 
port, which is one of 270. pages: 

All states except two have adopted the physical stand- 
ards prescribed for the Regular Army, and the majority 
of the states claim a rigid enforcement; but reports of 
inspectors indicate that great laxity has existed in the 
majority of the states in this respect. This has been 
confirmed by the recent mobilization. As the require- 
ments of the Regular Service make it necessary that the 
physical condition of each and every man enlisted or. re- 
enlisted be passed upon by a medical officer, it would 
appear that the Medical Corps of the National Guard 
was responsible for the personnel found physically dis- 
qualified. This is no doubt true to a certain extent. It 
is not deemed advisable to expend money on the training 
and instruction of men who when needed for active service 
are found to be physically disqualified. Every man in 
the National Guard should be physically qualified for 
any duty devolving upon him. This can best be accom- 
plished by instituting a thorough physical re-examination 
of each person as soon as practicable after enlistment 
and re-enlistment in the National Guard by a medical 
Officer of the Regular Service; also this should be done 
annually for the commissioned personnel. | 

The work of the officers and non-commissioned officers 
of the Army detailed as instructors with the National 
Guard is highly praised, and the advantages of such 
details set forth. In some cases the health of Army in- 
structors has been endangered by overexertion. Colonel 
McIver points out that the success of National Guard 
training depends so largely upon an adequate and efficient 
corps.of instructors that without them little can be ac- 
complished. He hopes the increased demands for these 
instructors can be met, and says: “If, after all that has 
been provided by law in the way of facilities and induce- 
ments, there is inability to attain a reasonable degree of 
efficiency, the failure must be attributed to defects in- 
herent in the Militia system which are beyond correc- 
tion by legislative action.” 

STRENGTH OF ORGANIZATIONS. 


With a few exceptions the average enlisted strength at 
which organizations have been maintained during the past 
year is too low for effective miltary training, and. as.a 
result the number of commissioned officers is entirely. too 
large for the strength of enlisted men. The present mini- 
mum strength fixed by the War Department is too low 
for effective organizations and will eventually be: raised 
to the peace strength of similar organizations in the 
Regular Army, representing an increase of approximately 
thirty-five per cent. in Infantry and Coast Artillery or- 
ganizations, but only about five per cent. in the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery. The advantages of large organiza- 
tions as effective military units are manifest and beyond 
argument. The several provisional units, such as ma- 
chine-gun, headquarters, and supply companies, are now 
permanent organizations in a regiment, and the obvious 
disadvantages of the detailed system has been done away 
with. Full conformity to the organization will be re- 
eng of all National Guard regiments prior to July 1, 

917. There has been no great increase in auxiliary 
troops except in New York and Pennsylvania, and the 
deficiency not only in Artillery, Cavalry and Engineers, 
but in the supply train personnel is marked, and is the 
greatést obstacle to the proper tactical organization of 
the National Guard of the country. 

The effect of pay for armory service in view of the in- 
creased requirements is yet to be determined and its full 
effect cannot be judged until the National Guard-in the 

_ service of the United States has been mustered out and 

‘ has restimed its normal peace training. The plan of 
organizing the mobile and auxiliary troops of the National 
Guard into twelve tactical divisidns ‘will be modified both 
as te organizétions specified and’ as to geographical dis- 
tribution in order to adapt it to the new act, ~ ~ 

On July 31, 1916, reports show that 110,957 National 
Guardsmen were on the border and 40,139 in state mobil- 
ization camps, an aggregate of 151, The aggregate 
strength was short ‘the authorized minimum peace 
strength 4,083, and short; war strength, 97,350. Forty- 
four officers of the’ Regular ‘Army were‘ commissionéd in 
the Natiorial Guard in the Service of the United States, 
3 as brigadier generals, 10°as colonels, 27 as lieutenant 

~ éolonels, and 4 as majors, Non-commissioned officers of 
the: Regular’ Army — weré “commissioned ‘in the ‘National 
Guard’ in’ the service of the Unitéd States as follows: 
Thirty-four in Infantry, 9 in Cavalry, 8 in Field: Artil- 
lery. and ‘one in’ Signal Corps. Two major generals and 
24 brigadier generals of the National Guard, in addition 
to the three brigadier generals commissioned in the Na- 
tional Guard. from. the: Regular. Army,: were. .mustered

In. trained -per- 
sonnel, there, was:a grd&ter,lack than -in machine .guns 
and equipment. ‘ On.a divisional basis there is an excess 
of Infantry units equivalent to 17 regiments and a.de- 
ficiency in other elements as follows: Fifty-two troops 
of Cavalry, 58 batteries of Field Artillery, 49 companies 
of machine guns, 8% battalions of Engineers, 26 field 
hospitals, 17 ambulance companies, 12 medical supply 
detachments, and 17 sanitary detachments. There is a 
deficiency in Coast Artillery of 261 officers and 9,239 en- 
listed men based on Table 3, O.C.S., C.A.D., Sept. 17, 
1915. There is a deficiency in the total numerical strength 
of the National Guard of 18,195 enlisted men below the 
minimum authorized peace strength. There was a de- 
ficiency of 87 wagons with harness to equip the field and 
combat. trains for the. existing. units called into the ser- 
vice of the United States. Available funds were used dur- 
ing the year to decrease the deficiency shown last year. 


SMALL ARMS PRACTICE; AVIATION. 

Although results of firing for the year 1915 show a 
slight improvement over the preceding year, the percent- 
age of men qualifying with the rifle is still very unsatis- 
factory and is far from justifying the amount of the ex- 
penditures made for the promotion of rifle practice. Of 
108,561 men armed. with the rifle only 41,701 qualified as 
second Class marksmen or better, and the percentage 
qualifying was only 38.4. In this connection it may be 
remarked that the practice which exists in one state of 
firing the entire course of rifle practice in one day cannot 
fail to be detrimental to any real progress in rifle prac- 
tice. The cost of target practice for the calendar year of 
1915 was $312,981.41. : 

Colonel McIver states that the National Matches ‘are 
unco-ordinated with the general scheme of the target 
practice of the National Guard, and says that until they 
are brought into relation with the general system of tar- 
get practice, they will serve no purpose commensurate 
with. the expenditure involved. ‘ F 

In referring to aviation in the National Guard Colonel 
McIver says, in part: “While Congress has appropriated 

400,000 for the purchase of equipment to be issued to 
such aero units as the War Department may recognize, 
the great cost of the equipment will make it necessary to 
impose conditions in respect of. care and maintenance of 
matériel, which the state will find it difficult to meet. A 
final determination of the question must rest upon actual 
trial; but, so far, reason and experience both indicate an 
incompatibility between the aviation service of the Army 
and the National Guard service, which is beyond rec- 
onciliation, and which is entirely, inconsistent with the 
idea that efficient National Guard aero units may be 
organized and maintained in time of peace.” 

ENGINEERS ; CAVALRY; ARTILLERY ; INFANTRY. 

The total number of companies of Engineers has in- 
creased from 19 in 1915 to 29 in September, 1916. The 
effectiveness of the paper strength was shown by the 
mobilization, where an average strength of those com- 
panies actually accepted in the United States service (in 
cases of those troops on the border, all but three com- 
panies, the strength is that actually present in cam 
July 31, 1916), was approximately 100. Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Michigan had approximately the peace strength 
of 109 enlisted men; New York slightly less; Llinois, 
Iowa, and Company B, Colorado, an average of about 80. 
The greatest difficulty was experienced in Company A, 
Engineers, of Colorado, composed almost exclusively of 
students from the Colorado School of Mines, which was 
not mustered in until Aug. 5, 1916. This fact is a strik- 
ing argument against maintaining as part of the first 
line (National Guard) organizations composed of stu- 
dents. Company B, Engineers, National Guard of Penn- 
sylvania, did not lose a single man upon physical ex- 
amination. 

Colonel McIver says that the field instruction of Cav- 
alry during the summer of 1916 has been incident to the 
muster into Federal service of practically every Cavalry 
unit of the National Guard and. should result in great 
benefit and the most marked progress in real training of 
officers and enlisted men. In each instance Cavalry units 
ordered to the border service have been promptly equipped 
with their full allowance of animals and transportation, 
have been provided with competent instructors from the 
Regular Army, and in many instances have entered upon 
actual field duties by forming part 6f the border patrol. 

The standard of armory instruction is not uniform, and 
lacks thoroughness. ‘There has been an addition of 21 
troops and 2. machine-gun troops, and the disbanding. of 
5 troops, making the equivalent of 9 5-12 regiments of 
Cavalry in existence on June 30, while the organization 
of 3 regiments has been completed by headquarters, ma- 
chine-gun, and supply troops. There has been a*tendency 
toward the completion of battle units, such as squad- 
rons,.and a consequent reduction in the number of sep- 
arate troops. 


There has been unprecedented activity in the organiza- - 


tion and training of the Field Artillery, and 36 new bat- 
teries have been organized. There is a total of 108 bat- 
teries organized and a shortage of 108 batteries to com- 
plete the 12 tactical divisions. Unless Regular troops 
can be spared to conduct camps, with horses and instruc- 
tors, and unless adequate appropriations are made avail- 
able in time to arrange for attendance of the National 
Guard batteries at the camps, it will be useless to attempt 
field training for Field Artillery. During the instruc- 
tion year 1915-16 a qualtfieation of 510 expert first-class 
gunners, 681 first-class gunners, and 369 second-class 

unners is shown, making a total of 1,560 in the entire 

ield Artillery. The instruction of officers has not pro- 
gressed as satisfactorily as that of the enlisted mén, and 
the number who qualified for certificates of proficiency 
has been disappointing. 

In some cases it appeared that the horses issued: to 
organizations were not being used for the training of the 
members in mounted duties and exercises, but that they 
were largely devoted to riding on the road for pleasure 
or to exercises of little military value. ‘Such units were 
informed that a failure to comply with the purposes for 
which the horses were issued would result in the’ with- 
drawal of the animals and of the supplies and allowances 
authorized for their maintenance. There is a general 
deficiency in revolver and sub-caliber ‘practice. : 

There has been a géneral improvement in ‘efficiency in 
the Coast’ Artillery of most of the states, but the prog- 
ress has been‘too slow. The small and irregular attend- 
ance at armory drills, the limited time allowéd for sum- 
mer exercises in the fortifications, and the constantly 
changing personnel in both officers and men continue to 
be serious obstacles to development, There are now 147 
companies and the total strength, including’ those com-

More attention should be given in armory instruc- 
tion to physical training. The’ prescribed minimum en- 
listed strength for the Infantry company is to be 65 until 
June 30, 1917, after which the minimum should be raised 
as rapidly as is possible until a strength of 100 is reached. 
Many. companies were below 65° at the last annual in- 
Spection, and these were again warned that such de- 
ficiency would , not be -further tolerated, for the reason 
that an organization without a proper strength is of 
little Federal value and does not afford the ‘necessary 
instrumentality for, the proper training of the commis- 
sioned officers. Deficiencies'in almost all cases weré due 
to the lack of trained offigers, which meant the corre- 
sponding lack of training’ and a consequent ‘lack 6f in- 
terest on the part of enlisted men. 


SANITARY TROOPS ; MACHINE.GUNS; STUDENTS, 


In the majority of the states the condition of the sani- 
tary troops in respect to organization, training, and equip- 
ment shows improvement over last year, although it is 
far from having reached the desired standard if immedi- 
ate use of these organizations for campaign is considered. 
In many states but a short period of preparation would 
be needed to make the sanitary troops ready ‘for field 
service. In others, however, much time and labor’ would 
be required. Capable non-commissioned officers are needed 
and also much modern equipment. 

Machine gun units have increased from 35 to 55. Of 
these 42 have the Benét-Mercier gun, 10 the Maxim, and 
4 the Lewis. There were not enough of standard type 
guns for issue. = 

While praising the marked aptitude and interest of 
college students in field training as: National Guardsmen, 
Colonel McIver points out that’ the routine of college 
life is incompatible with the general purposes of the Na- 
tional Guard, and students ordered on active duty for 
any appreciable time from their classes must suffer the 
loss of a year’s progress in their education. They be- 
come widely separated during vacation periods, and the 
National Guard organizations of which they constitute 
the membership virtually cease: to exist. The National 
Guard units of colleges. have now. been replaced by sec- 
tions of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and their 
services will be useful in a much’ greater degree. 
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WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH OUR ARMY? 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Some years ago after traveling along the outskirts of 
several Huropean armies, and thereby becoming more 
thoroughly satisfied with our own Army, I was shocked 
to hear in public in Paris an American resident of 
almost international reputation say, “Considering its 
size, the U.S. Navy is far ahead of the world, but accord- 
ing to its own officers our Army is woefully behind.” 
Since then I have preached loyalty as the most important 
quality of a soldier. I.am sorry to say that our spirit 
of loyalty is not up-to my standard. 

From what I have picked up while serving with. the 
National Guard I have come to the conclusion that our 
system is wrong, in that we set a standard and criticize 
everything below our ideal—an ideal that under existing 
conditions is scarcely possible of attainment. As com- 
pany commanders our guiding principle is to correct 
faults, and not to commend earnest endeavors. To force 
instead of offering rewards: Our men feel that no 
matter how well they may do, “the,‘old man’ will find 
some fault, for his ideal is beyond _ possibilities.” They 
lose interest because they “never arrive.” 

As an organization commander I was commended by 
General Duncan about as follows: “Farmer, I don’t dare 
to tell. you how. well your organization did; you might 
feel perfectly satisfied.” .This is the greatest compliment 
I have ever heard paid an organization commander to 
his face, yet notice that much as he recognized the work 
done under the difficulties of border service I felt that 
no organization could reach his ideal. I did not expect 
him to say anything. I was trained not to expect it. 

Our inspectors come to us as enemies.. It is their 
game to find fault. Never have I heard an inspector say 
to an-organization of:any size: “You are in good shape,” 
or “You.do. that well.”. I-.hayve..served,in .some. good 
organizations, too, .His remark, is: “I-find. this, lacking.” 
The one: time an inspector passed me by without mention 
my commanding officer, the most kindly intentioned’ man 
in the world, God: rest: his soul, said: ‘Farmer, you 
and -the -inspector must be old friends... I notice you 
prepared things to .meet all his, hobbies.” My organiza- 
tion could not reach this ¢olonel’s ideals—or mine! Due 
to the opportune arrival of the department. commander, 
a complete new issue of leather. and saddle cloths, and 
the hot, cloudy spring producing a wonderfully. gloss. 
coat on my black mounts, I took as_pretty and well 
drilled body of. fifty cavalrymen as any American has 
ever seen to meet and escort the general to the post. 
Neither the general, the colonel nor any officer or man 
in the regiment remarked to me upon the really most 
unusual sight. I did not expect it, and now that I 
recalled. the fact, just before I dismissed the troop I 
remarked to such and such a man, “You better shorten 
your stirrup leather.” - I know the general and _ the 
colonel were pleased;.I could see it in their faces, but 
they said nothing. Now, I believe we. all did wrong. 
How easy-it -would. have »been to reward thé chance—if 
you please—appearance of the troop, and for me to 
have waited until the next day to correct the stirrup! 

This idea was. forcibly brought. to my mind when a 
colonel did’a particularly pretty. piece of work. ‘There 
was one most negligible little incident.- Some individuals 
of the command were human and not divine. Did the 
general-grasp the beauty. of the whole work,.and commend 
it? He did not. He selected this one little occurrence. 
The one sore was, scraped to. the. bone,.and because he 
thought he. had been too severe and ‘nature, would not 
heal the wound he offered as -salve, “Everything. else 
_ was .all right.” - aang cee ey 

Will we get farther by working toward‘ an ideal that 
we neyer reach and discouraging each worker. by ‘showing 
him how he may. néver hope ‘to,;reach_ his. goal,- or. will 
we go farther .by recognizing good work done, and with 
encouragement that ‘he: has:.gone thus. far successfully 
start him’ on with a will. to do better? . In. working 
with the National Guard will. we get them farther by

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Let us drop the methods of slavery and get into line. 
Be commercial, if ‘you “please—everyone else is. In 
Oran’ a company in barracks ignored the - entrance 
of. their adjutant and myself, and a corporal, without 
removing his ‘cigarette or rising, informed: the adjutant 
that- they had passed their inspection beautifully and 
their.time was their own. It was their reward, and I 
notited that practically every man present was cleaning 
immaculate equipment. In the stables men were cleaning 
horses apparently for fun—the horses did not need it. 

I am just commencing to grasp the situation: Those 
men were so well pleased with their success they were 
going on—where—no one knows what ideal may be 
developed if men are started developing ideals. From 
reports I have seen of this regiment their officers have 
accomplished their results. ‘The regiment fights con- 
spicuously well. Right here is where I change radically 
my methods. I am going to recognize how much has 
been accomplished and commend. the. attempt. Where 
I am forced to criticize it will be done after I have at 
least tried to recognize all the good and all the barriers 
be have preventec the accomplishment of what is 
acking. 

Our Army is in a critical period of its existence, and 
loyalty and co-operation of all members is its most vital 
Unless we can develop loyalty and 
teamwork we will not inspire in our employers the 
confidence that will be necessary to us to. obtain means 
to accomplish our ideals. Results are what 1s desired. 
Let us learn to use our tools. Unskilled workmen 
generally blame their tools. Some of the finest violins 
in the world were made with inferior jacknives. Re- 
member the strength of the wolf is the pack, and pack 
is a noun in the singular.

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REPEAL THE MANCHU LAW. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Whatever may be said in favor of the Manchu law, 
it cannot be denied that so far as the Service is concerned 
it was aimed at certain individuals who were considered 
to have basked. too long in the favor of those on top. 
The law is fundamentally wrong because it transfers 
to the legislative and judiciary branches of the Govern- 
ment a matter that plainly belongs to the executive. 
The writer is among those who foresaw its failure and 
the few who have always been outspoken against it. He 
ventures at this time to review its history, to point out 
some of its shortcomings and to suggest that it be repealed 
at the next session of Congress. 


Detached service and absenteeism has long been recog- 
nized as an evil in the Army for which many have sought 
a remedy in vain. Washington complained of it from 
the battlefields of the Revolution. A certain general 
of the Confederate Army sought authority to set a date 
for the return of all absentees from his command, after 
which all not present could be apprehended and tried 
for desertion. In 1908 the Chief of Staff had a book 
compiled and published showing the detached service of 
all officers of the Army, and this book was used in an 
effort to regulate the evil. In 1910, during the interval 
between the details of two Chiefs of Staff, an Acting 
Chief of Staff had an order issued summarily relieving 
all officers in Washington who had been there more than 
four years. But mone of these measures and none of 
the many regulations on the subject accomplished any- 
thing, for the reason that the trouble is fundamental 
and the cure is worse than the disease. Favorites are 
supposed to get soft snaps, not in Washington only, but 
at regimental headquarters, in the post, in the squad 
room and even in the guard-house. Put yourself in any 
one of these spheres and you will hear the same thing 
on beth sides. From above that good men are hard to 
find, but that the job has been given to the best man 
available. From below, that there are many good men 
and that the job was given through favoritism. It is 
the same in civil life. 

The present Manchu law is the worst remedy yet 
suggested, because it chops off an arm to cure a pain 
in the finger. It hits the regiment and the troop com- 
mand worse than it does the detached service list. It 
has resulted in a loss of efficiency in the Army that it 
will take years to build up. It keeps people stirred 
up all the time like ants in a nest, when the one thing 
the Army needs most at this time is stability. It 
operates to put the line of the Army at a tremendous 
disadvantage as compared to the staff, becauSe the line 
officer can never stay around headquarters in one job 
long enough to master it, while the staff officer is there 
all the time. ; 

Finally, by combining the Manchu law with a scheme 
to equalize promotion the whole matter is in such a 
mess through the Detached Officers’ List that it is im- 
possible for the War Department to administer it. 

I am opposed to any Manchu law, as I believe that 
the interests of the Service can be better protected in 
this matter by the Secretary of War than by Con- 
gressional committees. But if Congress cannot trust a 
small and unimportant detail of peace administration 
to the branch of the Government upon which must fall 
the responsibility for the conduct of a great war, then 
let us at least have a law that can be put into execution. 
In my judgment it is a matter of little moment whether 
the individual officer gets more or less than he is 
entitled to in the matter of fancy details so long as the 
Government and the nation gets the service of the best 
man for the job. And this must always be decided. by 
those in power and responsible for the results. The fact 
that the Manchu law and its accompanying agitation 
resulted in the relief of Capt. James A. Moss, of the 
Infantry, from duty in the War Department, and Major 
F. F. Russell, the typhoid germ expert, from duty at 
the Army Medical School Laboratory, is alone enough 
to condemn it and to offset all the advantages of the law. 

But if we must have a law let it be one that a man 
with the ordinary garden variety of mind can comprehend 
and apply. The Navy has no difficulty in distinguishin 
the difference, between sea duty and shore duty, and 
everybody gets his share of each without a threat to 
stop the pay of the Secretary of the Navy. The first 
essential, therefore, is a clear definition of terms peculiar 
to the law and terms used only in one sense. The term 
detached service is used in many different ways, and 
may or may not include. duty with troops. That term 
also has no one well defined meaning, and few will 
, I suggest the coining 
of two new terms, troop duty and detached duty, to be 
definitely defined in regulations. ; 

The second essential is that the Secretary or the

form of a bill submitted by me before. the present 
Manchu law was introduced in Congress. 


An Act to regulate detached duty in the Army and for 
other purposes. 
Be it enacted, etc. That all laws heretofore enacted with 
reference to detached service of officers of the Army are hereby 
repealed and the following substituted therefor: 


Sec, 2, That all duty to which line officers of the Army 
may be lawfully assigned be divided into two classes, appro- 
priate to each grade and arm of the Service, namely, Troop 
Duty and Detached Duty, and thereafter no officer shall serve 
continuously on Detached Duty more than four years and 
sixty days, nor shall any officer be placed on Detached Duty 
for a period of more than sixty days who has not performed 
Troop Duty for two years out of the preceding four. Provided: 

That nothing in this act shall be construed to modify or 
change existing law with reference to details or re-details in 
the Staff Department except to substitute the term Troop 
Duty for the term duty with the line whenever the latter shall 
occur. And Provided: That the President may in his dis- 
cretion extend the provisions of this section to apply to officers 
holding permanent commissions or serving continuous details 
in the Staff Departments in such manner as he may deem 
expedient for the best interests of the Service and not in 
conflict with existing law. 

Section 3. That so much of Sec. 25 of the Act approved 

June 8, 1916, known as the. National Defense Act as pertains 
to the Detached Officers’ List is repealed and the following 
substituted therefor: ‘ 
_ Section 25. Extra Officers. That the line of the Army shall 
include, in addition to those otherwise prescribed by Iaw, 
1,022 extra officers of the Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast 
Artillery and Infantry arms of the Service of grades First 
Lieutenant to Colonel, inclusive. Said extra officers shall be 
substituted for the officers now prescribed by law for the 
Detached Officers’ List, shall be subject to the provisions of 
Sec. 27 of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, and shall be distributed 
among the several arms and grades as prescribed for the said 
Detached Officers’ List. Provided: That the extra officers 
herein provided for shall be eligible for detail in the Staff 
Departments and for any other duty appropriate to their arm 
and grade, and the fact that they are extra officers shall not 
be used to their disadvantage. To this end whenever an 
extra officer is detailed.in a Staff Department or appointed 
to the grade of Brigadier General he will be replaced by 
another officer of his own arm and grade and the latter will 
remain an extra officer for the unexpired portion of the term 
of the officer replaced. Provided further: That extra officers 
shall Serve as such for a period of four years unless sooner 
relieved by being detailed in Staff Department, appointed or 
promoted to higher office or separated from the active list of 
the Army. And when any vacancy shall occur among the 
extra officers other than by detail to a Staff Department or by 
promotion to the grade of rigadier General, such vacancy 
shall be filled by the President in such manner as he may deem 
expedient in order to equalize promotions in the Army, with 
due regards to the best interests of the Service. 

Section 4. That the President shall prescribe regulations to 
carry this act into effect and his decision shall be final in all 
matters covered by this act and shall have the full effect of 
the law itself.

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COLLEGE OR TRAINING CAMP. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Nov. 18 there is an interesting article 
on college military training. It refers to it as often 
perfunctory. - The training at colleges and that at train- 
ing camps are compared, and strong claims made for the 
training camp work and results. Now, just for the sake 
of the argument, let us say that training camps as held 
result in very shallow forms of military training. This 
shallowness comes from the fact that they are—at least 
if we judge from the reports of the students—almost 
entirely physical as to training. These reports deal 
definitely with beans, muscles, labor, and how much 
better they feel; and dismiss the rest by saying they 


learned a great many, too valuable to mention, things 
about real soldiering. The American persists in regard- 
ing military training as a physical rather than a mental 
thing. Therefore plenty of physical training gives him 
the contented feeling. 

The college man is not at college to get relaxation 
from mental overwork. He is there to get mental train- 
ing. He puts mental training high even in his most 
strenuous athletics, of football and baseball. The mili- 
tary instructor comes along and tells him it is necessary 
for him to learn drill, and to learn to do it exactly and 
precisely. The college man is in an atmosphere of 
“‘why,’”’ so he “whys” the instructor as to drill; and the 
instructor cannot come back with a simple and direct 
reason as to fhis, because there does not-happen to be 
one. So the college boy thinks, “Oh, piffle,” and does 
the perfunctory as to drill. The college student is at 
college to learn to think with his head. So suppose 
the instructor tells him that drill is a good old wagon 
that possesses all the essential points of an automobile, 
that drill was the old fighting formation, and that the 
drill formations contain the same ideas as the late 
up-to-the-minute tactical formations; that the past, 
present and future drill formations and methods are quite 
similar when you come down to fundamentals. These 
fundamentals are all based on the same objective, success 
in battle, and the basic rules for getting success in battle 
have never been known to change. 

This sort of prattle makes the college student listen. 
He gets interested and you have him. He ceases to be 
perfunctory and so does the instructor. In a training 
camp you have a mixed lot as to mentality and attain- 
ment; in a college you have a more level lot as to both 
of these, and they are better united, as they have most 
of their interests in common. Therefore for better or 
worse they handle more effectively. 

Do not cut out the practical work, even if you have 
to call drill practical work. Learning to boss men is no 
short order job, and learning to boss men who boss other 
men: is the only stock in trade some future generals will 
have. In military training theory without practice is 
just pretending that water is soup. Water is all right 
and necessary, but it is abundant and cheap. 

The real failure of college military training comes from 
our not having instructors trained for the work. As 
we run it, it is simply a personal equation job. Instruc- 
tion has been given by Army officers at colleges for years. 
No really constructive measures\seem to have been taken 
to make it uniform training. \The tactical principles 
are the basis for all or any tactical training. The 
method for teaching tactical training is to teach the pupil 
to question the truth of the tactical principles and then 
prove as. far as he can that they are true. _

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THE BENET-MERCIER MACHINE GUN. 

To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Having been recently on duty with a machine gun 
company, I have taken considerable interest in the much 
discussed machine gun controversy. In most of the 
articles I have read, and in the discussions I have heard 
on the merits of the different types of machine guns, the 
Benét-Mercier gun has generally been condemned, and 
I think this is an injustice. We hear so many officers 
say this gun always jams, that it does not shoot straight, 


that it is easy to put out of order and that it is un- 
reliable. 


= a pags of fact, these guns have been abused and 
neglected in many cases ever since they were issued 
by the Ordnance Department, and have Seen allowed to 
get into such a bad condition that it is no wonder they 
will not function properly. When we go out with our 
machine gun companies to do some firing if something 
goes wrong and the gun jams we are prone to condern 
the gun and say it is no good, when in reality the fault 
can generally be traced to some neglect or inefficiency 
on_the part of the personnel. 

For example, I have seen a worthless recruit (who 
has spent most of his time in the guard-house, and who 
was detailed for duty in the machine gun company 
because. his company commander thought that this was 
the easiest way to get rid of him) insert the feed strip 
improperly in the gun or do something else equally 
stupid, and they wonder why the thing jams. 

When the wear “between the gas nozzle and the gas 
cup of the actuator has made them fit so loosely that 
the gas escapes, instead of driving the actuator back- 
ward as it should, it is no one’s fault except the fault 
of those who have permitted the gun to get in that 
condition. And whose fault is it when the cartridge 
cases rupture and stick in the chamber because reloaded 
ammunition is being used, in violation of War Depart- 
ment orders (which prohibit the use of reloaded ammu- 
nition in machine guns) ? 

When some acting corporal with six months’ service 
sets up the gun with the barrel rest in the wrong posi- 
tion and with the gun held loosely against his shoulder, 
and begins to fire without holding his left hand on the 
elevating wheel, of course the gun is going to vibrate 
and shoot all over the landscape. What are we goin 
to do about it—blame the gun or teach the corpora 
how to perform his duties? 

_I have been able to record about thirty different and 
distinct causes of jams in this type of machine gun, and 
I have learned by experience that it will not work well 
unless it is handled properly and kept in excellent condi- 
tion. Officers detailed with machine gun companies 
should. study the mechanism of the guns until they 
thoroughly understand it, because if they do not they 
cannot properly instruct the enlisted men. Post ordnance 
officers should keep on hand a complete assortment of 
parts (permanent parts as well as expendable parts) 
so that any part which becomes battered, worn or 
broken can be replaced immediately. 

_ The Benét-Mercier is a good gun and it will work all 
right if you give it a square deal.

THE RECRUITING PROBLEM. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

As to the difficulty of obtaining recruits, I believe a 
good many writers of articles on the subject have over- 
looked the fact that very likely many men have been 
holding off about enlisting until after Nov. 1 1916, 
because after that date the enlistment with the colors 
is reduced from four to three years. Four, and even 
three, years is a long time for which a man must sign 
up. If a law were passed reducing the enlistment with 
the colors to two years or less more men would very 
likely enlist. 

Another point which is not taken into consideration 
is that men like to be located where they can amuse 
themselves and mingle with the public when off duty, 
as near some city. At present nearly all the mobile 
troops in the United States are on the border, and very 
few men re-enlist for border service. Again, the law at 
present requires a man to re-enlist at once when his 
time with the colors is up. If he does not he cannot 
come back into the Army until he has served out his time 
in the Reserve. Most men after serving on the border 
want to get away from the place for a while at least; 
also many men when their time with the colors expires 
say no more Army for them. But after being away a 
month or so they want to be back in the Service once 
more. In the olden days men could re-enlist at any time 
after the expiration of their term of enlistment. This 
is now quite impossible, and the Government loses a 
great number of valuable men in consequence. 

I believe a large number of recruits could be obtained 
if the following were carried out: 

1. Time with the colors reduced to not to exceed two 








ears. 

2. Troops if possible to be stationed near attractive 
places, and not in the wilderness for long periods, 

8. Give.the public a chance to see the troops. This 
will arouse their interest; occasionally have military 
exercises which the people may attend. 

The Navy does this. When a ship arrives in a harbor 
certain days are set aside when the public may visit 
In this manner the interest of the people is 
fostered in naval matters.

THE MOTTO IN THE WEST POINT CHAPEL.

All through the Civil War and for many a long year 
thereafter the motto, “God and Our Country,” in letters 
of gold upon blue silk scroll vr banner, hung upon the 
chancel wall of the old chapel at West Point. Sus- 
pended from the beak (or talons) of the American eagle 
they were so conspicuous an object that every eye was 
aturacted. As late as 1886 the motto and banner were 
there, for the class album of that year contains a photo- 
graph of the chancel with the beautiful “Weir” painting 
in the arch above it, and the eagle and banner are, I am 
acsured, distinctly shown. 

But when the new chapel was bu‘It. a new motto was 
decided upon in which the name of God does not appear. 
Not only that, but when the old chapel was rebuilt at 
the entrance of the cemetery, although stone for stone, 
brick for brick, flag, banner, gun, trophy, panel, ete., it 
was said to be exactly as it was in the old days, it is 
not, or, at least, was not, when the graduates assembled 
last June: The motto, “God and Our Country” was gone. 

wloreover, there is evidence to show that it had been 
gone some time, for an admirable photograph of the 
chancel taken in 1903 proves that there had been a com- 
plete rearrangement of the flags, etc., at the back of the 
chancel. The eagle with outstretched wings now perches 
on the fasces and no longer grasps the scroll and motto. 

It has been stated that this rearrangement was made 
between 1895 and 1903. Colonels Barnum, Bellinger and 
Carson were the post quartermasters covering that period. 
Each has been consulted; each kas shown lively interest 
in the matter; each has declared that he well remembered 
the old motto and is quite confident that it could not 
have been dropped in his day; but it must have been 
dropped before that photograph was taken for Colonel 
Carson in 1903. 

Now, who can tell when that motto was dropped, and 
why? Who is there among the oldtime graduatcs who 
does not wish again to see it in its old place on the 
chancel wall of the oldtime chapel?

It is not conducive to contentment or 
efficiency to deprive any of the N.C.S. officers of any dis- 
tinctive rank earned by hard study and held for a num- 
ber of years, and especially when we bear in mind the 
fact that the Army as an organization is based upon rank. 

In the opinion of the writer, the electrician sergeant, 
ist class, C.A.C., and sergeant, 1st class. M.D., should be 
viaced in grade 15 with date of warrant taking prece- 
lence. This would place them justly as regards merit, 

ay, authority and service. As a further argument I 
aight add that the grades affected are composed of men 
who at one time held the grade which is now placed in 
sub-grade above them; or of men whose ambition and 
technical ability carried them above that grade. 

The change, as it stands, has created much discontent 
among the men affected, not only through the fear of 
being deprived of their quarters, but on account of the 
apparent slight placed upon the importance of their 
grade. I am sure that I express the sentiment of all 
affected by this change when I say that we are all-hoping 
that justice will be done to a number of old N.C.S. offi- 
cers, whose love of profession and technical ability make 
them still valuable to the Service and worthy of better 
consideration.

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EXAMINATIONS FOR HOSPITAL SERGEANTS. 
To THE EpiItor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Many of the eligible sergeants first class thought that 
the existing vacancies in the two higher grades of the 
Medical Department would be filled by a method similar, 


if not identical, with the ‘methods long ago adopted by 
some state boards of pharmacy in their examinations for 
pharmacist and assistant pharmacist. Candidates for 





registration in those states are examined in identical 


subjects, as are candidates for hospital and master 
hospital sergeant, but only one examination is held for 
beth classes of candidates. Those making a certain 
general average are registered as pharmacists, and those 
a slightly lower general average are registered as 
assistant pharmacists. Of course, candidates making 
a still lower general average are refused registration. 

It seems to many of us that the Medicai Department 
should fill its vacancies in a like manner, or permit us 
to take both examinations; in which case those who 
fail in the higher may pass the lower very creditably. 
There is nothing in the law or M.M.D. which prohibits 
candidates from taking both. Of course, if the exami- 
nations are made extremely difficult it may happen that 
net enough candidates will qualify to fill the vacancies 
in either grade. There is yet time for the Surgeon 
General to change his ruling and permit us to take both 
examinations if we so desire, or adopt the method out- 
lined in the second paragraph above.

A BACHELOR PLEADS FOR BENEDICTS.

Under the Act of Congress approved June 3, 1916, 
for the support of the families of enlisted men of the 
National ,Guard and Regular Army, sergeants who are 
receiving from $50 to $72 per month, are married and 
have their wives with them here on the border, and- who 
have several hundred dollars in local banks, are receiving 
from the appropriation mentioned from $15 to $40. per 
month for the support of their wives, while privates 
with wives and mothers throughout the country almost, 
if not entirely, destitute, are receiving nothing, their 
claims having been denied an account of technicalities. 

It was no doubt intended by Congress when the appro- 
priation was made that the funds should be used for 
deserving cases only, where the families of soldiers were 
actually in need of the necessities of life; not for luxuries 
for those already well provided for. It is hoped that 
those in authority will give this matter prompt attention, 
and, if possible, rectify a very unjust state of affairs. 
If the law is defective it should be amended, because 
as it stands most of the real charitable cases are over- 
looked. ‘The writer is a bachelor, with no dependents, 
so the above facts are given purely in the interests of 
justice.

QUARTERS FOR ARTILLERY SPECIALISTS. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 


Not during my service has anything in the way of 
regulations operated to cause so much dissatisfaction, 
voiced and unvoiced, among the non-commissioned staff 
officers, as has the recent ruling of the Department in 
giving to first sergeants the rank and precedence, from 
a standpoint of quarters, over some of the Artillery 
specialists, who have secured their positions through 
strict competition; to say nothing of other non-commis- 
sioned staff officers, the majority of whom have attained 
their positions through long and faithful service, con- 
scientious application to duty and special knowledge of 
their positions: 

The question of assurance of quarters and allowances 
is without doubt the one chiefly considered when the 
non-commissioned staff officer sought his position. It 
is upon this assurance that a big majority of these men 

“stake their futures. They marry and rear families on 
the strength of having a home provided for them, aceord- 
ing to law, thereby making up to them in a measure the 
monetary deficiencies in compensation. This fact of 
encouraging the establishment of homes gives to_ the 
Service a better class of men, as has been proved by 
managers of men and employers of. labor. 

It is very apparent to the electrician sergeant, fireman 
and master gunner that the operation of this new regu- 
lation is, unless modified or revoked, going to deprive 
him of the chief advantage which he looked forward to 
when he aspired to his position, i.e., quarters. Further- 
more, unless steps are taken to guarantee to him this 
advantage the supply of qualified men for the Artillery 
specialist positions is going to become a difficult, if not 
impossible, task.

SOURCE OF SUPPLY FOR OFFICERS. 
U.S.N.G. of Colorado, Douglas, Ariz. 
To THE EprrorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


The Government in its search for officers for the Army 
is, in my opinion, neglecting one of the best sources of 
supply -that could be imagined—I refer to the old non- 
commissioned officers of the Army who are at present 
in the Regular Army or serving as National Guard 
officers on the border. Under the present regulations 
they cannot be commissioned because for the greater 
part they are over age and married. However, it would 
seem to me that they would make officers far superior 
to youngsters that join the Army, serve two years and 
then take a comparatively easy examination to be com- 
missioned. 

In the case of the old non-commissioned officers, why 
not raise the age limit to, say, thirty-five years and 
waive the requirement of being unmarried, and appoint 
them first lieutenants for a probationary period of two 
years on the recommendation of their company and regi- 
mental commanders? . At the end of their probation give 
them a practical examination in professional subjects 
and make the commission permanent on _ successfully 
passing the examination. 

As to the former non-commissioned officers of the Army 
who are serving as officers of the National Guard, make 
the requirements somewhat as follows: Three years’ 
service in the Regular Army, one year of which must 
have been in a rank above that of a corporal; one year 
in the National Guard as a commissioned officer; “not 
over thirty-five years of age, and to be recommiended 
by the inspector-instructor of his arm of the Service 
attached to the state forces. The fact whether a man 
is married or unmarried not to be taken into considera- 
tion. At present there are five officers serving in this 
regiment who were at one time non-commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army and whose ages range from thirty 
to thirty-eight years; married, and all of them only too 
anxious to get back into the Service again. Their pros- 





pects in civil life are really too good to go back into the 

ular Service as enlisted men, but to be commissioned 
and make the Army their life’s business appeals to them 
very strongly. Furthermore, their recent training on the 
border as officers has been of inestimable value, and would 
be of real value should they be commissioned in the 
Regular Army. No doubt every other state force has 
its quota of former Regular Army - non-commissioned 
officers serving as officers. 

Could this system not be given a trial? At least, no 
harm would result because the appointments would be 
probationary, only for the first two years, and if found 
unworkable all appointments could be cancelled at the 
end of the two years.

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COMFORT FOR THE LOST SHEEP. 
Somewhere in Mexico. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


That the services of the squadron and battalion 
sergeant majors are at last realized is evident by a glance 
at C.A.R. No. 46, 1916. For many years these non- 
cemmissioned officers have been what you might call 
“the lost sheep.” When it came to a matter of quarter- 
ing him it was like the old saying of the Army transport, 
“You can’t stay here,” as he was not entitled to quarters, 
only when the same were available. When his squadron 
or battalion was detached from its regimental head- 
quarters, not being under a quarter status, you would 
find him seeking shelter in one of the troop or company 
quarters or renting outside the reservation. In the event 
of his being fortunate enough to get a room in one of 
the organization quarters he would in all ‘probability 
enjoy the comfort for about a week, when along would 
come a barber or tailor, with the result that he would 
receive a polite invitation to vacate. Nowhere left to 
go, he finally makes space in a record room in the head- 
quarter building, praying that the paper work will soon 
be reduced in order that he won’t be crowded out of 
there. The ArmMy AND NAyy JOURNAL is tobe con- 
gratulated for the many valuable articles it has published 
in this respect. 





57H CAVALRY. 
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PAY OF PRIVATES, MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 
To THE EpritoR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


In regard to the recent amendment to Par. 9, Army 
Regulations, which placed certain non-commissioned offi- 
cers in a lower grade, it is hard to understand how this 
could have been done’ where the rank and allowances 
had been fixed by an act of Congress. This is not in- 
tended as a criticism, but merely to point out the facts 
as they seem to exist. The Act of Congress of March 1, 
1887, did fix the rank of the hospital steward with that 
of the ordnance sergeant. The Act of March 2, 1903, 
changed the designation from hospital steward to ser- 
geant first class, but left him in the same grade with 
the ordnance sergeant. The grade of electrician sergeant 
first class, C.A. Corps, was also fixed by an act of 
Congress to rank with an ordnance sergeant. The Act 
of June 3, 1916, changed the designation of the Hospital 
Corps to the Medical Department. It also provided that 
“nothing herein contained shall operate to reduce the pay 
or allowances now authorized by law for any grade of 
enlisted men of the Army.” If it is true that a new 
grade has been created by the Act of June 3, and that 
the grade of Hospital Corps ceased to exist after the 
passage of this act, then why is it that the private, 
Medical Department, who enlisted in the Hospital Corps 
after June 3 is drawing $15 per month, as authorized 
by the act of Congress, instead of the $16 granted those 
enlisting before the date named? While it may have 
been legal to change the grade, it does not seem fair to 
those who have served the best part of their life in the 
Service, some from ten to fifteen years in their present 
grade, to be put down without a cause. Why not have 
raised the lower grades, instead of putting. the higher 


down? .

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PROMOTION FOR NON-COMS. 
To THE EpIToR or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 


In the issue of your JouRNAL for Nov. 11 “Old Non- 
Com.” tells some very bitter truths about the neglect 
of the military powers-that-be and of Congress to give 
commissions to the experienced non-coms. of our Army. 
It is only too true that the veterans of the Spanish- 
American War, Philippine insurrection, China campaign 
and others seem not to be wanted. Their practical 
experience in military matters from the ground up so 
far as they have gone seems to count for nothing, or at 
least for but two or three chevrons, no matter how 
intelligent and able and sober men they may be, nor 


how brave. 

In commenting on his letter, headed “A Square Deal 
for the Old Soldier,” I, for one, and I am morally sure 
there are many thousands of other military men, and 
not only thousands, but millions, of our patriotic 
civilians most emphatically agree with him. His indig- 
nation is exceedingly justifiable, and I think his senti- 





ments cannot be spread widely enough nor quickly 
enough. I hope some large bodies of patriotic men and 
women, especially relatives of veteran soldiers and 


sailors, will see his letter and take concerted and most 
energetic action in accordance with the sentiments he 
has therein expressed. 

In view of their practical knowledge of military 
matters, experienced non-coms. should ‘most ‘certainly 
be given commissions, and that not grudgingly nor as a 
matter of great and special favor, but as a matter of 
right and justice—as a reward, and also as an incentive 
to others. It is too bad that all of the officers of our 
Army do not have to come up through the ranks, with 
extra instruction (at West Point) if they are to go into 
staff departments or the Engineers. 

If Congress and the War Department really wanted 
an Army officered by experience they could ‘get it easily 
enough. At present they are falling down and worship- 
ing their idols known as “seven-year service”. (what 
American with ambition and spirit is going to shackle 
himself for seven of the best years of his life as an 
enlisted man in time of peace?), and that other out- 
rageous fad which can be best described as a statement 
that any person who is too old now to be out without 
his mamma is too old to start to be an officer of the Army.

It is the intention 
of General Funston, however, to have the regiment spend 
a great deal of time at the Leon Springs reservation 
where-the Cavalrymen may have the benefit of the- target 
range for rifle and pistol practice. 

Two New York National Guardsmen, —— Harvey 
A. Edwards, of Brooklyn, and Pvt. Daniel Dresser, of 
New York city, arrived at Albany, N.Y., Dec. 7, 1916, 
from McAllen, Texas, making the trip by motor cycle in 
fourteen days. They carried a message from Major Gen. 
John F. O’Ryan to Governor Whitman, who, however, 
was out of town on the day of their arrival. 


Texas National Guardsmen in camp at Corpus Christi 
are to have a Christmas tree on Christmas Eve night. It 
is planned to have the people of the various cities in 
Texas which are represented in the regiments concentrate 
their gifts to the men and send them to Mayor Roy Miller, 
of Corpus Christi, who will act as Santa Claus for the 
occasion. San Antonio has been asked by Governor 
James E. Ferguson to do its share in the good work and 
join with the other cities of the state in supplying the 
necessary articles for the tree. 

Second Lieut. James A. Embry, 1st Inf., Oklahoma 
National Guard, was dismissed from the Service Nov. 
28, 1916, after being found guilty by a G.C.M. of a 
charge of conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman. 

First Lieut. Clyde F. Marion, 71st Inf., N.G.N.Y., was 
dismissed the Service Nov. 28, 1916, after a trial by G.C. 
M. He was found guilty of conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, und of absence from 
retreat roll call. 

Pvt. Lewis O. Gardner, Company B, 1st Inf., New 
Mexico. National Guard, was tried by G.C.M. at Colum- 
bus, N.M., charged with failure to appear for muster 
for service, in violation of the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved Jan. 21, 1903, as amended by the Act of Con- 
gress, approved May 27, 1908. He was found guilty, 
and was sentenced to dishonorable discharge, with loss 
of all pay and allowances, and to be confined at hard 
labor for one year. On the recommendation of Secre- 
tary of War Baker, however, President Wilson remit- 
ted the confinement imposed. The proceedings of the 
G.C.M., are given in G.O. 64, Nov. 27, 1916, War De- 
partment, which appears under our Army head in this 
issue. Private Gardner was one of a considerable num- 
ber who refused to be mustered into the federal service, 
but the others changed their minds when courts martial 
were ordered, and joined their companies, rather than 
face trial. Some 10,000 or 15,000 other enrolled mem- 
bers of the National Guard failed to report for muster 
in.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from the reports Dec. 8-14.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


Action on the French and Belgian fronts exhibited lack 
of any immediate major purpose. ‘Trench raids and 
struggles for small bits of positions supplied the only 
operations reported. The French on Dec. 8 claimed to 
have retaken the summit position on Hill 304, northwest 
of Verdun, famous because of its importance in the Ver- 
dun attack of last spring. This the Berlin report denied. 
The Germans had a foothold for a brief while in French 
trenches in Apremont_ wood, near St. Mihiel, but were 
expelled, according to the French version. On Dee. 9, the 
British reported executing a raid near Le Transloy and 
the French mentioned a similar exploit near Butte de 
Mesnil (Champagne). A British statement of Dec. 11 
reports raids executed near Neuville-St. Vaast and Ar- 
mentieres. Berlin, on the same date, told of exploding 
mines near Butte de Mesnil and Vauquois (Argonne), 
destroying French positions. At the Logeswood, south 
of the Somme, the French reported sustaining a minor 
attack. The French report on Dec. 13 recorded a re- 
newal of the action in the Argonne forest, where appa- 
rently the forces of the German Crown Prince are pur- 
suing a systematic though slow progress by exploding 
subterranean mines. The French claimed to have des- 
troyed a set of the German mine saps in a surprise attack 
north of Four de Paris. 

Paris announced on Dec. 12 a change in the French 
high command which seemed likely to affect the character 
of the future operations on the Western front. Joffre 
ceased to hold the active field command and was replaced 
by Nivelle. The latter’s authority was extended only to 
the French armies of the North and the Northeast, and 
was not made to cover the troops outside of the Freneh 
front. As a successful trench tactician of the aggressive 
sort, Nivelle was expected from his record on the Aisne 
and at Douaumont, which he recaptured in October, to 
make more intense efforts against the German line than 
have characterized Joffre’s policy. Lyantey, placed in 
power as French Minister of War, is a soldier and ad- 
ministrator of demonstrated capacity. He pacified Mo- 
roceo and turned it into a military asset for the French 
in spite of the outbreak of war in Europe. Knowledge 
of war conditions such as those in Macedonia and Asia 
Minor is credited to him. These changes in command 
supplied one explanation for the lack of more definite 
action on the part of the Entente in the Western war 
theater of late. 


THE ROUMANIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


A week of general retirement on the part of the de- 
feated Roumanians and their Russian allies to the east of 
Bucharest and Ploesci was marked by vigorous pursuit, 
particularly in the northern & yr of the line, where the 
German ninth army inflicted further punishment and 
prevented the opposing forces from settling down in 
new defensive lines. The main issue in the week’s opera- 
tions was the question whether the Roumanians, badly 
shattered by Mackensen’s previous blows, could set up 
a defense behind the flooded Jalomitza river. The Ger- 
man forces crossed this stream and captured the towns 
of Mizil and Urziecheni, which dominate the region. In 
consequence of the loss of the Jalomitza line the Rou- 
manian command faced the prospect of continued dis- 
astrotis retreat over the twenty-five miles of territory in- 
tervening between the lost line and that of the Buzeu 
river, a larger stream offering somewhat better hopes of 
shelter. Should they fail to make good their stand here, 
the outlook is that they will endeavor to retire to the 
Braila-Galatz-Forsani line of fortified cities, situated 
still further eastward. 

Berlin’s report of Dec. 8, detailing the first phase of 
the pursuit: east and northeast of Ploesci, relates the 
operation by which the considerable detachment of Rou- 





manian troops, mentioned in last week’s summary as’ 


falling back from Sinaia, was overtaken and severely cut 
up. This force, said to be under the command of Gen- 
eral Averescu, and consisting of two or more divisions, 
was attacked upon its right flank and apparently thrown 
off its direct southeastern line of retreat. Berlin an- 
nounced the resulting capture of several thousand men 
and a number of cannon. In view of the failure of Ger- 
man authority to report further on the fate of this part 
of the opposing force the probability is that a majority 
of it made its way to the left bank of the Jalomitza 
river. 

The first stage of Mackensen’s offensive on the Jalo- 
mitza river barrier, as given in the Russian statement of 
Dec. 11, developed on the 9th, when the German advance 
guard crossed the stream at the intersection of the 
Ploesci-Mizil high road and attacked. The Roumanians 
gave ground, but returned next morning and tempo- 
rarily checked their opponents. A downpour of rain, 
watersoaked meadows, and the destruction of bridges are 
the obstacles mentioned by Berlin at this time. In spite 
of the conditions, Berlin was able to report the capture 
of Mizil in the statement of Dec. 12 and likewise of 
Urziecheni, twenty miles southeast of Mizil, down the 
Jalomitza valley. 

Further gain of ground along the Ploesci-Mizil-Buzeu 
line of advance was reported by Berlin on Dec. 13, with 
attendant captures of fugitives, indicative of a strenuous 
effort on Mackensen’s part to reach and pierce the Buzeu 
line in the shortest time possible, and grant no respite or 
break of contact to the enemy in front of him. Berlin 
reported the appearance among the retreating Rou- 
manians of Russian cavalry elements, apparently sent in 
haste from a distance, to stiffen the rear guard and im- 


prove the broken forces’ chances of escape. 


The Teuton Danube army, since attaining Bucharest, 
has played only a secondary part in the eastward pur- 
suit. he advance of the ninth arr_y, north of it, and 
the northwest and southeast trend «f the natural barriers 
eastward have apparently placed Roumanian forces fac- 
ing Bucharest in the necessity of falling backward of 
their own accord under fear of being outflanked on their 
— A force of re however, either co-operating 

th the Danube army or sg Rwy of it, crossed the 
Danube river from the Dobrudja into Old Roumania, ac- 
cording to Berlin, Dec. 10. The point or points of cross- 
{ax were in the stretch between Garnavoda and Silistria. 


This move placed a detached force on the left rear of the 
retiring Roumanian-Russian line, at quite the most east- 
erly point occupied by troops of the Teuton side on the 
north of the Danube in the present campaign, and threat- 
ened an advance on Fitesci, an important railroad june- 
tion, essential to ‘the successful retirement of the defend- 
ing forces. Although this threat seemed to call for efforts 
from the Russians facing the Teutons in the Dobrudja, 
between the Danube and the sea, no great activity save 
intermittent artillery fire was reported in that district. 
On Dee. 13 Berlin reports the Danube army as pressing 
the enemy backward in the southern part of the field, but 
without detailing the points attained by this army’s 
advance. 

While the campaign, after the example of others in 
the present war, continues to lack the spectacular cap- 
tures of entire armies which have characterized some 
other periods in military history, the past week has ma- 
terially enhaneed the Teuton position im the matter of 
prisoners and vooty. Berlin on Dec. 8 reported the cap- 
ture of 10,000 Roumanians; on the 9th, the capture of 
‘several thousand” additional prisoners; a similar report 
was made on Dee. 11; the estimate of Dec. 12 placed 
over 10,000, captured in three days preceding, to the 
credit of the ninth army; on Dee. 13, another 4,000 were 
reported taken. These figures reveal the continued im- 
portance and disorganization of the Roumanian forces. 
An estimate sent out Dec. 11 by the German Overseas 
News Agency places the total of , Donco te oe troops taken 
prisoners since the commencement of the campaign at 
140,000 and claims the capture of 500 cannon. The total 
of men forms about one-fifth of the full fighting force of 
Roumanian, according to the same source. 

Efforts on the Russian side to relieve the pressure in 
Wallachia by an advance westward over the mountain 
barrier to Moldavia into southeastern Hungary have been 
stubbornly maintained. They have realized varying suc- 
cess at different points between Dorna Watra and the 
southern extremity of the Moldavian frontier, but at no 
place have they been advanced to such a point as to con- 
stitute any immediate menace to the Teutons in Rou- 
mania. Weather conditions in the mountains have been 
reported as bad on various occasions, and must have 
interposed a serious hindrance to the Russian plans. The 
chief of the series of Maldavian offensive has again been 
that along the line of the Trotus valley, by which the 
Russians would ‘Seemingly reach that line of German com- 
munications which passes southward in Hungary through 
Kronstadt and thence to Ploesci and Bucharest. Rus- 
sian pressure in the Trotus region was maintained with- 
out a day’s break, according to the reports from Berlin 
and Petrograd. On Dec. 9, Berlin described the attacks 
of the previous day as having “virtually failed,” but ad- 
mitted a Russian local success; while the Petrograd re- 
port claimed the capture in the more northerly Putna 
valley of two heights with 500 prisoners, a cannon and 
six machine guns, On Dec. 10 the Berlin report admitted 
the loss of one of the heights in the Trotus region, but on 
Dec. 11 and 12 asserted that further attacks had been 
checked. Petrograd reported gaining a line of trenches 
south of Trotiesh on Dec. 13. Continued attacks were 
at the same time reported in the Putna region. Nothing 
indicated that the Russians had at any point in the 
southern course of the Carpathians wholly triumphed 
over the obstacles confronting them. 

In the neighborhood of Dorna Watra, near the north- 
ern extremity of Moldavia, the Teuton resistance was 
more active, and on Dec. 9 and 10 severe fighting was 
reported there, of which Berlin said that “ground lost 
was dearly paid for by the aggressor.” At various points 
in the wooded Carpathians, particularly near Javornik, 
assaults were delivered daily. The Russian aggressive in 
the whole southern Carpathian region was restricted by 
the character of the ground to a series of separate and 
disconnected assaults upon scattered defensive positions, 
in which success gained at one point had slight influence 
on any other.

RUSSIA, ITALY, SERBIA AND GREECE. 


From Moldavia, north to the Baltic, the Russian front 
maintained its recent prevailing quiet, save for rare at- 
tacks of a minor character carried out, chiefly at points 
on the scene of last summer’s Russian attacks, by small 
Teuton detachments. An attack of this sort, which had 
been reported on Dec. 7, in the region of Kovel, led to no 
subsequent results. Petrograd on Dec. 8 reported a Ger- 
man bombardment with mine throwers in the region of 
Golunitza. On Dec. 12, Petrograd claimed the repulse of 
an infantry attack, delivered after artillery preparation 
in the neighborhood of Zubitno in the region of Lutsk. 
The position held by the Russians changed hands twice, 
remaining theirs in the end. Nothing in the report indi- 
e.ted any purpose in this attack beyond that of the ordi- 
nary trench raids now common ern—all the intrenched 
fronts. 

From Macedonia come Entente reports of the appear- 
ance of new German troops at widely scattered points. It 
is apparently the Allies’ belief that Mackensen has be- 
gun sending forces down from the neighborhood of 
Bucharest to strengthen the Bulgarian lines for a pos- 
sible later attack on Monastir and Salonica. The offen- 
sive of Sarrail’s troops north and east of Monastir has 
been maintained despite forbidding weather and the fact 
that the loss of Bucharest has done away with the hope 
of carrying out a relieving movement or diversion from 
Macedonia in the Roumanian’s favor.- “North of Mona- 
stir,” says Berlin Dec. 9, “and northeast of Paralovo, hill 
positions were shelled strongly, after which attacks were 
made in the Cerna bend, which we repulsed easily.” The 
French statement of Dee. 10 mentions Turkish reinforce- 
ments on the Struma front, and says that the British 
captured some of the Turkish posts near Seres. Both 
the French and the German statement of Dec. 11 mention 
severe fighting north of Monastir, in which Hill 1,050, 
the object of attacks at the beginning of the month, 
changed hands several times. The French claimed only 
a half-mile gain near Flaklar village. Paris, Dec. 13, re- 
ported a Bulgar attack north of Monastir against an 
Italian position, while a Sofia despatch, apparently deal- 
ing with the same action. mention an attack in Epirus 
delivered by Albanian bands upon Italian troops at Pas- 
nesina. This is the first definite word as to Teuton efforts 
to enlist the Albanians against the present Italian occu- 
pation of southern Albania. 

Hostilities continues between the Allies and the Greek 
royal government, although ho war declarations had been 
made. The Entente blockade of Greek ports began on 
Dec. 8 at 8 a.m. The French remain undisturbed at the 
Piraeus, and diplomatic expressions of regret over the 
recent attack on the French marines were received in 
Paris. But meanwhile, movements of Greek royalist 
troops north of Athens gave concern to the French au- 
thorities. A German report of Dec. 13 announced that a 
royalist force of 5,000 men had seized Katerini, near the 
shore of the Gulf of Salonica, threatening the rear com- 
munications of the force at Monastir with its base at 
Salonica. 

Italian forces in the Trentino and on the Carso pla- 
teau met minor attacks, accompanied by several spells of 
shelling from the Austrian guns. Rome, Dec. 11, re- 
ported attacks along the Adriatic coast strip, accom- 
panied with demonstrative attacks in the Carso interior, 
The successful repulse of the attack is asserted. 
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; RECENT DEATHS. 
‘Field. Marshal Prince Iwao Oyama, commander-in- 


chief of the Manchurian army of Japan during the Russo- - 
Japanese war, died at Tokio, Japan, Dee. 10, 1916. He - 


was born at Satsuma in the thirteenth year of Temp 
(1842) and was seventy-four years of age at the time 
of his death. He fought on the side of the imperialist 
forces during the War of the Restoration and was one 
of the earliest students of foreign military methods, hav- 
ing been sent to Europe by the government at the time 
of the Franco-Prussian war, when he attached himself 
to the Prussian forces, remaining at his post until the 
end of the siege of Paris. By 1898 Oyama had been ad- 
vanced to the status of field marshal. In the war with 
Russie Oyama acted as commander-in-chief and added to 
his reputation by a series of victories.

She 
as ies the first of the girl students to be sent abroad 
by the Empress in the early seventies and spent many 
years in the United States. ran 
ig. Gen. James Miller, U.S.A., retired, di ec. 11, 
1916, sat: Temple, N.H., where he had lived for eight 
years. He was born in Salem Feb. 11, 1844. His frst 
military experience was as a private in Co. B, 50th 
Mass. Infantry, which he joined Sept. 11, 1862. He was 
discharged Aug. 24, 1863, and was appointed second lieu- 
tenant, 4th Mass. Cavalry, Jan. 9, 1864, and was pro- 
moted first lieutenant the following February, being hon- 
orably mustered out in November, 1865. He subse- 
quently saw service in the Indian uprisings and was in 
Cuba and Porto Rico. He retired in 1903 at his own 
request after more than forty years’ service. General 
Miller was appointed second lieutenant, 16th U.S. In- 
fantry, Feb. 23, 1866, and was promoted first lieutenant 
the following July. He was transferred to the 2d In- 
fantry, April 17, 1869, and was promoted captain in 
1879; major, 20th Infantry, in 1898; was transferred to 
the 22d Infantry in 1900, promoted lieutenant colonel, 
19th Infantry, in November, 1900, and colonel, 22d In- 
fantry in 1901. He was appointed brigadier general 
Aug. 11, 1903. ‘ 

Rear Admiral John P. Merrell, U.S.N., retired, who 
died ‘at New London, Conn., Dec. 8, 1916, in his apart- 
ment at the Mohican Hotel, was taken ill with a stom- 
ach ailment a short time after his arrival from W ash- 
ington on Nov. 11. He was born in New York Sept. 7, 
1846, and entered the U.S. Naval Academy July 20. 
1863. He was graduated in 1867, and served in the Ticon- 
deroga and the Franklin, of the European Squadron, and 
also in the Plymouth until April, 1870; having been pro- 
moted an ensign in 1868 and master in 1870. He was 
assigned to signal duty in Washington in May, 1870, for 
several months, and was in the Guard, which took part in 
the Darien expedition in July of that year. From 1872 
until 1875 he was on torpedo duty, was in the Swatara 
of the North Atlantic Fleet from 1875 until 1877, and 
was then given charge of the naval ordnance proving 
grounds, remaining on that duty until 1879. Rear Ad- 
miral Merrell was promoted a lieutenant in 1871, lieu- 
tenant commander in 1888, commander in 1896, captain 
in 1901, and rear admiral March 19, 1907. He was an 
instructor at the Naval Academy from 1882 until 1887, 
and returned to the Academy in 1889, remaining until 
1893. After that duty he was assigned to the Baltimore 
on the Asiatic Station, later being on the staff of the 
commander-in-chief of the Asiatic Fleet. From October, 
1895, until March, 1896, he was on special duty as a 
member of a commission sent by the State Department 
to Chengtu, China, to investigate anti-foreign riots in 
the Province of Szechuan. He was on the staff at the 
War College for the first five months in 1898, and was 
then assigned to the Scipio, and later to the Glacier, of 
the North Atlantic Fleet. Other assignments included 
duty at the New York Navy Yard as equipment officer, 
command of the Montgomery, equipment officer at the 
Norfolk Yard in 1900, commandant of the New Orleans 
Station from 1901 until 1903, and the command of the 
Oregon in 1904 of the Asiatic Fleet, and president of the 
Naval War College, Newport, R.I. He was retired for 
age Sept. 7, 1908. A daughter, the wife of Paymr. R. H. 
Johnston, U.S.N., survives him. Rear Admiral Mer- 
rell’s wife died in Washington, D.C., early in Novem- 
ber, 1916. 

The death recently at Norfolk, Va., is reported of ex- 
Comdr. George W. Wood, U.S.N., who was discharged 
from the Navy July 3,\1893. He was born in Ireland 
in 1845, entered the U.S. Naval Academy in 1859 as 
acting midshipman. He was promoted ensign Feb. 24, 
1863; lieutenant in 1864; lieutenant commander in 1866, 
and commander in 1878. Among other duties, he was 
employed for many years at the Norfolk Navy Yard. 
During the Civil War he served as follows: Frigate St. 
Lawrence, 1861; sloop-of-war Oneida; bombardment of 
Forts Jackson and St. Philip; passage of the forts by 
Farragut and destruction of the flotilla above; passage of 
Chalmette batteries and capture of New Orleans; pas- 
sage of Vicksburg batteries, going up; engagement with 
ram Arkansas; passage of Vicksburg batteries; first offi- 
cer to land when Natchez was captured. Feb. 5, 1864, 
in command of ten boats and nearly 200 men, he pro- 
ceeded up Pagan Creek, Va., and captured a torpedoboat 
with loaded torpedoes. During a cruise on board the 
U.S.8. Suwanee after close of the Civil War Mr. Wood 
heroically ventured to sea in a canoe to rescue a helpless 
seaman adrift in a boat, and was saved himself only by 
the opportune arrival of the British sloop-of-war Malacca. 

Major Timothy D. Keleher, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Washington, D.C., Dec. 3, 1916. He was born in Con- 
necticut March 1, 1861, and was appointed an additional 
paymaster of Volunteers in May, 1898. He was honor- 
ably discharged in 1901, was appointed a paymaster in 
the Regular Service, with the rank of captain, in Febru- 
ary, 1901. He was promoted to major in 1904, and was 
retired for disability incident to the service, Oct. 11, 1912. 
The deceased leaves a wife, Nellie P. Keleher, and five 
children, viz., Capt. G. C. Keleher, 32d Inf., U.S.A.; 
Dorothy K. Bagby, wife of Lieut. C. A. Bagby, 16th 
U.S. Inf.; J. P. Keleher, of San Francisco; A. H. Kele- 
her, of New York, and A. C. F. Keleher, of Pittsburgh, 
Pa. 

_A correspondent sends us the following relative to the 
death of Capt. Edwin C. Long, Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
at the post hospital, Fort Monroe, Va., on Dec. 2, 1916, 
of acute leukemia: “‘He had been ill for about one month, 
but not until the last few days was it known by his 
family and friends that his condition was so serious. 
Only a little over a month ago Captain Long was called 
to the death bed of his brother and ever since his return 
had been confined to his bed. He was born in Ohio, but 
in boyhood moved with his family to Pennsylvania. He 
went to the Philippines in 1898 as a corporal in the 10th 
Pennsylvania Infantry. He was appointed a second lieu- 
tenant in the 45th U.S. Infantry Aug. 17, 1899, honor- 
ably mustered out June 3, 1901; appointed second lieu- 
tenant, Artillery Corps, July 1, 1901; first lieutenant, 
Aug. 10, 1903; captain, Jan. 25, 1907. In 1905 and 
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1906 he served as aid on the staff of Brigadier General 
Funston. He was detailed in the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment from Dee. 2,1910, to July 1, 1912, during which 
time he again served in the Philippines. Captain Long 
had just completed ‘the year’s course at~the Coast Ar- 
tillery School. _ Although too ill to complete the last 
month’s work in the school, the high grade of work turned 
out by him’ prior to his illness won for him the diploma, 
which he was too ill to receive in person on Nov. 30, just 
two days before his death. From the school he was to 
have gone to New York for duty as inspector-instructor 
with the New York State Coast Artillery. Captain Long 
married Miss Georgene. S.epard, of San Francisco, Cal., 


’ in 1906, and to them were born two sons, Edwin Shepard, 


and Robert Adair, who with their mother survive him. 
After brief funeral services on the post the remains were 
escorted to the Chesapeake and. Ohio depot, whence they 
were taken to San Francisco, where Mrs. Long and the 
boys will make their future home. Captain Long’s death 
takes from the Coast Artillery one of its brightest and 
best young officers. A fine soldier and a true comrade, 
no words can describe the personal qualities, the gentle- 
ness, and sweetness of disposition that won him the love 
of all with whom he came in contact.” 

Major Charles G. Gould, late of the 5th Vermont Vol- 
unteers, died at Cavendish, Vt., on Dec. 6, 1916. He was 
buried in the family lot in Windham. ‘No braver soldier 
from Vermont served in the Civil War than Major 
Gould,” says the Burlington Free Press and Times, “and 
none had a finer record. He enlisted in the 11th Vermont 
at the age of seventeen, walking eighteen miles to Bellows 
Falls to the recruiting station. His parents were very 
much opposed to his enlistment because of his youth and 
did not give their consent until‘the train was about to 
leave Brattleboro for the front. He served with dis- 
tinction in this regiment until the fall of 1864 when, upon 
the urgent request of Gen. Lewis A. Grant, the able com- 
mander of the Old Brigade, he was made captain of Com- 
pany H, of the 5th Vermont, with which he served until 
mustered out June 19, 1865. Because of his gallant con- 
duct in action at Petersburg, Va., Captain Gould was 
brevetted major and received a medal of honor from 
Congress.” He was among the first to mount the ene- 
my’s works in the assault and received a severe bayonet 
wound in the face, besides being hit with clubbed mus- 
kets. He stood his ground and with his sword killed the 
man who bayoneted him. 

Dr. George Douglas Ramsay, the only surviving b-vther 
of the late Major William G.-Ramsay, died Nov. 27, 1916, 
at.his home, 18 Bull street, Newport, R.I. He was the 
son of the late Lieut. Col. Joseph Gales Ramsay, 7th 
U.S. Art., and Anne Morris Ramsay. His grandfathers 
were Brig. Gen. .George Douglas Ramsay and Brevet 
Major Gen. William Walton Morris. His great-grand- 
fathers were Gen. William Morris, who received’ the 
thanks of Congress for his services in the War of 1812-14, 
and Lieutenant Morris, of the Colonial Line, who was a 
direct. descendant of Lewis Morris, signer of the Declara- 
tion of Independence for the state of New York. Dr. 
Ramsay was born in New York city on May 28, 1869. 
He was surgeon in the Volunteer Medical Corps during 
the Spanish-American War and, on being mustered out, 
became a surgeon in the Medical Reserve Corps, U.S.A., 
and in this capacity was ordered to Fort Adams, where 
he served for some time. He was unmarried. 

Mrs. Louisa Brown, wife of Charles Brown, who died 
at Highwood, Ill., Dec. 3, 1916, was one of the oldest 
residents of that city. She is survived by her husband, 
four daughters and one son: Mrs. Minnie Brownlee, Ida 
Miller, Olga Brown, Charles Brown, jr., and Mrs. Hulda 
Blanchard, wife of Paul W. Blanchard, chief musician, 
U.S.A., retired. Interment at Memorial Park Cemetery, 
Evanston, Ill. 

Col. Ole Herman Johannes Krag, former Chief of 
Ordnance in the Norwegian army, and inventor of.the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle, died at Paris, France, Dec. 12, 
1916. He was seventy-nine years old. 

Mr. John H. Beach, brother of Capt. Edward L. Beach, 
U.S.N., died at Cebu, P.I., on Nov. 23, 1916. 

Sergt. Major Charles Bentzel, U.S.A., retired, died at 
Harrisburg, Pa., on Nov. 22, 1916.

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GROUNDING OF THE TRANSPORT SUMNER. 


The U.S. Army transport Sumner, which sailed from 
Ancon, Canal Zone, Dec. 4, for New York, went hard 
aground at the southern end of Barnegat Shoals, N.J., 
about 300 yards from shore during a dense fog, at 11.17 
o’clock on the night of Dec. 11, 1916. All of her 227 
passengers, which included: Army officers and their fam- 
ilies, and enlisted men of the Army, were safely and 
skilfully taken off by four power surf boats, sent from 
three life-saving stations on the New Jersey Coast. The 
crew of the transport, under Captain Webber, remained 


aboard. 

The surfmen in their work of rescue labored under 
the difficult conditions of fog and snow. There was a 
moderate sea, and a freezing temperature. The surf- 
men made in all eleven trips. ‘The fifteen women and 
eight children, four of them infants, were carried down 
side ladders by men of the life-saving crews. The soldiers 
and officers were transshipped to the Coast Guard Cut- 
ter Mohawk, Capt. J. G. Ballinger, which had steamed 
to the assistance of the Sumner early in the morning. 
One of the women passengers was unable to risk the 
dangers of being carried down the side ladder. She was 
in ill health. A bos’n’s chair was rigged from one of 
the freight booms of the Sumner, and she was lowered 
into a waiting surf boat. Later she was attended by a 
physician. 

Passengers in the surf boats were well drenched by 
the spray, and several of the younger children were 
taken to the Barnegat Life Saving Station, a few hun- 
dred years from where the Sumner lies. The women 
were transported to Sunset Inn, Beach Haven, and 
warm, dry clothing was suppiled by Mr. Joseph M. Bar- 
ber and his assistants. Then a special train was en- 
gaged by Mr. Barber and Lieut. Geo. C. Elsey, 10th 
Inf., U.S.A., of Manhawkin, and from there were trans- 
ferred to a special train on the New Jersey Central Rail- 
road, and landed at New York. Here they were taken 
to a restaurant by Mr. Frank H. Cieslik, who had been 
sent to the train to represent Col. J. M. Carson, Q.M- 
Corps, U.S.A., to receive the women and children. Lieu- 
tenant Elsey and Lieut. George W. Polhemus, 29th U.S. 
Inf., were in charge of the party. 

The passengers on board the Sumner were: One hun- 
dred and eighty-four, troop class; twenty-five, second 
class; eighteen, first class, including Major Field, re- 
tired; Captains M. A. Cross, C.A.C.; J. D. Tilford, 
12th Cav.; L. A. Curtis, 10th Inf.; Lieutenants: F. 
H. Forbes, 33d Inf.; Geo. Elsey, 10th Inf.; G. W. 
Polhemus, 29th Inf., and J. H. Rudolph, 29th Inf.; M. R. 
Baer Phil, Scouts, and C. C. Mann, dental surgeons, 
U.S.A.; Mrs. George W. Polhemus, wife of Lieutenant 
Polhemus, ; Mrs. Charles ©. Mann, wife of 
Lieutenant Mann, dental surgeon, U.S.A. One hundred 
‘and forty-one tons of Army freight and 799 tons of scrap 
iron was in her hold. Mrs. George Irwin and Miss Jo- 
sephine Irwin, wife and daughter, respectively, of Col- 
George Le R. Irwin, U.S.A.; Mrs. John L. Roberts, 
Mrs. J. D. Tilford, wife of Captain Tilford, U.S.A.;

The soldiers from the Sumner on board the cutter 
Mohawk, upon arrival at New York, were transferred to 
the steamer Johnstone of the Q.M. Corps, and landed 
at Pier 12, East river. ‘ 

The Coast Guard cutter Seneca, Capt. J. H. Brown, 
the Army transport Kilpatrick, and several wrecking 
tugs went to the assistance of the stranded Sumner, and 
endeavored to pull her into deep water. The efforts 
made Dec. 13 and 14 failed to move her, but it is hoped 





ae her hold is lightened, the transport may be hauled 


off. 
The Coast Guard crew of the Barnegat City Station 
went out to the Sumner on Dec. 13 for the purpose of 


getting a bag containing securities and jewels, which 
had been left in a stateroom by Mrs. J. D. Tilford. 
They found the bag and. forwarded it to Mrs. Tilford. 
_ The U.S. Army transport Kilpatrick arrived at New 
York city on Dec. 15 with sixty-one members of the crew 
of the transport Sumner, still hard aground off Barnegat, 
N.J. Some of the officers and seamen of the Sumner are 
still aboard, and unusually high tides are awaited to 
assist the-vessels standing by to drag the transport into 
deeper water. The Kilpatrick came north from Newport 
News to take the Sumner’s place on the route from New 
York to the Canal Zone.

Capt. Frederick Mears, Cav., U.S.A., a member of the 
Alaskan Engineering Commission in direct charge of 
construction on the Government's new Alaskan rail- 
road, arrived in Portland, Oregon, from Alaska, on 
Dec. 3, on his way to Washington, D. C., for consulta- 
tion with other officers associated with him in the 
work. “We are getting along splendidly with the work,” 
Captain Mears said to a reporter of the Portland Ore- 
gonian. He explained that at the present rate of prog- 
ress the road would be finished from Cook’s Inlet to 
Fairbanks—a distance of 470 miles—within the next 
three years. A force of about 3,600 men was em- 
ployed on the various units of the work during the 
open season of the summer, and 1,500 men are retained 
there through the winter. The weather is pleasant and 
open-air work can be done in every month of the 
year. The Government has acquired the property of 
the Alaska Northern railroad, extending seventy-one 
miles from Seward into the interior, and is extending this 
line toward Fairbanks. The engineering problems, says 
Captain Mears, are not much different from_those on 
the average railroad built in the states. Work also 
has been in progress through the summer on the arm 
of the main railroad from Matanuska into the Mata- 
nuska coal fields, a distance of thirty-eight miles. This 
road will tap the enormous coal fields of that region 
and will supply fuel for the other work, It will be 
completed within a comparatively short’ time.”

The specifica- 
tions under Charge I alleged that Lieutenant Herwig, when 
asked by his troop commander, Capt. J. J. Boniface, 4th Cav., 
as to why he had not completed his gallery practice, made 
the false statement that he had not had time to do so. It 
was also charged that he made a false statement to his troop 
commander concerning the estimating distance test of his troop, 
a false statement in an official endorsement regarding seeking 
an avoidance of any duty, and also that Lieutenant Herwig 
had made a false statement regarding the delivery of the record 
in the case of Private James M. Jones, of Battery F, Field Art. 

The specifications under Charge II. alleged that Lieutenant 
Herwig failed to be on duty with his troop at gallery prac- 
tice, and that he failed-to attend to business in connection 
with a G.C.M. for which he had received permission to at- 
tend, and was granted an absence from the session of the 
Officers’ Post Graduate School for this purpose. 

It was also charged that he endeavored to evade an order 
to attend the estimating distance test of his troop by obtaining 
authority to perform another duty, and that he failed to obey 
an order to complete his gallery practice. 

He was found not guilty of Charge I and its specifications. 
He was found guilty of Charge II, and of the specifications 
which alleged that he neglected to fire gallery target practice 
and to obey the order to complete the same. 

He was sentenced to be reprimanded by the reviewing au- 
thority and to be confined to his post for a period of six 
months. Brig. Gen. Strong, in reviewing the proceedings, 
said: “In the foregoing case the evidence shows that the 
accused failed to obey the explicit orders of his troop com- 
mander to complete his gallery practice. There is lacking on 
his part that high minded and upright course of action which 
is expected and required of an officer of the Army. It is 
hoped that. the result of this trial will cause Lieutenant Herwig 
to adopt in future a new and proper standard of miijtary 
conduct, otherwise he will be of no value to the service, and 
it can be but a question of time until he brings additional 
discredit upon himself and friends. The sentence is approved, 
the confinement imposed will be served at the post where 
the officer may be stationed.”

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President Wilson had before him on the night of Dec. 
14 the official text of the proposal for a peace discussion 
made by the Central Powers, which appears on this page. 
The identical notes conveying it arrived at the State 
Department on that day from Germany, Austria-Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria, That of Turkey alone was missing. 
Von Bethmann Hollweg, the German Chancellor, an- 
nounced the peace proposals in an address to the Reich- 
stag on Dec. 12, the same day that they were handed to 
the representatives of the neutral-powers. The German 
Chancellor’s speech was in his customary veia, a recital of 
Germany’s victories, “with God’s help,” both on land and 
on sea through the work of the submarines. He read 
the note addressed to the Entente Powers, and added 
that if the peace proposals were refused, “then even 
in the least and smallest homes every German heart will 
burn in sacred wrath against our enemies, who are 
unwilling to stop human slaughter in order that their 
plans of conquest and annihilation may continue.” 





Five officers and 400 enlisted men of the Marine Corps, 
who have been on duty in San Domingo and Haiti, 
have been ordered to their home stations.

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It is not exactly a Christmas number that we are 
issuing this week.

But we do modestly call our readers’ at- 
tion to the fact that in an endeavor to cover fully the 
great amount of interesting matter that accumulates at 
this time of year, we are offering for their considera- 
tion forty pages of printed matter; this despite the 
present scandalously high prices for print paper. To 
paraphrase Lincoln, we are sure some of it will be inter- 
esting to all our readers, and all of it to some of them. 
Christmas number or not, may we be permitted to offer 
to our subscribers the best of good wishes of the season, 
and to express to the many of them who have been 
writing such nice things of us of late our sincere thanks. 
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Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., at his own 
request will shortly be relieved as Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, to enable him to obtain the sea service 
required for promotion under the new personnel law. 
During his tour of duty in the Ordnance Department, 
some of the largest problems connected with the modern 
Navy have been solved. Among other things done, the 
new Navy 16-inch gun has been developed, the Indian 
Head powder factory has been enlarged, and some of 
the most notable ordnance tests have been conducted by 
Admiral Strauss. 
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The largest examination of candidates for the Army 
Medical Corps since 1890 will occur on Jan. 1. There 
will be about one hundred candidates to report for the 
examination. The successful candidates will be ordered 
to report on March 2 for a course at the Army Medical 
School. Steps are being taken to transfer the officers of 
the Medical Reserve Corps to the medical section of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. There will be several thousand of 
the Medical Reserve Corps officers to enter the new or- 
ganization. 
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Under an order issued by the War Department proba- 
tionary officers are required to purchase only the ser- 
vice and dress uniforms, with arms and personal and 
horse equipment pertaining to their rank and duty. 
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GERMANY PROPOSES PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 
The diplomatic representatives at Berlin of the United 
States, Spain and Switzerland, the states representing 
Germany at hostile capitals, were called to the German 
Chancellory on Dec, 12 and presented with a copy of the 
note which follows below and asked to bring it to the 
knowledge of the hostile governments. The note was also 
read in the Reichstag by the Chancellor. The govern- 
ments of Austria-Hungary, Turkey and Bulgaria are 
making similar proposals. Germany also sent a separate 
note to the Vatican on the same lines and Austria issued 
an official statement from Vienna of a like character. 
The following is the text of the German note: 


In the midst of the most terrific war ever experienced in his- 
tory, which.has been raging for the last two years and a half 
over a large part of the world—a catastrophe which thousands 
of years of common civilization was unable to prevent and 

which injures the most precious achievements of humanity, our 
aims are not to shatter or annihilate our adversaries. In spite 
of our consciousness of our military and economic strength and 
our readiness to continue the war (which has been forced upon 
us) until the bitter end if necessary; at the same time prompted 
by the desire to avoid further bloodshed and make an end to 
the atrocities of war, the four allied Powers propose to enter 
forthwith into peace negotiations, 

The propositions which they bring forward for such negotia- 
tions and which have for their object a guarantee of the 
existence of the honor and liberty of evolution for their nations 
are, according to their firm belief, an appropriate basis for 
the establishment of a lasting peace. 

The four allied powers have been obliged to take up arms 
to defend justice and the liberty of national evolution. The 
glorious deeds of our armies have in no way altered their pur- 
pose. We have always maintained the firm belief that our own 
rights and justified claims in no way control the rights of these 
nations. 

The spiritual and material progress which were the pride 
of Europe at the beginning of the twentieth century are 
threatened with ruin. Germany and her allies, Austria-Hungary, 
Bulgaria and Turkey, gave proof of their unconquerable strength 
in this struggle. They gained gigantic advantages over ad- 
versaries superior in number and war material. Our lines 
stand unshaken against ever repeated attempts made by armies. 

The last attack in the Balkans has been rapidly and vic- 
toriously overcome, ‘The most recent events have demonstrated 
that further continuance of the war will not result in breaking 
the resistance of our forces, and the whole situation with re- 
gard to our troops justifies our expectation of further suc- 
cesses. 

If in spite of this offer of peace and reconciliation the 
struggle should go on, the four allied powers are resolved to 
continue to a victorious end, but they disclaim responsibility 
for this before humanity and history. The Imperial Govern- 
ment, through the good offices of Your Excellency, ask the gov- 
ernment-of (here is inserted the name of the neutral power ad- 
dressed in each instance) to bring this communication to the 
knowledge of the government of (here are inserted the names 
of the belligerents). 





The tone of this communitation of the Central Powers 
is a singular one to adopt if the purpose is conciliation. 
The Entente Powers will be disposed to challenge at the 
outset the claim of Germany and her allies that they are 
the innocent victims of aggressive action, and their claim 
of unconquerable strength. To the enemies of the Teutons 
the first claim will appear to be like that of the innocent 
wolf of the fable in his controversy with the lamb. 

As no definite proposition to form a basis for peace 
negotiations has been made, it is impossible for those re- 
ceiving the message of the Central Powers to do more 
now than consent to listen to such a proposition when 
offered.. There is no expectation that Germany and her 
allies will offer at the outset anything to which their 
enemies will accord even the dignity of a hearing, and 
it is doubtful, therefore, whether the present movement 
brings us any nearer peace. England and her associates 
will require some weeks for consultation before they can 
formulate a reply in which all can join, and they cannot, 
without complete stultification, propose any terms which 
Germany will consider unless there is a radical change 
in her present attitude. 

The Teutonic appeal is to those at home who are 
weary of war and to those abroad who regard any sacri- 
fice of the national spirit which makes nations great as 
preferable to war. The indications are that, in this re- 
spect, the appeal will be effective, and it may accomplish 
part of its purpose in throwing upon the members of the 
Entente the apparent responsibility for further strife. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the pacifists in this 
country will not be able to cxert sufficient influence at 
Washington to persuade our Government to intermeddle 
in this matter. To give unasked for advice, or even 
that requested, is to assume a knowledge of the subject 
under discussion superior to that of the recipient of the 
advice; and this is a self-righteous assumption which is 
in itself offensive. We have already in this country too 
much of this spirit of self-righteousness and have given 
reasonable offense to those whose souls are stirred to 
their depths by their engagement in what one writing 
from the trenches described as “God’s war.’ However 
others may regard it, they are sustained in the midst 
of danger and hardships by the spirit which made the 
early martyrs to the Christian faith indifferent to suf- 
fering and death. . 
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There were so many new items in the Army Appropria- 
tion bill that the House Committee on Military Affairs 
kept Major Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, Quartermaster Gen- 
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eral, before it the greater part of this week, going over 
his recommendations. Incidentally it developed that some 
of the members of the committee were not any too 
friendly to the training camp and the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps provisions of the bill. Evidently when they voted 
for these provisions in the National Defense Act they 
did not think that it would require large appropriations 
to put them into effect. It is not believed, however, that 
the committee will strike them from the estimates. 
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UNIVERSAL MILITARY SERVICE. 


There are two possible developments which may force 
the universal military service issue at this session of Con- 
gress. One is the repeal of the National Guard provisions 
of the National Defense act and the other is the refusal 
of Congress to appropriate for the second increment of 
the Regular Army under the increase authorized at the 
last session of Congress. i 

Senator, Borah will press his bill, which provides for 
the repeal of the Militia pay provisions of the Defense 
Act at every opportunity during this session. He will 
probably bring it up when the Army Appropriation bill is 
under consideration in the Senate, if he is not able to 
induce the Senate committee to report it as an amend- 
ment to the bill. With the passage of Senator Borah’s 
bill the country would be without any military force aside 
from the Regular Army. The dangerous insufficiency of 
our military defenses will be so apparent that it is be- 
lieved Congress will be forced to pass some universal 
service legislation. 

Some members of Congress are discussing the advis- 
ability of postponing the time for the next increment of 
the Regular Army. Their excuse for this is the difficulty 
that the War Department is experiencing in securing en- 
listments for the Army. So far as that is concerned, the 
reports from the National Guard show that the War De- 
partment is meeting with greater success in filling up the 
Regular Army than the state cuthorities in securing en- 
listments for the National Guard. But without regard 
to whether the first increment for the Army will be se- 
cured by June 30, any postponement of the increments in 
the Regular Army will call attention to the weakness of 
the volunteer system in such a manner that Congress 
cannot ignore it. For this reason it is not believed that 
a proposition for the postponement of the increments will 
receive serious consideration by Congress. The leaders 
of the House are evidently endeavoring to avoid an issue 
on the universal military service question. A large num- 
ber of the members of both Houses who are in favor of 
some legislation of this character do not believe that pub- 
lic sentiment has reached a point where it will be safe to 
enact a universal service law. Some of the more con- 
servative are inclined to believe that the recent election 
did not show a popular sentiment for universal service. It 
is true that the question was not an issue in the cam- 
paign, although Colonel Roosevelt advocated it, but Presi- 
dent Wilson has never made himself clear on the question. 
At least there is not much in the result of the election to 
indicate whether the people of the country are as yet 
alive to the necessity of placing military service on a 
universal basis. 

The average Congressman is just now in a very con- 
~fused state of mind relative to the question. Many mem- 
bers of Congress have given so little thought to the sub- 
ject that they fail to realize its importance. The un- 
certainty as to the attitude of the President adds much to 
the confusion and a majority of Congressmen have not 
made up their minds on the subject. The Secretary of 
War in an interview about a year ago expressed himself 
as in favor of universal service, but he did not touch 
upon it in his annual report. 
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OIL RESERVES FOR THE NAVY. 


With the passage of a resolution by the Naval Con- 
sulting Board and opposition that is developirg in other 
sources, it is being predicted that the Navy Department 
will win its fight against the Phelan amendment to the 
oil leasing bill. This is the amendment which, in the 
opinion of the Navy Department, would prevent the de- 
velopment of an oil reserve for the fleet. The Naval Con- 
sulting Board has taken up the subject, and it is under- 
stood will support the necessary legislation by which it 
is hoped that the Department will be able to secure an 
adequate supply of reserve oil. 

Franklin D. Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
appeared before a sub-committee of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Public Lands on Dec. 18 to voice the Navy De- 
partment’s objections to any abridgements of the Navy’s 
rights to the naval oil reserves in California. Efforts 
were made by members of the Senate committee to bring 
about a compromise on the Oil Land Leasing bill. The 
basis of the changes suggested by friends of the bill is 
that all of reservation No. 1, embracing oil lands in Cali- 
fornia, shall be turned over to the Navy for its uses, and. 
that reservation No. 2, also in California, shall be open 
to entry under the leasing system, with a proviso that the 
money ¢ rived by the Government from the leases shall go 
into the Navy fund. In order to clear reservation No. 1 
for the exclusive use of the Navy it will be necessary to 
satisfy the claimants who have located in that reserva- 
tion and whose patents the pending measure would per- 
fect. It is stated th.t the California Oil Association will 
provide the means of accomplishing that result. Naval 
experts, however, declare that reservation No. 1 has much 
less oil than No. 2. 

Those who favor the bill profess to believe that an ar- 
rangement of the character described may be reached so 
that the bill may pass, but representatives of the Navy do 





not ntertain the same view. The oil interests will fight 


to prevent any separation of the oil leasing issue from 
the other provisions of the bill which affect coal, phos- 
phate, potassium, sodium and other lands. 

The Naval Consulting Board, at a monthly meeting 
in New York city on Dec. 9, adopted a resolution urging 
Congress to maintain and extend the naval petroleum 
reserves. The board also approved the recommenda- 
tion of Secretary Lane for the creation of additional 
reserves in Colorado, Utah and Wyoming. According. 
ty a report of the committee on fuel and fuel handling, 
on which the resolution was based, the present reserves 
at the present rate of consumption will be exhausted 
in twenty-eight years. The committee reported that 
the safety of the Nation required that there should be 
reserve oil land sufficient to meet the needs of “our ever 
growing navy for a period of not less than fifty years.” 
The Committee on Site for a Naval Testing Laboratory, 
of which ‘Thomas A. Edison is chairman, has selected 
a location, which will be submitted to Secretary Dan- 
iels for approval, The name of the site was not made 
public. Among the board members present were Hudson 
Maxim, Howard E. Coffin, Peter Cooper Hewitt, M. R. 
Hutchinson, L. Addicks, B. J. Arnold, L. H. Richards, 
T. Robbins, W. L. Saunders, B. B. ‘Thayer, A. G. Web- 
ster, W. R. Whitney and R, S. Woodward. 
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NAVY PROMOTIONS IN PROSPECT. 


Not much before Christmas will the Navy Board of 
Selection for Promotion make public its report. For the 
present, judging from the reported progress of the board, 
which is now in session at Washington, it will not have 
completed its work before the middle of next week. The 
board, consisting of Rear Admirals Austin M. Knight, 
Frank F. Fletcher, Henry T. Mayo, Walter McLean, 
DeWitt Coffman, Augustus F. Fechteler, Albert 
Gleaves and Albert W. Grant, convened Dec. 2, with 
instructions from the Secretary to select captains, com- 
manders and lieutenant commanders of the line for pro- 
motion to the grades of rear admiral, captain and com- 
mander. It was furnished with the following memoran- 
dum: 

(a) That. the following vacancies in the grades of 
rear admiral, captain and commander now exist: In 
grade of rear admiral, 4; insgrade of captain, 12; in 
grade of commander, 35. (b) That no vacancies will 
occur by operation from this date to Dec. 31, 1916, 
unless casualties should occur; if any casualties do oc- 
cur before the board has submitted its report it will 
be promptly notified.’ (c) That the number of vacancies 
which will occur by operation of law from Jan. 1, 1917, 
to Dec. 31, 1917, will be as follows: In the grade of 
rear admiral, 2; in the grade of captain, 10; in the 
grade of commander, 12. (d) Therefore, the board will 
select the following officers for promotion: Six cap- 
tains for promotion to grade of rear admiral; twenty- 
eight commanders for promotion to grade of captain, 
and seventy-five lieutenant commanders for promotion to 
grade of commander. 

A list of officers of the line eligible for selection for 
promotion will be furnished the board. Each officer 





’ named in the list will have had the required four-years’ 
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service in his present grade. 

The official efficiency records of the eligible officers, 
covering service in present grades, have been assembled 
in the Bureau of Navigation, and are ready for the 
board’s inspection when called for; the official records 
covering service of the same officers in previous grades 
have been assembled in the Judge Advocate General’s 
Office, and are ready for the Board’s inspection when 
called for. All communications that have been received 
from officers eligible for selection for promotion, inviting 
attention. to matters of record in the Department con- 
cerning themselves which they deem important in the 
Act of Aug. 29, 1916, will be furnished the board for 
consideration. 
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JAPANESE QUESTION BEFORE SENATE. 


The immigration bill was discussed in' the Senate on 
Dec. 11 and 12, a feature of the second day’s considera- 
tion of the measure being the adoption of an amendment 
offered by Senator Phelan, of California, after a lively 
debate. The vote was 42 to 14. The amendment was 
proposed to the so-called Japanese amendment written 
into the bill in the Senate comrittee and recommended 
by the State Department to appease the Japanese Govern- 
ment. The Phelan amendment reads: “Nothing in this 
act shall be construed to repeal any existing law, treaty 
or agreement in so far as such law, treaty or agreement 
serves to prohibit or restrict immigration into the United 
States or any possession thereof.” 

Senators opposed to the amendment declared the 
amendment would be misunderstood and would irritate 
the Japanese. Its author insisted that it would make clear 
the scope of the legislation and “soothe the people of the 
Pacific coast.” © During the debate Scnator Lodge de- 
clared “it was a great mistake for this Congress to give 
wanton and needless offense to a friendly nation, by 
which we gain nothing.” Senator Phelan has offered 
another amendment, that is still pending, which is aimed 
at what are known as the “picture brides.” It would ex- 
clude women who come over from Japan to become the 
wives of Japanese residing in the United States, the 
courtship having been carried on by an exhibit of photo- 
graphs. When the Senate adjourned there was pending 
still another amendment by Senator Reed to exclude all 
persons who came to the United States for temporary 





employment as laborers, intending to return to their 
native land. 
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The delay in sending the recess Army nominations te 
the Senate, it is said, grows out of the discussion over the 
order transferring officers fro1. one arm to another. There 
is a great deal of objection to the construction that has 
been given to War Department Bulletin No. 17 in ar- 
ranging for the transfer. It is claimed that the order as 
construed does very little toward the equalization of pro- 
motion. In some cases officers have been called upon to 


‘sacrifice rank in the transfers, and according to current 


reports the objection to the arrangements for the trans- 
fers has been carried to the President. While the nom- 
inations have been pending for a number of days in the 
White House, it is believed that they will eventually be 
sent to the Senate as they came from the War Depart- 
ment. It would not te surprising if the nominations 
growing out of the transfers were held up when they 
reach the Senate. No one seems to be entirely satisfied 
with the operations of the provision of the law under 
which the transfers are made, and as a consequence there 
will be a revival of a proposition for the enactment of 
some new personnel legislation. There are several plans 
under consideration both at the War Department and at 
the capital. The Tilson bill, which bases promotion om 
length of service, has more supporters than any other 
proposal. 
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One of the most difficult problems that the Navy De- 
partment has been called upon to solve is the bids on 
the. battle cruisers. It would be a simple question to 
add ten or fifteen per cent. as provided for in the 
bids to the actual cost of the battle cruisers if the 
expert accountants could agree on what is the actual 
cost. When they start to estimate the actual cost of a 
ship they must delve into the uncertain realm of over- 
head charges, depreciation and interest. Taxes and 
insurance must be included, but there is reliable data 
on these items. Overhead charges are a very perplexing 
problem even for experts of the highest order. There is 
a great deal of room for disagreement between the Navy 
authorities and the contractors, not only as to over- 
head charges, but as to depreciation and interest. Just 
what proportion of these items should be charged to a 
battle cruiser built by the Government, it will be very 
difficult to determine. Incidentally, if this scheme of 
letting contracts for battle cruisers proves satisfactory 
to the Navy Department and the contractors it may be 
adopted for other ships. The plan has been frequently 
suggested by both ship builders and Navy officers. 
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There is very little prospect of the adoption by the 
House Committee of a provision for the early gradua- 
tion of two classes at Annapolis, as was proposed by 
Rear Admiral Palmer, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion. Secretary Daniels, in appearing before the com- 
mittee, expressed his disapproval of the proposition and 
the committee, as was stated in our last issue, is not 
favorably disposed toward the change. The Secretary 
of the Navy took the ground that there will always be 
a shortage of officers for the fleet in time of peace. He 
argued that other nations did not fully man tn.ir fleets, 
and that this country could wait until officers were 
graduated in the usual course from the Acidemy. The 
Secretary was inclined to believe that the early gradua- 
tion of the midshipmen would result in a letdown in 
the high standard of the Navy. The Secretary declared 
that there was a more serious shortage of enlisted men 
for the Navy. He expressed the opinion that it would 
probably be necessary to increase the pay of enlisted men 
by $5 a month to fill up the fleet. The proposition for a 
bonus is not being looked on with favor by the members 
of the committee and the Secretary. 
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While the trial trip of the U.S. fuel ship Maumee has 
proven her to be a success, there must be some radical 
changes in the Diesel engines with which she is equipped 
if they are to prove a success in battleships or other 
vessels requiring a high rate of speed. The Maumee 
has been sent to the New York yard for some altera- 
tions in her machinery, after which she will have an- 
other trial. Unless she shows more speed than she 
has up to date the Maumee may be the last large Navy 
ship to be equipped with Diesel engines. The chief ob- 
jection to the Deisel engine is the large amount 
of heat which it generates. This difficulty can be over- 
come in ships of lower speed, but apparently not in 
engines of high power. The Maumee experiments show 
that the Diesel engine would be a success in tramp ships 
and vessels of this class. They are being used extensively 
ments in the Regular Army’s motors, that at Columbus, 
pected. 
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There has ‘been considerable discussion in National 
Guard circles as to why the rules prescribed by the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department in September 
last, for the promotion and appointment of officers 
of the National Guard, were not being followed. The 
reason is that at present there are not sufficient officers 
of the Regular Army available to carry out the pro- 
visions of Bulletin 13,* Militia Bureau, governing ex- 
aminations. National Guard officers are consequently 
being examined, and commissioned by State authorities, 
subject to future examination under the Militia Bureau 
regulations. 
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BUREAU OF YARDS AND DOCKS. 

Civil Engr. F. R. Harris,.U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, reports that the. work in his bureau 
during the year amounted to $6,710,098.03. The devel- 
opment of shore establishments has not kept pace with 
the development of the fleet. Norfolk should be devel- 
oped without delay as one of the main naval bases, with 
the acquisition of adjacent site or sites for training 
station, submarine and aviation bases, fuel oil storage 
and transfer depot for supplies. .The Philadelphia Yard 
should be devoted primarily to shipbuilding and the re- 
serve fleet. Puget Sound should be provided with ade- 
quate equipment, and a dock yard in deep water es- 
tablished as an adjunct to Mare Island, where it will 
be impossible to accommodate the projected Navy ves- 
sels. The large graving dock at Balboa has been com- 
pleted, and progress is reported_cn the drydocks at Bos- 
ton, Mass., and Pearl Harbor, H/T. Until the Massachu- 
sétts drydock and the naval docks provided for at Phil- 
adelphia and Norfolk are completed, there will be no 
drydocks on the Atlantic coast capable of docking the 
battle cruisers, and no drydocks south of Norfolk ex- 
cept at Panama. The Charleston dock can be lengthened 
at one-third the cost of building a new dock, and in 
about one-half the time. Puget Sound dock is too short 
for battle cruisers. The provisions for new docks still 
fall short of what is required on completion of the -pres- 
ent naval program. The new dock. at New York is too 
short for battle cruisers, and a new graving dock in the 
-vVicinity of New York should be immediately authorized, 
on the north shore of Long Island Sound, the lower 
reaches of the Hudson river, or on the Jersey shore. _ 

An annual expenditure of approximately $40,000 is 
required to_maintain a dredged depth of thirty-five feet 
at New York. Alf navy yards or naval stations are sub- 
= to normal silting up... More favorable prices for 

Navy work are expected to result from the changes of 
the clauses in contracts. With. the maximum - increase 
authorized the Civil Engineer Corps will. receive the ‘re- 
lief so long needed and- recommended. The number of 
captains should be 8% per cent.,: as mow: provided for 
the Construction Corps. The establishment of an office 
of deputy chief of buréau in the vicinity of San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., is recommended. Work has been vigorously 
prosecuted upon the preparation of Mare. Island for the 
construction of capital ships. There has’been great 
activity in connéction with radio-station improvements. 
A description is given in detail of the bureau’s construc- 
tion work of major importance. 


NAVY BUREAU OF ORDNANCE. 


Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., Chief of Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, reports that in general the life of our 
guns has been underestimated. Experiments have been 
continued with a view to decreasing erosion, but without 
progress so far. All spare guns from 6-inch, 45-caliber 
to 3-pounder, inclusive, for which mounts are available, 
have been grouped in reserve batteries, and either ten- 
tatively or finally assigned to merchant ships. There is 
a shortage of guns for this purpose, which will partly 
be filled by guns which are being manufactured under 
the appropriation “Batteries for merchant auxiliaries” 
carried in the Naval Appropriation Act approved Aug. 
29, 1916. 

Contracts have been awarded for all the projectiles 
for which funds were available. In the navy yards have 
been - manufactured 20,000 6-inch and 100,000. 3-ineh 
forged steel shells: Further experiments are being con- 
dueted in the manufactyre of armor-piercing shells at 
the Washington Navy Yard. Nine of ‘the ten 16-inch 
armor-piercing projectiles manufactured by the Midvale 
Steel Company have been tested with excellent results, 
furnishing the necessary data upon which to base speci- 
fications. < 

At the naval powder factory 4,220,405 pounds of 
smokeless powder have ‘been manufactured, of which 
893,076 pounds were reworked powder. The cost of the 
new powder was .440782. cents and of the reworked 
powder, .240354 cents. The cost last year was .341256 
cents for the new powder and .194470 cents for the re- 
worked powder, the increase being due to the war prices 
of raw material. Offers of higher pay enticed forty- 
one per cent. of the trained labor from the proving 
ground. No contracts for smokeless powder have been 
placed with private manufacturers, and no deliveries 
made by them. ‘he stabilized powder continues excel- 
lent, and they bave replaced all unstabilized powder in 
the Service. This has required a large amount of work 
in reproving and correcting the weight of charges. 

The policy of inspecting and overhauling ships’ service 
ammunition outfits during repair periods has been con- 
tinued with decidedly beneficial results. Demands from 
abroad, and the difficulty of obtaining certain raw ma- 
terial, has added largely to the cost of high explosives. 
The war has shown the need of reserves, and as soon as 
market conditions become favorable, the special material 
required will be obtained. The quality of all-service 
fuses has been greatly improved. New types of deto- 
nating fuses of high efficiency have been adopted. Con- 
tracts for all torpedoes provided for by the.1916 appro- 
priation have been placed, and arrangements are being 
made for those contracted for under the 1917 appropria- 
tion. 

The plant of the torpedo station at Newport has been 
largely increased, but owing to the scarcity of labor and 
the demands of repair work, the output of the plant has 
not reached expectations. Experiments of the Wyom- 
ing in the issue of torpedoes practically ready for firing 
have greatly simplified the problem of maintaining tor- 
pedoes. Lack of material has interfered to some extent 
with the manufacture of mines at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard. 

The work of standardizing broadside battery allow- 
ance lists has been practically completed, and the stand- 
ardization of turret lists is going ahead satisfactorily. 
The assembling of outfits for vessels completed during 
the year has not been satisfactory, long lists of. short- 
ages being reported, noticeably by the Oklahoma and 
the Pennsylvania. A good deal of the trouble has been 
in material obtained from contractors (optical material, 
for example). Since the outbreak of the European war 
it has been increasingly difficult to get deliveries of sat- 
isfactory optical material. A definite policy has been 
approved for determining the stock of spare parts, ett., 
to be carried at the Washington Navy Yard. Deliveries 
of fire-contrel instruments and optical material, except 
range finders, has been practically completed for all 
battleships up to and including Arizona, destroyers 
Nos. 63 to 68, and: all auxiliaries under construction. 
Development of optical instruments during the year 
has been in the direction of standardization and simpli- 





' fication of designs with a view to facilitating the supply. . 


of such instruments in emergencies.” 


Gunnery has developed rapidly during the year, due 


to reports received in regard to naval battles ‘abroad. . 


The necéssity of being able to’ maké hits at ranges 
much greater than were heretofore considered likely to 
obtain in battle has emphasized the importance of get- 
ting and keeping the range-accurately. As firing ranges 
increase, the relative values of the various errors change 
radically. Much has been learned about the action of 
fuses from the report of the special board on naval 
ordnance, who have tested seven different types. They 
report that danger from the sympathetic detonation 
as the result of a blow on the vessel is very. slight, 
if it exists at all, as the board were unable to produce 
the sympathetic detonation. ‘They recommend certain 
steps to prevent oil explosions in torpedoes. Prelimi- 
nary tests of the Clarke bomb were made by the “board, 
and are to be continued by a specially designated board. 
This board has examined and reported on about 850 in- 
ventions and devices that have been submitted to the 
bureau.- A large number of the inventors. of these de- 
vices. showed more or less ignorance of the conditions 
to be met. Many of the devices were wholly impractica- 
ble, and a large majority were either too complicated 
or too visionary to be seriously considered. A great 
many- of these devices were founded upon false princi- 
ples, while others were devices tested many years ago 
and discarded as inefficient or impracticable. Of the 
many devices examined, only three or’ four appeared to 
possess sufficient merit to warrant further consideration 
and development. The work of the board would ‘be 
greatly facilitated by its transfer to the naval proving 
ground where its tests are made. 

Fifty Mark VII. Mod. 2. torpedoes have been practi- 
cally completed, and 50 others are 75 per cent. com- 
pleted. Ninety-six torpedoes on a new. order-have had 
8 per cent: of work done on them. Forty-one Mark’ ITI. 
twin tubes ‘have ‘been completed at the yard, and -eight 
others are nearing: completion. Sixteen Mark III. triple 
tubes have been delivered, and thirty-two others of the 
same type are in hand, some of them nearing comple- 
tion. In addition to this, a number of submerged tubes 
have been finished, and others are well in hand. 

Steel foundries are producing ingots of very high 
quality. Increased economy has resulted from the re- 
working of nonferrous scrap.metal. The most notable 
achievement of the gun factory ‘is in the greatly in- 
creased. output of cartridge cases at a reduced cost, and 
the improved efficiency of. the forge. shop. and. foundry. 
As the result of the proof of powder, reassignments of 
powder have been made and weights of charge corrected. 
The design of primers has been improved and material 
changed to: prevent the sticking of primers in their 
seats. The work of retesting of fuses in*store has just 
been completed.. An additional proving ground is im- 
peratively needed. The number of torpedoes- produced 
at the Newport torpedo station has been doubled.

NAVY JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 


The Judge Advocate General of the Navy, Capt. Rid- 
ley McLean, U.S.N., in his annual report says that the 
change in the method of administration of naval pun- 
ishment, besides its moral advantages, has resulted in 
a calculable saving of $850,000 per year, besides other 
smaller expenses, and there would be a further reduction 
of $50,000 if the use of the Southery could be discon- 
tinued. The Marine guard at prisons has been reduced 
from twenty-three officers and 849 men in 1913 to seven 
officers and 326 men in 1916. The system of probation 
under suspended sentences has been established during 
the past year on a permanent basis, after fully demon- 
strating its merit. There has been a reduction-of more 
than 66 per cent. of the number of men in prison under 


previous systems. Discipline has been improved, and 
there has been a reduction of approximately 55 per cent. 
in the time elapsing between trial by G.C.M. and the 
final ‘disposition of the case. 

The articles for the government of the Navy have been 
amended by the romoval of antiquated and inadequate 
provisions. Court-martial orders have continued to be 
published on an enlarged scale and in improved form. 
Compilation of laws relating to the Navy, annotated, 
has progressed favorably... A course of practical in- 
struction in military law has been inaugurated at the 
Naval Academy. The subject of international Jaw hag 
been assigned by regulation to the office of the J.A.G., 
which has formed regulations governing interned bel- 
ligerent vessels and the treatment of prisoners of war. 
Greater co-operation between the civil and military 
authorities has been established, to mutual advantage. 
The duties of the’ office are in intimate touch with the 
pulse of the Service and directly affect the efficiency 
thereof. 

Though 1,308 more men were. handled during 1916 
than during the previous year, there has been a decrease 
of a total of 1.251 “premature discharges,” viz,, 784 
Navy and 458 Marines, this in spite of the inducements 
for enlisted men to seek civil employment. .Also a de- 
crease of 1.4 per cent. of desertion in the Marine Corps 
and 0.46 per cent. in the Navy, and an increase of 
1,848 (or 18 per cent.) of men discharged in an hon- 
orable status, as compared with the previous year. 

The naval prison at the Boston Navy Yard was closed 
in April, 1914. The Philadelphia and Topeka have been 
abandoned as prison ships, and the Port Royal and 
Puget Sound Disciplinary Barracks. The only naval 
prisons remaining are at Portsmouth, N.H., Mare 
Island, Cal., and the detention ship Southery. The 
naval prison at Cavite, P.I., has been used as a clearing 
house for the prisoners tried at the Asiatic Station. 
Recent legislation affecting the administration of naval 
justice is found in the Naval Appropriation Act of 
Aug. 29, 1916. The provision that a man can re- 
ceive his discharge. without cost during the months 
of June or December following his completion of a year’s 
service leaves no excuse in the future for any man to 
desert. The Secretary is also authorized to grant fur- 
loughs without pay for a period covering the unexpired 
portion of their enlistment under the conditions which 
formerly authorized discharge by .purchase. The oppo- 
sition to the employment of Federal prisoners in com- 
petition with ordinary labor has prevented an adoption 
of the recommendations to employ prisoners on useful 
labor. The average time during the first five months 
of the year from the date of confinement to final dis- 
aera ee of prisoners was 31 2-5 days, and during the 
ast five months, fourteen days. This is due in great 
measure to the report of the return of deserters or strag- 
glers by radio or wire, instead of by letter. 

The legislative work for the year was more than 
double that for the previous year. The difficulty in 





drafting legislation in apt language is explained. It is’ 
not understeed by many who irresponsibly draft pro- ‘ 


posed laws that statutes are interpreted, not by what 


the draftsman intended to ‘say, but by wliat the words 
do actually say’ as determined by the’ ordinary: canons 
of statutory interpretation. It is therefore recommended 
that the department make it a rigid rule to withhold 
its sanction and approval from proposed législation : re- 
lating to the personnel until the draft thereof has been 
submitted to the J.A.G. office to be placed in “proper 
form and phraseology and to determine its effect upon 
existing law. In only one instance was it fotind’ -neces- 
sary to apply to the Attorney General for ‘an .opinion 
upon a question involved, and in that case the opinion 
previously’ expressed by the J.A.G:“was fully sustained. 
To prepare for the consideration -of* the questions. of 
international law rising out of the present European 
war the J.A.G. and séven of his. officers took a special 
course in international law at a local university. |" 
Delivery was made to civil authorities of seventy- 
nine naval prisoners. Fifteen officers in the Navy and 
1,081 men. were tried by G.C.M., and one Maritie officer 
and 162 men; this is a decrease of 212 from last year. 
Of the 624 men placed on probation, 409, or 65.54 per 
cent., have completed an average probationary ~ period 
of six months. It is’ expected that about 35 per cent. 
of these men will have’ completely rehabilitated them- 
selves, and will be granted an honorable discharge. 
There is a larger percentage of Marines, owing to the 
fact that the average Marine probationer is about three 
years older than the average. Navy ‘probationer. ‘The 
number of men received for confinement in State prisons 
in 1916 was practically the same as 1915, 58; as com: 
pared with 83 for 1914. These are all men’ who have 
committed crimes for which they would have’ been ‘sen- 
tenced to imprisonment if in ¢ivil life. -Ehe most com- 
mon offenses are those of theft and crimes of an im- 
moral nature, including crimes against nature, which 
every effort is being made to eradicate, and which during 
the past year were reduced to a comparatively negligible 
number. x i 
There were 11,132 summary court-martial trials 
against 10,130 last year, though a greater number of 
men were handled during the year. Approximately two- 
thirds of the’ men placed on probation, in lieu of -being 
summarily discharged, effect their rehabilitation in the 
naval Service in an honorable status, and thereby avoid 
the stigma of a bad conduct discharge. It is believed 
that with a return of normal conditions in the demand 
for labor thé number of successful probationers ’ will 
be larger, as men will not find employment so easily 
and so much more remunerative than the. naval Ser- 
vice, and will not be tempted to commit. themselves in 
order to be summarily discharged<with a bad-conduct 
discharge. K a

OUR LACK OF NAVAL BASES. 





Rear Admirals John R. Edwards and Bradley A.. 


Fiske, U.S.A., made sharp attacks on our lack of suf- 


ficient naval bases fit to accommodate battleships along ' 
the Atlantic and Gulf cdasts at the annual convention | 


of the American Society of Mechanical Engineers in 


New York city..on. Dec..11. They had been invited : 


to discuss a paper read by Prof. W. L. Cathcart of 
Philadelphia, Pa., on’ “The Development of Our Fleet 
and Naval Stations.” Professor Cathcart laid. great 
stress on the ease with which a foreign power could seize 


important American ports, the vital necessity—if the — 


Monroe Doctrine is to be upheld and the Panama Canal 
protected—of our mastery of the Caribbean Sea, the im- 
portance of fortifying Guam and Hawaii, the needs of 
our navy yards and similar subjects, all pointing toward 
deplorable naval unpreparedness, not only at’ sea but 
in the matter of shore stations. : 

Naval bases suitable for hostile operations, Professor 
Cathcart pointed out, are fairly numerous along our 
coast. As suitable bases he mentioned Delaware Bay, 
Narragansett Bay, Provincetown, Mass., and a number 
of others. “But these bases,” he continued, “in their 
present defenseless state could be seized with ease if 
our fleet were first defeated. As to our naval stations 
on this coast, they all lie within an air line distance 
of 500 miles—and our Atlantic and Gulf coast lines 
are more than 8,000 miles long. If an enemy should 
gain possession of these 500 miles of coast our dread- 
noughts would be homeless unless the fleet could flee 
to the Bay of Panama, since the yards at Charleston, 
Pensacola and New ‘Orleans are equipped for small 
craft only. ‘ 

“The Caribbean Sea for its size has more. strategic 
positions than any other important~expanses of sea on 
the globe. For the United States its mastery in war 
is almost vital, since that mastery is the bulwark of 
our defence of the Monroe Doctrine and: of the Panama 
Canal. Strategic dominance on the sea, however, means 
nothing. if the sites upon which it depends are not 


fully equipped, fortified and garrisoned, since a morte’ 
powerful enemy would. simply wrest them ‘from us.‘ 


“Guam and Hawaii, if made ocean fortresses, would 
be our Malta and Gibraltar against aggression by an 


enemy sailing from the Far East. If in war we had 


strong fleets based there no enemy from Asiatic waters 


would dare to pass Guam without masking or reducing- 


it and destroying or dispersing its fleet. Later he 
would have a similar victory to win off Hawaii before 


the Pacific coast would meet the shock of war. And. 


yet, like Guantanamo and Culebra, Guain lies neglected 
and undéveloped, there at the very threshold of the 
Far East, an easy prey for any foreign nation which 
would dare war with us to take. And, too, the forti- 
fication and equipment of Hawaii proceed but slowly. 
If the navy is to be built up and maintained as it should 
be, said Professor Cathcart, we need not only all the 
navy yards we haye now but more. Our present yards, 
he said, lack much in the matter of dredging of chan- 
nels of approach and of modern equipment for ‘building 
and repairing. 

At the conclusion of the reading, Admiral Edwards led 
the discussion of it. He said that the paper would un- 
doubtedly receive serious. consideration not only from 
Congress, but from the American people. “I know of 
no more able and forceful paper presented during the 
present decade,” he continued. “Professor Cathcart is 
the first writer outside of the Service to bring out 
strongly the land end of our naval affairs. South of 
Hatteras we haven’t a crane that will lift a gun out 
of the turret of a battleship, and it is a fact that there 
is no place along the coast south of that cape where a 
battleship could go for repairs if it were crippled in 
action. : 

“This society,’ Admiral Edwards continued with 
much earnestness, “should strongly urge ample equip- 
ment for our navy yards—and a sufficient number of 
them. Charleston, S.C., would. make a splendid, a 
wonderful base with proper equipment. It is nearest 
to the great railroad systems and as near the ¢dal 
fields as Norfolk. We need and need-hadly a strong 
naval base at Charleston and one in the Gulf to pro- 
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iect the Panama Canal. The condition of our shore 
stations is the great menace to this country.” 

He added that a base at Charleston would make an 
enemy extend his line of operations from 500 to 600 
miles, thus necessitating the use by the enemy of a 
dozen or more capital battleships. “If there be no 
other way—if it be absolutely necessary,’ Admiral Ed- 
wards concluded, “I should advise the cutting out of 
the building of one capital ship from our appropria- 
tions in order to build up our naval stations.” 

Rear Admiral Fiske, who was_next called upon to 
discuss the paper, began by complimenting Professor 
Catheart’s effort generally. “It is very unfortunate,” 
Admiral Fiske then went on, “that the American peo- 
ple do not think there is any danger at all of attacks 
by enemies. Our trouble is ignorance. The American 
people do not realize their danger any more than does 
a baby on a-railroad track. Power and duty always 
go together. Since you men here assembled ‘have the 
power to accomplish important things, it is the duty 
of every member of this society to point out to your 
fellow citizens our danger. You must point out what 
our country must do, or perish.” 


DEVELOPMENTS IN NAVAL ENGINEERING. 


At a previous session, Lieut. Comdr. Henry C. Dinger, 
U.S.N., read a paper on “Efficiency of Propulsive Ma- 
chinery and Late Developments in Naval Engineering,’ 
in which he pointed out that the European war had a 
marked effect on “the whetting of engineering efficiency 
in the construction of battleships.” 

“The European war, and the developments caused 
by*it, have emphasized many new features and pointed 
out special lines of advancement in naval engineering,” 
he said. “We are now almost at the stage of discard- 
ing the reciprocating engine and the direct turbine 
drive for new fighting craft, and in their place are com- 
ing turbine reduction gear and the electric drive, with 
the oil engines for submarines and as a possibility for 
some auxiliary vessels. Coal burning is being super- 
seded by oil burning on nearly all classes of vessels 
building for our navy. ‘Three super-dreadnoughts, the 
Nevada, Oklahoma and and Pennsylvania recently have 
been equipped successfully with oil-burning apparatus 
exclusively. The use of oil fuel has permitted many 
engineering and operating advantages to be obtained, 
and marks a special step of progress in the evolution 
of naval engineering. The navy and the engineering 
industries of the country are co-operating in the field 
of aeronautical: apparatus. New condensing apparatus, 
pumps, and other auxiliaries are coming on and being 
adopted as soon as they give promise of practicability, 
reliability, and adaptation to naval use. 

“The United States is being enabled to take the lead 
in engineering development because of continual prog- 
ress toward greater efficiency, economy, and compact- 
ness. However, to further develop this more experi- 
mental and laboratory work is necessary. The country 
must be willing to spend some money for experimenta- 
tion in order to save in actual service. There is an 
entirely American engineering achievement now going 
on in the Navy; every man responsible for its initiative 
and successful accomplishment is an American. This 
is the installation of the electric drive for ship propul- 
sion that has been tested out on one auxiliary vessel, 
and is being installed on three first-class battleships 
now building. In the matter of the electric drive for 
ships, our Navy is the pioneer. The largest Diesel 
engine yet to be put into a vessel has been completed 
at the navy yard at New York on the oil-fuel carrier 
Maumee. This engine was built by the Government, 
and has a capacity of 5,200 horsepower. 

“The naval engineer has many new and interesting 
problems before him. The best development of naval- 
engineering matters will be accelerated by codperation 
between naval and industrial engineering talent of the 
country. Without this hearty codperation and support, 
the navy could not be properly placed or kept upon a 
war footing. In fact, without the utilization of the 
civilian engineering talent of the country, we would 
not get very far with our material for the navy. The 
navy appreciates the need of this codperation, and de- 
sires the best material that American engineering talent 
can devise.”

THE E-2’S BATTERIES. 


Although the findings of the special board appointed by 
the Secretary of the Navy to investigate the entire matter 
of submarine batteries, as a result of the battery explo- 
sion on the E-2 last January, have not been made public 
as yet, it became known through the statement made by 
Engineer-in-Chief Robert S. Griffin, U.S.N., before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee, that the report had been 
received by the Navy Department. It will be remem- 
bered that the first board appointed to investigate the 
accident on the E-2 decided that it was due to a genera- 
tion of hydrogen in the battery and recommended that 
no more of the lidison batteries be used in submarines 
until the one used in the E-2 had been thoroughly tested 
out, and until it was demonstrated that it was a per- 
fectly safe battery to use. eS 

Engineer-in-Chief Griffin said, in reply to inquiries by 
members of the House Committee, that the Navy Depart- 
ment had settled on the Ironclad battery for the subma- 
rine being built at Portsmouth. He also said that “about 
the only way that we think of to really solve that prob- 
lem (of hydrogen-gas detection) is to have abundant 
ventilation and to keep the ventilation going all the time.” 
He explained that in all the lead batteries there is a 
generation of hydrogen when the batteries are being 
charged, and unless that is carried away quickly there is 
danger of an explosive mixture being formed. “The point 
about the Edison battery, he stated, was that “it gives 
off hydrogen in considerable quantity when reversed.” 
There is also “about five times as much hydrogen gas 
liberated on charge in the Edison as in. the lead bat- 
teries.”’ That the accumulation of gas is more easily 
controlled in lead batteries than in other batteries was 
also stated. He added that to the best of his knowledge 
the defects in the Edison battery have been partially 
corrected.

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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. . 


Pay Inspr. W. B. Izard, U.S.N., paid $455.22 on 
forged vouchers. The Comptroller decided on an appeal 
from the decision of the Auditor that, “The payments 
having been made to a person other than the one certified 
by the administrative officer of the station as having 
rendered the service, and the receipts having been forg- 


eries, no credit can be allowed by the accounting officers.” 
The Comptroller has allowed Major ©. F. Hawkins, 
Q.M., U.8.A., $640.21, disallowed by the Auditor. The 





payments were for traveling expenses at the flat rate of 
$4 per diem to civilian employees who were on duty only 
part of the days charged for. The Auditor held that, as 
the law did not provide a basis for payment of a period 
for less than twenty-four hours no payment could be 
allowed for the fractions of a day. The Comptroller 
holds, on the contrary, that as a per diem is not divisible 
the traveling employee is entitled to a per diem for any 
day or fraction of a day he was taken from his desig- 
nated post of duty. 


GENERAL FUNSTON ON REVIVALS. 

In reply to a letter written by the Rev. Dr. J. B. 
Gambrell, secretary to the executive board of the Bap- 
tist General Convention, in which Dr. Gambrell had 
protested against Major Gen. Frederick Funston’s re- 
fusal to allow revival meetings in the border camps, 
General Funston made public his answer, at San An- 
tonio, Texas, on Dec. 10. After stating that he had 
received more letters approving his stand than con- 
demning it, General Funston continues: 

“This whole disagreeable incident, with all of its 
annoyance to me, of course arises from the statement 
made by you after your visit to the headquarters, a 
couple of months ago, in which you sought to obtain 
permission to conduct a series of revivals in the border 
camps. You stated your business to Colonel Barnum, 
chief of staff. I told Colonel Barnum to explain to 
you why revival services would be out of place in a 
military camp, citing the disgraceful performance in 
San Antonio last winter as an example of what revivals 
are apt to develop into, and drawing to a certain extent 
on a general knowledge as to how revivals or ‘protracted 
meetings, as they are sometimes ealled, are usually 
conducted. Further, I instructed Colonel Barnum to 
say to you that I did not accept—in fact, resented—the 
implication that because a man had put on his country’s 
uniform he was necessarily lost, or worse than other 
men; that I thought there were people who had stayed 
at home who needed revivals worse than the soldiers 





id. 

“Under the circumstances, you can imagine my as- 
tonishment when I read your statements to the effect 
that I had said that I would not allow the soldiers 
to be told that they were ‘lost.’ I feel compelled to 
say that your making repeatedly the statements you are 


. quoted as making was absolutely inexcusable and did 


me a grave injustice. The only time the word ‘lost’ 
was used by me was when I said that I did not accept 
the view that because a man put on his country’s uni- 
form he was necessarily lost. 

“T say frankly that I would not want to take chances 
on allowing a series of revivals or protracted meetings 
in these great camps. How about the rights of the 
men who do not want to attend revivals, and who do 
not wish to be disturbed by them? Are they to be com- 
pelled to leave the camp, which is their home, and 
wander about town or through fields to get away from 
them? Has a man no rights because he is a soldier? 
There are many religious people who disapprove strongly 
of revivals with their attendant emotionalism. And 
anyhow, be a man religious or irreligious, be he Chris- 
tian, Hebrew or Mohammedan, no other person has a 
right to rub his belief or worship into his face. 

“Soldiers must be protected from imposition by their 
superior officers, and if these officers from weakness or 
other reason fail in their duty, their only recourse is 
submission or riot, and it is a safe guess that the latter 
is what you would have got with a typical old-fashioned 
revival in any one of the camps. Now let us be per- 
fectly honest. Is it not a fact that you were badly 
put out because I could not let you have your way 
about conducting revivals in the camps and that you 
said to yourself: ‘Why, the idea of that obstinate 
little cuss not letting me do as I please, and presuming 
that he knows more about what soldiers like than I 
do? I will warm his jacket and make it just as disagree- 
able for him as I can.’ 

“If you will acknowledge that, I shall acknowledge 
that you succeeded and everybody ought to be happy.”

GUARDSMEN MUST DRILL FOR THEIR PAY. 


Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A., Chief of the 
Militia Bureau of the War Department, has sent to the 
officials representing the National Guard an important 
communication on the subject of pay of enlisted men 
under the National Defense Act. This communication 
makes it plain that there can be no evasion of drills 
required, or any short road to establishing drill records 
by dividing a stated assembly for drill into two periods, 
and have them count as two drills. 

It had been hoped by many that this dividing of a 
drill assembly into two periods would be possible, in or- 
der to reduce the forty-eight ordered drills into twenty- 
four assemblies. The Militia Bureau has taken a wise 
course in insisting that the drills’ reqirements pre- 
scribed for which pay is. allowed must be rigidly en- 
forced, as otherwise there are bound to be short cuts 
to get the pay. The following is the communication 
sent out by General Mann: ; 

“1, Inquiry having been made with regard to com- 
puting the number of drills or periods of instruction 
which will entitle officers and enlisted men to pay under 
the provisions of Sec. 110, Act of June 3, 1916, it is 
the opinion of the War Department that the assembly 
at the armory for regular drill and instruction, including 
indoor target practice during a single day, shall con- 
stitute one drill only, even though the period of actual 
military duty and instruction participated in by each 
officer and enlisted man should be more than twice the 
minimum requirement of at least one and one-half hours’ 
duration. . 7 

“9, An assembly for armory drill and instruction may 
be held out of doors. However, the character of the 
instruction must be that prescribed by the War Depart- 
ment for armory instruction. (Circular letter Oct. 
19, 1916, M.B. 325.11-General.) 

“3. Practice marches, tactical and combat exercise, 
other field exercises and range practice (outdoor target 
practice) are properly held “in encampments, maneu- 
vers or other exercises including outdoor targt practice” 
as provided in Sec. 92, Act of June 8, 1916, and are 
in addition to the minimum requirement of forty-eight 
assemblies for drill each year. e@ regulations govern- 
ing field instruction and outdoor target practice will be 
issued soon. ; : 

“4, Wield days, which are understood to consist -of 
athletic sports and contests, are not prescribed as part 
of armory or field instruction for the National Guard, 





and credit for such assemblies cannot be allowed as an 
armory drill nor as a day’s field training.”

THE LATEST FRENCH CAVALRY EQUIPMENT. 


The forthcoming January number of the Journal of 
the United States Cavalry Association will contain the 
translation of a very important order from the French 
War Office, hitherto not accessible to the public, giving 
the latest requirements as to clothing, equipment, camp 
equipage, arms, and pack, of the French cavalry in cam- 
paign. While much of the equipment remains as hereto- 
fore, the following matters of interest are to be noted.: 

All troopers now carry the carbine (on the back) ex- 
cept certain specified non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates, who carry the revolver. The saber is retained for 
all troopers who carry the carbine, being replaced in the 
lancer regiments by the lance. All troopers now carry 
both the forage-cap and the shrapnel-proof helmet. 
A gas mask is an indispensable part of the trooper’s 
equipment, as is also a bayonet, carried slung from the 
soldier’s left side. Apparently on account of the diffi- 
culty of recognition of the dead and wounded, each 
trooper now wears two identification tags, one around the 
neck, and the other attached to the left wrist. As before, 
the platoon camp kettle is retained, as is also the squad 
camp kettle for each four troopers. 

Each cavalryman e¢arries sixty cartridges ,on his per- 
son in two cartridge boxes slung from the waist belt; but 
in addition 108 cartridges, in clips, and carried in a so- 
called “cartridge collar” slung around the horse’s neck. 
When the troopers are dismounted to fight on foot, this 
cartridge collar may be unstrapped from the horse and- 
carried by the trooper as a shoulder belt. , 

With the carbine carried on the trooper’s back, the 
balance of the packed saddle is maintained by carrying 
the saber slung from the right cantle, and: from the left 
cantle the horseshoe bag, shovel pick, metal shears and 
axe handle. 

The rope halter shank is retained. Each sergeant 
carries a box of detonators, and each corporal one explo- 
sive cartridge for demolitions. The first sergeant carries 
a field range finder, and each sergeant carries field glasses, 
slung from the waist belt. 

Many other details of particular interest to the cav- 
alryman are to be found in the bulletin from the French 
War Office, which, -it is noted, is published to the French 
Cavalry by the Chief of Cavalry, an office which is lack- 
ing in our Service, but which many officers believe would, 
if instituted, result in greatly improved efficiency in our 
mounted arm. 
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NEW YORK’S MILITARY COMMISSION PLANS. 


An outline of the plans of the New York State Mili- 
tary Training Commission, for the military training of 
schoolboys, was given by Governor Whitman to the 
members of the Lake Champlain Association in New 
York city on Dec. 12. After describing the physical 
training plan for boys and girls that is to go into 
operation in the public schools on Jan. 1, the Governor 
said the second part of the program was the organiza- 
tion of summer military training camps. ‘Leading mili- 
tary authorities,” he asserted, “state that as much. can 
be obtained in military science in one month under can- 
vas as in two years of such training as is offered in 
the land grant colleges. More actual hours aré avail- 
able and more intensive and thorough training can be 
given. The camps constitute one of the best training 
methods of modern times. As the attendance upon these 
camps is voluntary, surely no objection can be found 
with their promotion.” As to the practical operation 
of this part of the plan, he said that the Military Com- 
mission is inclined to let the Federal Government take 
charge of the training of boys of eighteen and nineteen 
years, the State supplying the cost of the food and 
the uniforms, the Federal Government the arms and 
the tents. 

_ The Governor explained that the Military Commis- 
sion is at work on the third aspect of the plan, namely, 
the military training of boys between sixteen and -nine- 
teen years, to which not more than three hours a week 
must be devoted. He said that the program should in- 
clude the educational, inspirational and patriotic aspects 
of military training and its civic responsibility, map 
reading, signalling, camp sanitation, first aid to the 
injured, hikes, rifle practice, practice in close-order drill 
and marching tactics. 
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ARMY ORDNANCE ENLISTED PERSONNEL. 


Among the provisos submitted by the War Department 
for inclusion in the next Army Appropriation bill is the 
following which should please our friends in the Ord- 
nance Department of the Army: 


Provided, That on and after July 1, 1917, the total enlisted 
strength of the Ordnance Department and the number in each 
grade shall be limjted and fixed from time to time by the Presi- 
dent in accordance with the needs of the Army and shall con- 
sist of ordnance sergeants, senior grade; ordnance sergeants; 
sergeants, first class; sergeants; corporals; cooks; privates, 
first class, and privates. The number in’ the various grades 
shall not exceed the following percentages of the total au- 
thorized enlisted strength of the Ordnance Department, namely: 
Ordnance sergeants, senior grade, 2 per cent.; ordnance ser- 





geants, 12 per cent.; sergeants, first class, 2 per cent.; ser- 
geants, 10 per cent.; corporals, 18 per cent.; cooks, 2 per 
cent.; privates, first class, 45 per cent.: Provided further, 


That the monthly pay of ordnance sergeants, 
shall be $75; of ordnance sergeants, $50; of sergeants, first 
class, Ordnance Department, $45; cooks, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, $30, and of privates, Ordnance Department, $15: And 
provided further, That the enlisted strength of the Ordnance 
Department shall be excluded from the total authorized enlisted 
force of the Army as fixed by Sec. 2 of the Act of Congress 
approved June 3, 1916.

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A CANTONMENT AT AMERICAN LAKE. 


Under an agreement between the Secretary of War and 
a committee of Tacoma men, the Commissioners of Pierce 
county, Washington, will call a special election, probably 
on Jan. 6, at which the people of the county will vote 
whether or not to authorize a bond issue of $2,000,000 





_with which to buy 70,000 acres on the Nisqually Plains 


for an Army post. The subject has been under consid- 
eration for several months in the state of Washington. 
A committee of residents of that state, recently visited 
the Secretary of War in Washington and obtained from 
him a written pledge to establish a division post at this 
oint if the people will donate the land. It is stated by 
he Portland Oregonian that President Wilson has taken 
the matter up as an Administration policy and a num- 
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ber of Army officers, including Major Gen. J. Franklin 
Bell, U.S.A., are giving it their support. The land desired 
about twelve miles south of Tacoma, near American 
wake. 

The plan of the War Department, if the American 
Lake camp site is presented to the Government, is to 
establish on that site a cantonment and not to build 
there a large permanent Army post. That was the ex- 
planation made to Senator Chamberlain by the Secretary 
of War when the Secretary conferred with the Senator 
on the project. Secretary Baker specifically told Sena- 
tor Chamberlain that the American Lake project would 
not in any way interfere with Vancouver Barracks and 
that it was not the plan to transfer the Vancouver post 
to American Lake. Secretary Baker refused to discuss 
this project with newspapermen, referring all inquiries 
to Gen. J. Franklin Bell, commanding the Western De- 
p-rtment at San Francisco.

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MR. DANIELS BEFORE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 
OUR PROSPECTIVE BATTLESHIPS. 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels appeared before the 
House Naval Committee on Dec. 11, and gave interest- 
ing information concerning the newest prospective bat- 
tleships for our Navy, which he described as “the lar- 
gest, fastest and most powerful battleships believed to 
be in contemplation by any navy.” Mr. Daniels said 
in part: 

“After the most careful study and exhaustive con- 
sideration of all the factors involved, the military and 
technical advisers of the Navy Department have reached 
the conclusion that the battleships to be laid down dur- 
ing the fiscal year 1918, namely 49, 50 and 51, should 
represent a marked step in advance- in all-around mili- 
tary efficiency, and consequently an increase in size in 
order to have the reasonable assurance that these ves- 
sels shali be superior in fighting power to any vessels 
which may be laid down contemporaneously by other 
nayal Powers. heer oe 

“First among these increases in characteristics is the 
matter of speed. Heretofore the battle fleet of the 
United States has been developed on the basis of a uni- 
form speed of twenty-one knots. Developments in the 
European war have indicated that in the future greater 
emphasis will be placed on speed. It has not been 
considered advisable, however, to increase the speed 
by such an amount as would involve an abnormally 
large increase in size of vessel, or © sacrifice of the 
offensive and defensive powers. The decision reached, 
therefore. has been to provide these vessels with an 
increase of about two knots in nominal speed. 

“In recent years there has been an increasing belief 
in our own service that our battleships should be 
equipped with the largest-sized high-power guns prac- 
ticable. The various engagements between capital ships 
during the present war have confirmed this opinion. De- 
velopments and progress in-erdnance have rendered this 
step practicable, and in accordance therewith the ves- 
sels of the last program were provided by the Depart- 
ment with eight 16-inch guns. Further progress 
has enabled the Department to provide for these new 
vessels a higher powered 16-inch gun. Experimental 
firing with the three gun turrets of the Nevada, Okla- 
homa and Pennsylvania served to demonstrate the effi- 
ciency of this type of motnt and to convince the re- 
sponsible officers of the Department that its retention 
is imperative if the historic American policy of carry- 
ing on every first-class ship the maximum number of 
heavy guns is to be adhered to. These new vessels are 
therefore to be provided with twelve of the highest 
powered 16-inch guns mounted in four three gun tur- 
rets. 

“A careful study of the causes of the loss of several 
first-class ships of the belligerent Powers in the present 
war and the sources of damage to other ships not actual- 
ly lost has shown the necessity for certain increases 
and extensions of the system of armor protection and 
a consequent increase in the displacement of the vessel. 
In addition to the increases to the main characteristics, 
there will be incorporated a number of minor improve- 
ments in structure, fittings and auxiliaries whose desira- 
bility has become apparent by experience in service, or 
whose accomplishment has been rendered possible by 
general engineering progress. The design of these ves- 
sels is being proceeded with as rapidly as possible and 
revised estimates covering their cost will be available 
at an early date. The preliminary designs indicate that 
these vessels will displace about 42,000 tons and will 
cost about $15,000,000.” 


AS TO ACTIVE LIST RESTORATION. 


The Secretary of the Navy during the hearing before 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs, made it plain 
that it was not his intention to recommend to the Presi- 
dent the appointment to the active list of the officers 
retired by the “Plucking Board.” While the Secretary 
was discussing the plans of the Navy Department for 
placing as many retired officers on active duty as pos- 
sible Representative Kelley, of Michigan, introduced the 
subject of restoring the officers retired by the board, as 
authcrized by the last Naval Appropriat’on Act. 

Mr. Kelley in his questions referred particularly to the 
case of Capt. John H. Gibbons. He asked the Secretary 
if he did not think that Captain Gibbors was fully quali- 
fied, physically and otherwise, for active duty. The Sec- 
retary expressed a very high opinion of Captain Gibbons 
and declared that he did iot wish to say anything that 
would in the least reflect upon him. He insisted that an 
issue should not be made of the case of Captain Gibbons. 
“But gentlemen,” said the Secretary, “you or your prede- 
cessors enacted a law making compulsory retirements 
under the Plucking Board system. Roosevelt, Taft and 
Wilson endorsed this policy. Taft vetoed a bill which 
restored two officers to the active list that had been re- 
tired by a plucking board. Under such conditions, I do 
not think that I am warranted in taking the subject up 
with the President.” 

In objecting to the passage of legislation for the early 
graduation of midshipmen at the Naval Academy Sec- 
retary Daniels expressed the opinion that the emergency 
has not arisen when such radical action should be taken. 
If we were at war, the Secretary argued, we would gradu- 
ate midshipmen before the regular time, as we did in the 
Spanish-American War. No nation, he said, pretended to 
keep its ships fully manned, and there is a larger person- 
nel on the reserve ships than was-mailatained in former 
years. He added that there was a shortage of younger 
officers, but not so serious as to warrat.t a change in the 
course at the Naval Academy. : 

Secretary Daniels advocated legislation which would 
compel stee! companies and other private concerns to 
give pres.-:f2 to Government orders for military sup- 
lies. Ble will submit a new section for the pending 
‘aval Appropriation bill for .his purpose in order to 
hasicn battleship construction, which le declared was 





being delayed by commercial work, both in the yards 
of private builders and in the steel plants. Extension 
of facilities for enlisted men to enter the Naval Academy 
was urged by the Secretary. 


INCREASE OF ENLISTED PAY. 


An increase of $5 a month in the pay of every enlisted 
man in the Navy was recommended by Secretary Daniels 
on Dee. 12 tothe House Naval Affairs Committee. It 
would add $3,000,000 a year to the payroll, but the Secre- 
tary declared pay increases in the Navy had not equalled 
those outside and that the enlisted men were being called 
upon constantly to do more and more difficult work. En- 
listments are on the increase, Mr. Daniels said. 

The Secretary favored a permanent increase in the pay 
of the enlisted men rather than any bonus system. He 
expressed the opinion that aside from the effect that it 
will have on recruiting the enlisted men of not only the 
Navy and Marine Corps, but the Army also, should have 
an increase. He said that the wages of civilians were 
being advanced, and that there should be a corresponding 
increase in the pay of those who served the Government 
in the Military Establishment. ‘The officers under the 
legislation of last session have received an increase 
through the general promition and the enlisted men 
should receive the same treatment from Congress. 

During a discussion at the hearing on Dec. 12 as to 
means for overcoming the shortage of officers and men 
in the Navy, Representative Callaway, of Texas, asked 
Secretary Daniels what he thought of the advisability 
of obtaining negro recruits. Mr. Daniels said he “would 
prefer not to discuss that matter.” He told the com- 
mittee that he favored giving men in the navy increased 
pay rather than offering a bonus for enlistment. He 
also recommended placing retired officers into active 
service when needed, so that they could do shore duty 
and permit active officers to be assigned to ship duty. 
Representative Kelly, of Michigan, asked the Secretary 
if he would call upon “plucked” officers for this pro- 
posed service. Secretary Daniels replied that his recom- 
mendation regarding retired officers had no reference to 
officers who had been: retired by the “plucking” board, 
and that they were on a different status from the ordi- 
rary retired officer. He stated further that he intended 
to take up with the President the matter of “plucked” 
officers, and intended to do so very soon: 


GLEANINGS FROM THE NAVAL HEARINGS. 
CHIEF OF NAVAL OPERATIONS STATEMENT. 

Admiral William §. Benson, U.S.N., Chief of Naval 
Operations, has made a long and thorough statement of 
the work of his office to the members of the House Com- 
mittee of Naval Affairs, in which he briefly reviewed 
what had been done under its first authorized organiza- 
tion, between May, 1915, and Aug. 29, 1916; at the 
latter date permanency was given to the office by provid- 
ing fifteen assistants of or above the rank of lieutenant 
commander in the Navy or major in the Marine Corps. 
Admiral Benson was complimented by one of the mem- 
bers of the committee for appointing only ten officers 
as assistants up to the end of November of this year, in 
spite of the fact that the law allowed fifteen. The Chief 
of Naval Operations explained that the organization 
of the office was being developed slowly and, as a con- 
sequence, he only appointed assistants as the need for 
them developed. 

Admiral Benson stated that his office had already 
worked out a mobilization plan for the fleet which is 
the foundation of the whole system of co-ordinating 
the work of the various bureaus and offices of the 
Navy Department. A plan for the personnel had also 
been worked out, he added. He told the committee how 
the various fleets had been employed during the year, 
keeping fighting units in first-class condition by utilizing 
them for police duty in southern waters, as in Mexico, 
Haiti, and Santo Domingo. On the west coast they 
had been keeping these ships in service with about 
50 per cent. of their normal complement. He said: “We 
now have a regular program for the fleet that goes 
through from one year’s end to the other. * * * It is 
a great comfort to the men and officers also to know 
just where they will be, and to make such arrangements 
as they are able to in regard to their domestic affairs.” 
Later on in his testimony he stated that the Department 
made every effort to see that the ships had frequent 
opportunities to visit large cities so the men could 
bave opportunities for recreation. 

He said that his office had instituted a policy of 
trying to improve the condition of reserve ships by get- 
ting details of officers and men on board them and 
carrying on regular drills and keeping up an organi- 
zation, more or less skeleton, of course. The idea is 
that eventually the Naval Reserve and Naval Militia 
will be detailed to these ships to form a regular crew 
so that in case of necessity they will go right into 
the organization. 

The 50 per cent. of the regular crew on the reserve 
ships would soon work the men from the Naval Re- 
serve and Naval Militia into effective shape, Admiral 
Benson believed. He stated that the enrollment in the 
Fleet Naval Reserve had been started. The immediate 
rsult will be the loss of about 600 twenty-year men and, 
result will be the loss of probably 300 sixteen-year men. 
It is thought, he stated, that the Fleet Naval Reserve 
will number about 10,000 men by July 1, 1918, there 
being more than 25,000 eligible ex-Service men in the 
United States. Enrolments in the Naval Reserve will 
be started this month; in the Naval Auxiliary Reserve 
on Dee. 15 at New Orleans, La., and in the Naval 
Coast Defense Reserve about Jan. 1, 1917. 


VIEWS OF ADMIRALS BADGER AND FLETCHER. 


Rear Admirals Charles J. Badger and Frank F. 
Fletcher, U.S.N., discussed the 1918 national defense 
program as it concerns the Navy before the House Naval 
Affairs Committee on Dec. 8. The two Admirals told 
of the board’s recommendation for a graat increase in 
size and power, and a smaller increase in speed for the 
battleships to be provided for at this session of Con- 
gress. $ 

Admiral Badger said that Japan is building a larger, 
more powerful and swifter battleship than any thus far 
provided for in the American Navy. He said the Japa- 
nese ship would have a main battery of twelve 15-inch or 
16-inch guns, against twelve 14-inch guns on American 
vessels now building and eight 16-inch guns for ships 
authorized last year. Japan’s new building program, he 
said, includes three battleships, two battle cruisers, nine 
light cruisers, seven destroyers, one destroyer tender and 
eight submarines. “I don’t believe this will change her 
relative position among the nations,” he added. Ad- 
miral Badger said the Navy General Board felt that the 
American navy should follow a similar policy. He said 
the board had recommended main batteries of twelve 





16-inch guns, an increase of 50 per cent. in gun power 


— 1917 ships, and a speed of twenty-three knots an 
our. 

Universal service also came up at the Naval Commit- 
tee hearing, Admiral Badger saying that this was the 
“one grand answer” to all problems of obtaining crews 
for Navy ships. Both Admirals Fletcher and Badger 
said the department was using every effort to fill its 
complements and that Congress could do nothing until 
a fair test of the new recruiting machinery provided for 
last session had been given. The speaker disapproved 
of a suggestion by Representative Butler that a bonus 
system to encourage enlistments be established. 


CON STRUCTION—CHIEF CONSTRUCTOR TAYLOR. 


The heads of the various departments of the Army 
and Navy _have called the attention of Congress to the 
increase in their demands for appropriations owing to 
the increased cost of labor occasioned by the liberal 
legislation with reference to employees who, under the 
new law,~will receive pay for some 42% days without 
work, about 16 per cent to 30 per cent more pay than 
that given a private employee for the same amount 
of time work. Chief Constr. David W. Taylor, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, estimates 
that the increased cost in his particular department 
will be $230,000. The pay is going to be raised at every 
yard the first of “anuary. 

In_ his hearing before the House Naval Committee, 
the Chief Constructor stated that the exact type of the 
larger ships had not yet been fully determined, whether it 
would be 32,000 tons, 36,000 tons, 38,000 tons, or 
40,000 tons. The idea is to get more guns and higher 
speed with some rearrangement for protection withott 
heavy armor. The speed would probably be in the 
neighborhood of 23 knots. The members of the com- 
mittee questioning the Chief Constructor seemed very de- 
sirous of proving by him that the navy yards were not 
treating the Government with proper consideration be- 
cause they hesitate to commit themselves to speedy con- 
struction. He stated that no advantage in rapidity of con- 
struction would be obtained by building in the navy 
yards, as the Government would have to meet the same 
difficulties in pushing the work as the private yards 
and in getting an adequate supplf¥ of labor. 


GUNNERY EXERCISES—CAPTAIN PLUNKETT. 


Subsequent to his report on gunnery exercises in the 
past year made to Secretary Daniels, which is incor- 
porated in Mr. Daniels’s statement printed on page 486 
of this issue, Capt. Charles P. Plunkett, U.S.N., described 
to the members of the House Naval Affairs Committee 
at one of the recent hearings some details of gunnery 
exercise not mentioned in the previous report. Chair- 
man Padgett asked Captain Plunkett as to a statement 
made in the papers some weeks ago that the U.S.S. Penn- 
sylvania, “at a distance of about 19,000 yards, had made 
a record that had broken all long distance records of the 
world.” Captain Plunkett explained that the Pennsyl- 
vania fired two salvos of twelve guns each at about 
19,750 yards at a target thirty feet high and ninety feet 
long. She landed two shots on the target with one salvo 
and with the second, one hit. Based on the size of a 
battleship Captain Plunkett estimated that the twenty- 
four shots in the two salvos would mean seven hits. Both 
ship and target were anchored. He stated that last year 
was the first year the ships fired at these extraordinary 
ranges, but that “the designs of our new ships are going 
to call for firing, I might say, at 30,000 yards.” To aid 
spotting at that distance, he explained, it was the hope of 
the Navy that Capt. Josiah S. McKean “would develop 
a kite balloon or some other scheme for spotting for us.” 

In response to persistent questions of members of the 
committee as to the ability of a gun to make hits at 
30,000 yards, Captain Plunkett said: “We have a gun 
that we have not approached what that gun has in it. We 
have not been able to get it out because we cannot keep 
the personnel in a ship long enough to get it out.” He 
stated, in this connection, that it took eighteen months to 
work a new ship and a new crew up to the proper pitch 
of efficiency, and that it could only be kept there by per- 
sistent effort with the same personnel. 

In view: of the reports of damage done to the ships of 
the British and German fleets in the battle of Jutland 
through shells piercing the decks, as a result of high-angle 
fire, Captain Plunkett stated that the Navy was going to 
conduct some experiments on Dec. 20 with the idea of 
getting better deck protection. He said: “We are going 
to conduct some experiments along those lines by firing 
at something which represents the latest design and see 
what the effect will be.” He added, “it may be that we 
will have to take something off the sides and put it on 
the deck, have to have more on the deck.” Captain 
Plunkett declared that we ought to build 18- and 20-inch 
guns to try them out.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The German commercial submarine Deutschland, 
which left New London, Conn., for Germany Nov. 21, 
1916, arrived at noon on Dee. 10, off the mouth of the 
Weser. The voyage occupied nineteen days, against 
twenty-three days from the port of Baltimore, Md., on 
her first homeward trip. Her first trip from Germany to 
Baltimore occupied sixteen days, and the trip to New 
London took twenty-one days. 


The U.S.S. Arizona, en route to New York from Cuba, 
is expected to arrive at the navy yard about Dec. 17, 
where she will undergo repairs. She is proceeding up 
the Atlantic coast with only her port engines working, 
it is reported, as a result of an accident which hap- 


pened while the vessel was being tested on the Southern 
Drill Grounds. Sections three and four of her turbines 
on the starboard side became disabled, and a short 
time after sections five and six were rendered useless. 

The crew of the U.S.S. New York will hold a Christ- 
mas Day party aboard when the vessel is at the navy 
yard, New York, over the holidays. Several hundred 
poor children will be invited on board to meet Santa 
Claus and receive presents, and enjoy a feast. A similar 
entertainment was held last year, with great success, 
The crew is undertaking this year to collect a fund of 
$1,000 for the party, the greater portion of which has 
already been raised by the men. Among the schemes to 
get the money is one devised by the ship’s photographer, 
who makes calendars ornamented with photographs of 
the higher officers of the Atlantic Fleet and sells them 
to the men. 

Scarcity of skilled workmen is delaying repair work 
on the battleships at the Charlestown Navy Yard. More 
than three thousand workmen are now employed at the 
yard, but more could be used if they could be secured. 
As a result of the shortage, repair work on the sub- 
marines and torpedo-boat destroyers is being done first, 
and the battleships will have to wait. The contract 
for supplying the steel for the fuel ship to be built 
at the yard has been awarded, as has the contract for 
widening the building ways., The torpedo-testing barge 
is still on the ways, and jit will not be sent into the 
water until certain inside machinery is received and 
set in position. 

Referring to the death of Blacksmith A. R. Watkins, 
of the U.S.S. Montana, who fell in front of a subway 
train at the Brooklyn Bridge station in New York city 
on Nov. 30 and was killed, as noted in our issue of 
Dec. 2, it was stated that another sailor who was with 
Blacksmith Watkins disappeared before the arrival of 
the police. This, we believe, was the police report at 
the time. Comdr. Chester Wells, U.S.N., commanding 
the U.S.S. Montana, writes that no testimony of this 
sort was brought to the attention of the board of in- 
quest, of which P.A. Surg. W. Neil McDonnell, U.S.N., 
was the senior member. An inquiry of the men aboard 
ship showed that Watkins was not in the company of a 
shipmate. Commander Wells thinks that the reference 
to the disappearance of a fellow sailor might be taken 
as implying something suspicious in the accident, which 
was not in accordance with the fact, and adds that 
Blacksmith Watkins was a valuable, sober, petty officer 
of nine year’s service. Testimony of the witnesses of 
the accident was to the effect that he was standing close 
to the edge of the platform and lost his balance just as 
the train approached. 

The U.S. submarine H-3 while proceeding to San 
Diego, Cal., from Puget Sound to &° into winter quarters 
ran aground early on Dec. 14, 1916, at Samoa, near Hum- 
boldt Bay, Cal., during a fog. Her officers and men, to 
the number of twenty-six, were safely taken off the 
stranded craft late on Dec. 14 by the aid of a breeches 
buoy, rigged by the Coast Guard. Lieut. H. R. ~~ = 
was in command of the H-3, asisted by Lieut. E. EY 
Zemke. The vessel during her run south from Puget 

ound was accompanied by the submarines H-1, Lieut. 
|. L. Nielson, and H-2, Lieut. F. C. Sherman, and by 
their mother ship, the Cheyenne. Comdr. W. B. Howe, 
of the Cheyenne, sent out wireless calls for help and 
directed the rescue work. The H-3 rolled badly after 
feeniing. and those aboard had. an uncomfortable time.

When the Mexican-American joint international com- 
mission resumes its sittings in Philadelphia on Dec. 
18, Commissioner Pani will present Carranza’s reply to 
the proposals of the United States Government. It is 
stated from Washington that upon the nature of the 


report of Commissioner Pani, who carried the protocol 
to Carranza for his approval, will depend whether the 
conferences are to continue. Neither Secretary Lansing, 
nor Secretary Lane, who heads the American Commis- 
sion, could say definitely whether Carranza has signed 
the protocol. They have been informed by the Mexican 
members, who suggested the date of the Philadelphia 
meeting, that only their First Chief’s comments on 
the protocol will be submitted then. Washington of- 
ficials_ are inclined to credit. unofficial reports that 
instead of affixing his signature Carranza has proposed 
changes in the agreement, and it is feared that his at- 
titude may nullify all the commission’s work and cause 
further complications. It was indicated clearly by 
Government officials on Dec. 12 that a demand for 
material changes in the protocol—such as foreshadowed 
by_the reported determination of Carranza to insist 
unconditionally upon the retiring of American troops 
from Mexico—would mean immediate abandoning of 
the conferences.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Dee. 13, 1916. 

It seems practically settled that Annapolis will be chosen 
as the site of the new Naval Research Laboratory. A com- 
mittee of the civilian Naval Consulting Board, it is under- 
stood, has recommended Annapolis to Secretary Daniels, who 
has the final word in the selection, and it is confidently af- 
firmed that the Secretary’s choice is at the Naval Academy, 
as the site where the laboratory would be placed here is 
within the jurisdiction of the Academy. It is on the north 
side of the Severn and adjoins the present Naval Experiment 
Station. Boats run almost hourly from the Academy to the 
station and the trip takes about five minutes. By the public 
road, over Severn Bridge, the distance is about three and a 
half miles from Annapolis. The site will be about a mile and 
a half from the Shortline Electric Railway, and already the 
project of building a branch from the railway is mooted. 

On Saturday night Prof. N. M. Terry, U.S.N., gave the 
mrdshipmen of the football squad their annual coon hunt after 
the Army-Navy game. The midshipmen going on the hunt 
were excused from breakfast formation on Sunday morning.

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WASHINGTON BARRACKS. 


Washington Barracks, Dec. 5, 1916. 

This Army -reservation presents a very different appearance 
to-day. from the quiet frontierlike heavy artillery post of 
other days. The large, handsome War College building that 
faces, a mile distant, the entrance gates at F street, S.W.~ 
and the comparatively new administrative building just to the 
right of the gate, makes for a new order of affairs. Both 
sides of the first square after entering Washington Barracks 
are filled almost continuously with business-looking depcts, 
Q.M. Corps administrative ‘building, ete. At the end of routine 
row the road and walks turn abruptly to the right and left, at 
right angles, then on down to the War College building. This 
busy college occupies what used to be the “triangle” officers’ 
quarters row, Large and modern brick houses now border 
the line for the file. The rear yards of the officers’ quarters 
terminate at the Potomac River. 

Col. Mason M. Patrick, C.E., is commanding this post; is 
also commandant of the Engineer School and in charge of Engi- 
neer depot. He is ably assisted by Lieut. Myron? Bertman as 
adjutant and Capt. John S. E. Young as quartermaster. Capt. 
John N. Hodges, C.E., is in command of Co. D, 1st Regt. of 
Engrs. The regimental band is also stationed here.

CHANGE IN UNIFORM REGULATIONS, U.S.N., 1913, No. 8. 
Navy Department, Washington, Oct. 13, 1916. 

For the purpose of having distinctive markings for the uni- 
forms of the new ratings of enlisted personnel authorized by 
the recent act of Congress making appropriations for the Navy, 
specialty marks are adopted and changed as follows, and the 
Navy Uniform Regulations (Articles 211 and 223 and Plate 
28) will be changed accordingly: 

The specialty mark for all Hospital Corpsmen will be the 
Geneva Cross of red eloth, as at present. The rating badge 
of chief pharmacist’s- mate, pharmacist’s mate first class, phar- 
macist’s mate second class, and pharmacist’s mate ‘third class 
wili be the same as other chief petty officers and petty officers 
of similar classes, but with the Hospital Corps specialty mark. 

Hospital apprentices first class and hospital apprentices sec- 
ond class shall wear the Hospital Corps specialty mark on the 
left sleeve; hospital apprentices first class will have three 
wristband stripes, the same as seamen and firemen first class; 
and hospital apprentices second class will have two wristband 
stripes. 

Chief storekeeper shall have the same rating badge as other 
chief petty officers, but with the “crossed keys” (at present 
worn by chief yeomen) as the specialty mark. 

Storekeepers, first, second and third class, shall have the 
Same rating badges as other petty officers of similar classes, 
with the specialty mark of “crossed keys.” 

Chief printers and printers first class shall have the same 
rating badge as other chief and petty officers first class, with 
the same specialty mark as at present for printers. 

The specialty mark for chief yeoman shall be changed from 
“coossed keys’’ to “crossed quills,’ the specialty mark at pres- 
ent in use for other classes of yeomen.

CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION FOR OFFICERS. 


Navy Department, Bureau of Navigation, Nov. 13, 1916. 
Bubject: Reports of physical exercises, Article 709, Naval In- 
structions, 1913. 

1. The following communication of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion to the Chief of Naval Operations, dated Oct. 7, 1916, and 
the endorsement thereon by the Acting Secretary of the Navy 
dated Nov. 20, 1916, are quoted for the information of officers 
of the Naval Service: 

Bureau of Navigation, Washington, D.C., Oct. 7, 1916. 
To: Chief of Naval Operations. 
Subject: Recommendation for. change in Article 709, Naval 
Instructions—reports of physical exercises. 

1. The Bureau recommends that the last sentence of Par. 8, 
Article 709, Naval Instructions, be modified to read as follows: 

“Whether the medical examinations have been undergone or 
not, ‘officers will make the annual repert in January, stating 
whether the exercise has been taken for the month of January 
and the preceding eleven months, as prescribed in Par. 6 
below, using the prescribed forms if available; otherwise by 
letter; in either case sending the report to the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery for file, or for recommendation and further 
transmittal to the Bureau of Navigation in those cases re- 
quiring further action.” 

2. It is further recommended that the above change be pub- 
lished to the service in the form of a general order or circular 
of information prior to official promulgation in “Changes in 
Naval Instructions.” 

3. The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery is the bureau pri- 
marily interested in the annual reports of physical exercises 
and examination, and the only eases in which this bureau is 
interested are those where the exercises have not been taken, 
or where the officers are found not physically fit to undergo 
same (not more than one per cent. of the total number of re- 
ports received). The suggested change provides for the trans- 
mittal of the reports in such cases to this bureau and does 
not involve any additional work in the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery. 

4. It is urgently recommended that this change be made 
as soon as possible in order that a new method of handling 
said reports may be inaugurated prior to receipt of reports 
to be made in January, 1917; especially in view of the fact 
that the clerical force of this bureau is pushed to the utmost 
owing to changes in personnel caused by recent legislation.

CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS. 
CIR. LETTER, NOV. 1, 1916, NAVY DEPT. 

The follcwing change in Article 2902, Navy Regulations, has 
been approved and will appear in the next issue of “Changes 
in Navy Regulations.” 
. As the next change in the Navy Regulations will not be 
issued for some time to come, the bureau is issuing this letter 
for the purpose of acquainting the service with the provisions 
of this change of Article 2902 (R), and it is directed that 
the instructions as contained in this change be followed. 


‘Ar‘iele 2902 (R)”; strike out Pars. 1 to 5, and article 
to b ‘vised as follows: 
2902. (1) Medical officers making entries in the health record 


or on reports of death or reports of medical survey of officers 
or enlisted men of the Navy or Marine Corps for disease or 
injury shall state specifically whether such disease or injury 
was received in the line of duty or not in the line of duty, and 
when not in the line of duty, whether the disease or injury is 
the result of his own intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic 
liquors or other misconduct. 

(2) When the medical officer having the custody of the 
health record of an officer or enlisted man of the Navy or 
Marine Corps enters on such record that any disability for 
which such officer or enlisted man is admitted to the sick list 
Was not received in line of duty or was the result of his own

intemperate use of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other miscon- 


duct, it shall be the duty of such medical officer to inform. 


the patient when’ such an adverse entry is made, provided the 
condition of the patient does not make such action inadvisable. 
He shall inform the commanding officer at the same time, and 
the procedure then shall be as prescribed in Par. (4). 

(3) It shall likewise be the duty of the senior member of 
any board which makes a similar adverse record relative to 
the origin of any disease or injury to inform the individual 
concerned of such record. In the case of a board of medical 
sur@ey the statement in rebuttal should not be incorporated 
in the body of the survey, but forwarded as a separate paper. 

(4) It shall then be the right of such individual to re- 
quest the commanding officer to have entered on the health 
record bearing such an adverse entry such evidence in rebuttal 
as he may desire to present. A copy of such entry and evi- 
dence shall then be forwarded to the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery for filing. . ’ 

(5) In the event of the condition of the individual being 
such as to render it impracticable or inadvisable to inferm 
him of such adverse entry, this fact shall be noted on his 
health record and he shall be so informed as soon as circum- 
stances permit, such action being noted on the record when 
taken. ‘ 

(6) Im the event of a death of a person in the naval service 
in which the commanding officer axes not approve of the as- 
signed origin of the fatal illness or injury as given in the 
official report of death, it shall be his duty to indorse thereon 
his opinion and the reasons therefor, the report being then 
forwarded to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery for file. 

(7) In the case of an officer or enlisted man of the Navy 
or Marine Corps in active service absent from duty on account 
of sickness or disease resulting from his own intemperate use 
of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other misconduct when the 
commanding officer and medical officer are in accord the entry 
shall be final. Should the commanding officer and _ medical 
officer disagree, the former shall call a board of officers of 
not less than two members, one of whom shall be a medical 
officer, to report upon and make recommendations in the case. 
The approval by the commanding officer of the findings ofthis 
board shall be the final; but if the commanding officer disap- 
prove the findings of the board, the proceedings will be for- 
warded for the action of the next higher authority. A copy 
of the final decision in the case will be entered in the health 
record. 

(8) Whenever an officer or enlisted man of the Navy or 
Marine Corps in active service is absent from duty on 2c- 
count of sickness or disease resulting from his own intemperate 
use of drugs or alcoholic liquors or other misconduct, the 
medical officer having cognizance of the case shall prepare and 
forward to the commanding officer an admission “Misconduct 
report,” and upon the individual being discharged to duty a 
discharge “Misconduct report.” In the case of officers, these 
reports shall be forwarded in duplicate, one for the command- 
ing officer, the other via the commanding officer to the pay 
officer carrying the officer's accounts. In the case of enlisted 
men, the reports shall be made in triplicate when necessary 
and forwarded through the commanding officer, one each for 
the commanding and pay officers carrying the man’s accounts, 
and the third for the officer having custody of the man’s en- 
listment record.

quarters, headquarters and supply companies and Companies 
B, ©, E, G, K, L and M of the 1st Regiment, Inf., are dis- 
continued. Companies A, D, F and H will be organized as 
a separate battalion and will be known and designated as 
the Ist (Separate) Battalion. The commissioned officers and 
enlisted men of discontinued organizations who have qualified 
under the National Defense Act will be passed to the National 
Guard Reserve, and those not so qualified will be discharged, 
except that of the latter class officers will be assigned to 
the Supernumerary List pending the settlement of their ac- 
counts. 

Veterans of the 23d N.Y. are preparing a program of wel- 
come to the active command when it returns from the Mexican 
border. The veterans, with a band, are to meet the regi- 
ment at Jersey City, whence they will be ferried to the foot 
of Atlantic avenug, and will march up Atlantic avenue, past 
Times Plaza, to the armory, where they will be reviewed, the 
guard of honor consisting of the Grant and Winfield Posts, 
The committee of arrangements is headed by Capt. James Robb, 
chairman; Major Frank A. Martin, chairman of the~armory 
committee; Lieut. Col. Willis Ogden, chairman of the parade 
committee; Col._.W. H. Stokes, chairman of the reception com- 
mittee. 

The opening of a ‘‘Preparedness Bazaar’’ at the Grand 
Central Palace, New York city, took place on Dec. 14, to 
continue until Dec. 21. <A feature of the bazaar is military 
exhibits, made possible by the enterprise of Brig. Gens. George 
R. Dyer and Louis W. Stotesbury, N.G.N.Y., and also moving 
pictures of military events. 

The National Guard rifle range at Gainesville, Ga., Arms 
and the Man tells us, is believed to be one ofthe most com- 
pletely equipped and adequate ranges, for its size, any place 
in the country. The range was constructed a few years ago 
by The Adjutant General of Georgia for the use of the troop 
of state Cavalry stationed near there and the Riverside Mili- 
tary Academy. The corstruction of this range and its loca- 
tion are both ideal, and it was built on a hillside, with the 
least possible amount of excavation. The surrounding country 
being made up chiefly of sand hills, the use of the range in- 
volves no danger to the inhabitants of that section. 

Only six men out of the 1,200 enlisted men of the 1st Cay- 
alry, Illinois N.G., have taken the new dual oath for Federal 
service. Fifteen commissioned officers have refused to take 
the oath and five more tendered their resignations on Nov. 30, 
The War Department has extended the time limit in which to 
subscribe to the new oath to Dec. 30. The officers assert that 
the greatest stumbling block seems to be the three-year re- 
serve obligation. The 2d Regiment of Infantry, with 950 
men, had 450 signed for re-enlistment on Noy. 30; the 8th 
Regiment, with eight Chicago companies aggregating 650 men, 
reported 341 enlisted, while only about fifteen per cent. of the 
members of the 1st Regiment. of Infantry signified their 
willingness to rejoin, 

Capt. M. E. Burnton, N.G.N.Y., retired, formerly of the 
22d Regiment, still keeps up an interest in the veteran organi- 
zation as active as the youngest me.nber. Captain Burnton 
first joined the 22d as a private on Jan. 8, 1872, and served 
continuously in it for over twenty-five years and was one of 
its most energetic and competent officers. He was transferred 
to the retired list from the reserve on account of the age limit 
some two years ago. 

Brig. Gen. Louis W. Stotesbury, The Adjutant General of 
New York, announces that examinations will be held on Jan. 
12-13, 1917, at New York city, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Albany and 
such other points as may be hereafter designated to select 
twelve candidates from the enlisted men of the National Guard 
of this state to compete for admission to the U.S. Military 
Academy, West Point, N.Y. The candidates selected will be 
authorized to report for the regular examination for entrance 
to the U.S. Military Academy to be held on the third Tuesday 
in March, 1917, and the appointments will be awarded to 
qualified candidates in the order of merit established at such 
regular examination. An enlisted man who desires to appear 
for examination will submit, through military channels, 
application so that same will reach The Adjutant General ‘of 
the state, Albany, N.Y., on or before Jan. 2, 1917, To be 
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eligible for appointment candidates from the National Guard 
must, at date of admission, have served at least one year a8 
enlisted men, and be between the ages of nineteen and twenty- 
two years, and must in all other respects possess the quali- 
fications prescribed by the regulations of the War Department 
for the appointment and admission of cadets to the Military 
Academy. Applicants who cannot meet these requirements 
are not eligible to take the examination authorized by this 
order. The examinations tu be held Jan. 12-13, 1917, will be 
of a scope and nature similar to the regular examination for 
entrance to the U.S. Military Academy, and will consist of 
two sessions each day, each session to be of three or more 
hours’ duration, 

The oes t of having a dirt drill space in the armory 
of the 47th N.Y. has proved a failure. The dust raised made 
it impossible to keep rifles and equipment clean, and the at- 
mosphere became so charged with dust when any body of 
troops assembled that the building was unsanitary, and the 
Board of Health condemned the dirt floor. Dirt and dust 
pervaded the armory from basement to roof, despite the most 
strenuous efforts to eliminate it. ‘ 


9TH N.Y.—LIEUT. COL. JOHN J. BYRNE, 


With the largest number of men on the drill floor in its 
history at a ceremony, the 9th Coast Defense Command, under 
command of Lieut. Col. John J. Byrne, was reviewed in its 
armory on the night of Dec. 9 by Brig.. Gen. George R. Dyer, 
1st Brigade, and at present acting as division commander of 
the troops in New York. The 9th has now a little over 1,000 

_ officers and men on its roll, quite a number of whom, how- 
ever, still lack uniforms. During the evening the cramped 
condition of the armory for so large a command was plainly 


in evidence, despite the fact that all the members were not 
under arms. For the review the command was equalized by 
Capt. James J. Walsh, the adjutant, into one battalion of four 
companies of twenty files each, under Major Lewis M. Thiery; 
one battalion of four companies of twenty-four files each, 
under Major Mills Miller, and one battalion of three companies 
each, under Major R. 8S. Allyn, in addition to the Hospital 
Corps. 

The review was in line of masses, and the evening parade 
was in line, Colonel Byrne being in command during both 
ceremonies. The organization, when formed, made an excep- 
tionally handsome showing. The fronts of companies were 
finely preserved in the passage and the men showed com- 
mendable steadiness during the standing review. Despite the 
lack of drill room the companies were so skillfully maneuvered 
that there was no congestion during the passage. This was 
the first appearance of Captain Walsh as adjutant, and he 
acquitted himself in his new office very satisfactorily. : 

Before the ceremony of evening parade was concluded the 
colors, however, were dismissed with ceremony. This is not 
authorized in the Drill Regulations, and is a departure from 
them that is improper. If it is desired to pay special honors 
to the colors, it should be done at the conclusion of the 
ceremony. : 

In addition to the review and parade there was an exhibi- 
tion by the field musicians, under Drum Major Willis R. Hill, 
an exhibition by the signal detachment, under Lieut. M. W. 
Force, and exhibition drills by the 13th Company, under Capt. 
W. L. Cole, with the 12-inch mortar, and by the 20th Com- 
pany, under Capt. R. N. Mackin, jr., with the 10-inch gun. 

General Dyer was accompanied by the following staff: Col. 
W. H. Chapin and Col. W. I. Taylor, Division Staff; Majors 
Dayton, Ahern, Bird, Sanford and Foley, 1st Brigade Staff, 
and Capt. H. E. Crall, aid to the Governor. 

General Dyer in some interesting remarks to the officers 
after the ceremonies, in addition to giving the command high 
praise for its showing, urged the 9th and other organizations 
to aid in the work of preparedness by doing all possible to 
bring about compulsory service. He pointed out that the 
present position the Guard had been placed in was due to its 
loyalty to the National Guard Association of the United States, 
which, however, may not have been wise, he intimated, and the 
Guard as a whole were in no way responsible for the system. 
He praised the unselfish work of officers and men and the 
results they had obtained. 

Among other visiting officers were Major Force, U.S.A.; 
Col. E. F, Austin, Capt. W. H. Cowdrey and Lieut. M. G. 
Hatfield, 8th N.Y.; Capt. W. T. Doyle, 69th N.¥.; Captain 
Clifton and Lieutenants Murray and Wahle, 13th N.Y. The 
reviewing officer and special guests were entertained at a 
collation by the officers of the 9th. The excellent musical 
program rendered by the band, which included a concert pre- 
ceding the military ceremonies, is worthy of mention. Chief 
Musician J. M. Satterfield has certainly trained his enlisted 
band into a company of skilled musicians.

ARMY ORDERS. 


G.O. 63, NOV. 25, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Announces that Par. II, G.O. 22, War D., 1914, as 
amended by Par. II., G.O. 45, War D., 1914, is rescinded and 
new instructions are substituted therefor. This relates to 
rating and disrating of enlisted men, CA.C. 

II.—As the new organizations to be added to the Army by 
the increments authorized by the Act of Congress approved 
June 3, 1916, will require a large number of specially quali- 
fied men, the following regulations governing the training of 
the men so needed are published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

1. Inf each troop and battery two suitable privates, first 
class, or privates, selected by the troop or battery commander, 
will be placed under instruction with a view to qualification 
as horseshoer and saddler, respectively. 

2. There shall be similarly selected in each troop, battery, 
company, and corresponding Coast Artillery unit, three suitable 
men for instruction in the duties of company clerk, cook, and 
bugler, respectively. 

3. There will be attached to each headquarters company of 
Infantry and Field Artillery, to each headquarters troop of 
Cavalry, and to each of the bands of the Coast Artillery Corps, 
not to exceed ten suitable privates of each regiment and coast 
defense command concerned for instruction as band musicians. 
The proper regimental and coast defense commanders will 
select from their respective commands the men to be so at- 
tached and will supervise their instruction, utilizing the per- 
sonnel and equipment of their respective bands for the purpose. 

4. Upon the application of the proper commanding officer, 
there will be attached to the Engineer band and the Recruit 
Practice band not to exceed, for each band, ten unassigned 
recruits for instruction as band musicians. 

5. No requisitions for additional band instruments or sup- 
plies will be made in consequence of this order. 

6. Vacancies in the organizations concerned may be filled 
by the appointment or transfer of men under instruction, in 
which case other men will be placed under instruction in lieu 
of those so appointed or transferred. 

III.—Amends Par, 5, G.O. 48, Sept. 19, 1916, War D., re- 
lating to prescribed course of military training. . 

IV.—So much of Par. II., G.O. 206, War D., 1905, as re- 
quires a statement showing whether or not the soldier’s ser- 
vice during the enlistment from which he is discharged has 
been honest and faithful to be noted on his descriptive list 
and discharge certificate, and on rolls and returns, is re- 
scinded. 

So much of G.O. 68, War D., 1906; Cir. 44, War D., 1906, 
and Par. II., G.O. 85, War D., 1914, as requires the remark 
‘‘Tdentification record made’’ to be entered on descriptive and 
assignment cards and on descriptive lists, and the remarks 
‘‘Tdentification record not made. Re-enlisted. Identity known.’’ 
to be entered on the descriptive list in certain cases, is re- 
scinded. 

V.—Amends Par. 7, G.O. 49, Sept. 20, 1916, War D., re- 
lating to military training of students. 

Vi—Hereafter the Coast Artillery detachments: on board 
mine planters and cable ships shall be designated as follows: 

‘‘Detachment United States Cable Ship ————;’’ ‘‘Detach- 
ment United States Army Mine Planter — .’ The regula- 
tions for mine planters will govern with reference to cable 
ships (to which Coast Artillery detachments are assigned) in 
so far as they are applicable. 

VilI.—Contracting officers in making awards for supplies 
for the Army are instructed in cases where experience has 
shown that any individual or firm has persistently endeavored 
to evade the performance of his contract with the Governmert, 
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to report such cases in order that instructions may issue for 
the rejection of any bids—received from such parties, either 
upon all contracts for supplies or upon contracts for certain 
specified articles, as the interests of the Government may 
require,

©. W.—The man whose three years are up in February and 
wishes to be furloughed to reserve on request should appl 
through channel at least thirty days beforehand, Althoug 
since the border mobilization privilege of going to reserve at 
three years has been denied, there’s no telling how soon 
this privliege may be restored. 

A, A. asks: A citizen of the United States enlisted in the 
U.S. Army under an assumed name, There was no criminality 
attached in connection with his enlistment. His service is as 
follows: Enlisted Nov. 1, 1907, discharged Oct. 31, 1910, with 
character excellent; re-enlisted Nov. 1, 1910, discharged Oct. 
81, 1913, with character excellent; re-enlisted Nov. 1, 1913, 
and service continuous since latter date. Upon re-enlistment on 
Nov. 1, 1917, after explaining the situation to the recruiting 
officer, could he enlist under his rightful name and not lose his 
former service? Or, since he is serving a seven-year enlist- 
ment period and would have to be re-enlisted before discharged, 
provided he is not furloughed to the Reserve at that time, 
would it be necessary for the recruiting officer to get special 
authority from the War Department at Washington to enlist 
him under his right name¢@ If not, what would you advise 
as to the best method of getting the matter properly ad- 
justed? Answer: State the case in detail through the channel 
and ask to have correct name substituted for the assumed 
name. There should be no trouble or loss in this ease. 

H. E. B. asks: Can you advise if three-year service in the 
Philippines is in force at present time? “Answer: Since Octo- 
ber, 1915, the tour in the Philippines is two years; in Canal 
Zone three years. 

R. R. R. asks: Are there any full admirals in active service, 
and if so how many and who are they? Answer: Admiral 
Dewey is ‘‘The Admira] of the U.S. Navy.’’ Then the Chief 
of Naval Operations and the Commander-in-Chief of the At- 
lantic, Pacific and Asiatic Fleets have the rank of Admiral 
while in command, 

H. C. D.—Institutions whose students have exhibited the 
greatest application and proficiency in military training and 
knowledge during the academic year are designated annually 
as ‘‘distinguished colleges and honor schools.’’ We give their 
names, arranged by states: California, University of Califer- 
nia, Berkeley; Lllinois, University of Illinois, Urbana; Kansas, 
Kansas State Agricultural College, Manhattan; Maryland, St. 
John’s College, Annapolis; Minnesota, University of Minne- 
sota, Minneapolis; Missouri, University of Missouri, Columbia; 
New York, Cornell University, Ithaca; Ohio, Ohio State Uni-

F. J. W. asks: A private whose pay is $21.60 a month is 
marked ‘‘Hospital’’ on the morning of Oct. 17, under G.O. 
45, and is turned out for duty on the morning of Oct. 29, 
thereby having been doing duty with his company nineteen 
days of the month. How much should his pay amount to? 
Answer: He loses twelve-thirtieths of his month’s pay, al- 
though the month has thirty-one days. 

X. Y. Z. asks: (1) The Army Appropriation Act approved 
Aug. 24, 1912, provides that ‘‘Double time is hereby abolished 
for those who hereafter enlist,’’ ete. Is this provision inter- 
preted to include men who re-enlist after that date? I served 
in Philippine Islands under an enlistment entered into Dee. 2, 
1911, from Dec. 1,_1912, to Dec. 1, 1914. Re-enlisted Dec. 
2, 1914, and served in Philippine Islands to Aug. 15, 1915. 
Does service under enlistment of Dec. 2, 1914, count double? 
(2) Date of sailing of tfansport Sheridan from Manila, P.I., 


in June, 1902? (3) Foreign service credited 21st Infantry 
in Cuba, 1898? Answer: (1) No; see A.R. 134. (2) June 
22. (3) June 14 to Aug. 23, less sailing time. 


H. K. L.—The Comptroller of the Treasury, in a decision 
of Sept. 29, 1916, held that ‘‘where the evidence submitted 
to the accounting officers of the Treasury in support of a 
claim for reimbursement under, and subject to the limitations 
of the Act of Marclr 3, 1885 (as extended by Act of March 4, 
1915), for personal baggage an officer or enlisted man of the 
Army lost or damaged in changing station, establishes that 
such loss or damage was incurred in transit and through no 
fault or negligence of the owner, such reimbursement is au- 
thorized under that act.’’ 

J. E. B.—-An opinion of the Judge Advocate General dated 
Oct. 14, 1916, says in part: ‘‘Since it has been determined 
that the Detached Service laws have not been amended by the 
National Defense. Act, it follows that service of an officer 
below grade of major which has not been rendered with a 
troop, company or battery of the arm in which he holds com- 
mission cannot be counted as service with troops within the 
meaning of the Detached Service law.’’ See Bulletin 47, 1916. 

P. €. T. asks: Enlisted Dec. 26, 1912; went out at end of 
three years; was out nine months on reserve; called back 
Sept. 27, 1916; my four years will be up Dec. 27, 1916. 
Will I go out on reserve then? Answer: Not possible to say, 
as you may be retained on active duty to end of your enlist- 
ment if exigencies demand it. 

P. N.—There has been no indication that the men who en- 
listed in 1914 will be furloughed at end of three years, unless 
the present withholding of furlough on request is counter- 
manded. In all enlistments begun before Novy. 1, 1916, fur- 
lough is after four years’ service, except at request after 
three years’ service. 

G. H.—The commanding officer in charge of the Coast Ar- 
tillery stationed at Fort Ruger, H.T., is Col. W. E. Ellis. 

J. S. H.—Write to The Adjutant General for inf6rmation 
regarding Military Academy entrance. 

W. F. B. asks: My enlistments are as*follows: July 22, 1901, 
to July 21, 1904; Aug. 1, 1905, to July 31, 1908; Aug. 1,

1908, to July 31, 1911; Aug. 1, 1911, to July 31, 1914; re- 
enlisted Aug. 1, 1914. What enlistment period should I now 
be serving in, and why? Answer: As you have served con- 
tinuously since Aug. 1, 1905, you are in your fourth period.

Great Lakes, Ill., Dee. 9, 1916.

Commencing Jan. 1, 1917, the apprentice seamen will have 
a course of four months’ instruction instead of two months, 
as formerly. This will be much better for the seamen, as they 
can gain more knowledge before they are sent to sea, and 
they will be much better fitted fer their new duties on board 
ship. 

The Commandant has issued a special letter regarding the 
Naval Reserve and it looks as though many of the Great Lakes 
sailors are going to take advantage of the splendid oppor- 
tunity offered them. An extract from a letter issued by the 
Commandant follows: ‘‘Men who are normally out of employ- 
ment during the winter months, or who are temporarily out 
of employment during the winter months, may request active 
duty and be assigned to duty aboard ship on full pay for any 
length of time desired over three weeks. They are then sub- 
sisted, furnished transportation to and from their ship, given 
an outfit of clothing and are paid in full for their service. 
This will undoubtedly solve the problem of the Great Lakes 
steamship lines and the Great Lakes sailors, for the men 
enrolled in the Naval Reserve can apply for active duty in the 
Navy upon the closing of navigation in the winter and return 
to their regular employers in the spring, receiving full pay 
the year round.

THE ARIZONA’S MAIDEN VOYAGE. 


U.S.S. Arizona, Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, Dec. 3, 1916. 

The U.S.S. Arizona left the New York Navy Yard at 8:36 
a.m. Noy. 10, 1916, on her maiden trip to the Southern Drill 
Grounds at a twelve-knot speed. After towing targets for the 
Pennsylvania and cruising for a week’s period she came to 
anchor in Hampton Roads Nov. 19. On Nov. 21 she sailed 
for Cuba by way of Newport, where she stopped for her tor- 
pedoes and fuel, and arrived at Guantanamo Bay on the 29th. 
On the way South trial runs were held at ten, twelve, fifteen 
and seventeen-knot speed and these proved to be very suc- 
cessful. The Arizona’s turbine engines were designed and 
installed by Lieut. Comdr. S. H. R. Doyle, who was superin- 
tendent of new construction, machinery division, navy yard, 
New York, and is now chief engineer of the Arizona. The 
engines have thus far not only given perfect satisfaction, but 
have surpassed expectations in the smoothness of their run- 
ning, and when the full trial run is made there is no doubt 
that they will not be found wanting. Mr. Doyle is to be 
complimented on the showing that the engineering department 
has made.

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A BATTLE IN EGYPT. 


Unique features of warfare were developed in the 
battle of Romani, Egypt, writes an Associated Press 
correspondent there, in a letter appearing in the New 
York Times. In this battle, fought early in August, 
the British defeated the Turks, the invaders losing some 
9,000 in dead, wounded and prisoners out of their total 
of approximately 14,000 men. The crossing of the Sinai 
desert with big guns and other war equipment during 
the heat of summer was an unprecedented achievement. 
High military authorities had held that the feat could 
not be accomplished, and that any force along the Suez 
Canal would be safe from attack throughout the summer. 
One of the few dissentients, however, was Lieut. Gen. 
Sir Archibald Murray, commander-in-chief of the British 
forces in Egypt. Immediately upon his assumption of 
command last January he began to prepare for just such 
an attack, and the victory at Romani was due to his 
foresight. 

The Turkish expedition undoubtedly was engineered 
by German officers, who laid elaborate plans for the 
advance from the direction of El Arish, a Turkish post 
on the northern coast, ninety miles ‘from the canal. 
About half this distance is through a waterless desert, 
and in summer the heat is intolerable. It would be 
impossible for men to march, for in these sands one 
sinks to the ankles at every step, and horses are not 
fitted for work of this kind. The only means of trans- 
porting troops and supplies was on camels, and this was 
the method employed. About 14,000 of these beasts 
were used. 

Unable to drag the heavy gun carriages through the 
loose, deep sands, the Turks constructed roads by 
digging small parallel trenches which would fit the car- 
riage wheels and filling these tracks with the scrubby 
plants which represented the only vegetable life outside 
the oases. ‘These wiry plants formed a cushion over 
which sand was thrown, making a very practicable road 
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for the guns. In some places where the sand was too 
joose and deep for this track planks were laid lengthwise 
under the wheels. 

Progress was necessarily slow, and long before the 
Turks reached the watered positions which they took up 
some miles in front of Romani the British were ready 
and waiting for them. ‘The defenders did not attack, 
for it was the plan to draw the invaders on to an assault 
if possible. General Murray decided that he would wait 
a certain length of time and then force the issue if the 
Turks had not advanced. As he hoped, at midnight on 
Aug. 3 the Turks began the attack, which ended in com- 
plete disaster for them on Aug. 5. 


GENERAL FUNSTON ON THE “HIKE.” 


The word “hike” has undoubtedly established itself, in 
Army parlance at least, as a permanent word, writes 
Itupert Hughes in Collier’s Weekly. It means a march 
raised to the worst possible degree. A hike is a forced 
march that is not forced; an imitation of a desperate 
advance or retreat without the inspiration of rescue 
or escape. It has all the dismal, uncomfortable features 
of actual war, with no glory. As many get back in a 
bunch as can, and the rest come up as soon as they may, 


in the ambulance or on Shanks’ mare. A hike is a dress 
rehearsal of a dull failure that is never going to be 
produced. Yet there is no denying the value of the hike. 
Major General Funston is quoted as emphasizing its 
importance to the Guardsmen as follows: ‘ 

I can appreciate the viewpoint of the men in the 
ranks who left their own affairs to come to the border 
in answer to the Government’s call. They are sent 
forth on marches, get hot and tired, and, after a while, 
begin to wonder what is the sense of the drudgery to 
which they are being subjected. But this is the individual] 
viewpoint; when the proposition of military training 
is considered along broader lines the aspect is entirely 
different. What if the state troops had been required 
to enter Mexico to fight immediately after they reached 
the border? At that time they were not ready for field 
service. Even now some of the organizations, par- 
ticularly in the Cavalry and Artillery branches of the 
Service, have not had the training and experience they 
require. 

“Infantrymen are marchers primarily, and their train- 
ing is simpler than that of the Artillery and Cavalry. 
The fact that Infantry regiments must cover territory 
on foot explains why they must be so thoroughly trained 
in the hiking business. For the best results troops should 
be kept on the move all the time, making their daily 
marches, going through field maneuvers and pitching a 
different camp from night to night.” 
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WARFARE OF THE BEES. 


That there is a universal instinct for fighting, which 
affects animal creation as well as man, is shown in a 
remarkable manner by the description of bees as fighters 
given by Gaston Bonnier, of the French Academy of 
Sciences, reproduced in the Literary Digest of Nov. 4 
from an article in La Revue Hebdomadaire (Paris). 
“The conflicts among bees,’ he says, “have the same 
causes as great wars among nations; overpopulation, 
bad harvests, the desire for booty. Indeed, it is always 
the strongest colonies which declare the war against 
weaker ones, and war regularly begins at that epoch 
of the year when there is no more nectar to cull from 
the flowers. The conqueror never fails to carry home the 
honey of the conquered, even if his own hives are packed. 
3ut—and here the analogy with man is a striking one— 
the war continues even after its economic purposes have 
been fully accomplished. The intoxication of success 
drives the conqueror to carry the fight to a finish. 

“If in spite of all precautions hostile bees or other 
enemies have succeeded in forcing the gates, the inmates 
resort to trench warfare, every one of the parallel wax 
cakes forming a fortified ditch. Incredible as it may 
seem, sentinels are posted, and when a working bee 
returns with forage the patrol approaches and seems to 
ask for the password. Would-be intruders or spies from 
other hives are chased off or killed by the watchers. 

“When night surprises the fighters before a decision 
has been reached the conflict stops. But the aggressor 
returns to the attack on the next day, or even for several 
days following the initial assault, unless exceptionally 
inclement weather prevents. 

“Tn case of complete success, woe to the conquered. 
‘Massacre’ is the only word that expresses the situation. 
None is spared; even the larve and eggs are destroyed. 
"he highest honors are reserved to the bee that is fortu- 
nate enough to kill the enemy queen.” 
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WHAT MILITARY PREPAREDNESS COSTS. 
(From the Buffalo Medical Journal.) 

It is estimated that the annual expense for military 
preparedness, $750,000,000 a year, is insurance at the 
rate of one-half per cent. per year, about the same as 
for insurance against fire. As we spend $2,000,000,000 
a year for liquors, $1,000,000,000 for tobacco, $800,- 
000,000 for jewelry and plate, $85,000,000 for millinery 
and $80,000,000 for patent medicines, the question as 
to whether we can afford this insurance is answered at 
a glance. Chewing gum alone would cover the expense 
of two battleships a year. The argument that military 
training incites to violence is answered by the statistics 
of murders, which are, per 100,000 population per year, 
0.9 in London, 2 in Berlin, 3.5 in Paris, 7.1 in New 
York, 9 in Chicago, 13.4 in San Francisco, 30 in 
Charleston and 68 in Memphis.

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The Russian Minister of War gave statistics regarding 
the output of munitions in that country to the members 
of the Duma in Petrograd on Nov. 17. He showed that 
the internal output of 3-inch guns was eight times the 
number of these guns produced in January, 1915. Rifle 
manufacture had been multiplied four times, 4-inch shells 
nine times, 3-inch shells nineteen times. The amount 
of some other munitions was forty times greater, while 
asphyxiating gases were sixty-nine times the production 
in January, 1915. The Minister admitted there were 
still some defects in the production of artillery and 
munitions, but said the position was “supportable.” 
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Miss Mary Davies has completed experiments at Ris- 
Orangeis Hospital, Paris, which marks another advance 
in minimizing wound infections contracted on the battle- 
field, according to a despatch to the New York Times 
of Nov. 21. Miss Davies’s experiments consist in treat- 
ment of cloth by antiseptic substances so that after 
months of subjection to all forms of dirt and germs it 


remains absolutely sterile. Results of the experiments 
are now in the hands of the French and British authori- 
ties with a view to having all uniforms at the front 
treated with the Davies preparation. In England the 
preparation has had the approval of David Lloyd George. 
Aside from preventing infection of wounds, the prepara- 
tion has another great advantage. In the words of Miss 
Davies: “Body lice, which. are the greatest discomfort 


of trench life, will henceforth find these antiseptic sub- 
stances entirely inimical to their well being.’”’ The basis 
for the treatment is a combination of cresol and soft 
soap. Miss Davies, summarizing her report to the govern- 
ment, says: “Ihe practice of periodically impregnating 
the clothing of armies upon active service will fully 
repay the cost in reducing the proportion of highly septic ° 
wounds.” 
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When we printed the recent opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General on the matter of “When Is a War 
Not a War?’ we quoted him as saying that “war is 
not recognized as existing’ on the Mexican border. The -. 
acumen of the Judge Advocate General iff this matter 
is borne out by the appearance of the troops returning - 
from the border with never a beard among them. Since 
all wars produce whiskers—observe Civil War_photo- 
graphs and the appearance of the poilus abroad—it is 
obvious that with a beardless Army the Judge Advocate 
General must be right. 
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In a military sense the theater may be said to be 
looking up. In the Bandbox Theater in New York city 
there is a library for the use of patrons who do not -wish 
to. pay social calls in the nearest café during intermis- 
sions. Among the books on the shelves is a copy of the 
Army Regulations for 1857. We regret to note this - 
particular theater is in a sad state of unpreparedness, 
for its volume of Army Regulations is fifty-six years 
behind the latest issue.
